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Judge Upholds Zoning Board’s 
Denial Of Wynlyn’s Expansion 


A Board of Zoning Appeals 
decision to deny an expansion 
project application by Wynulyn's 
Fidge, Deep Creek Lake, was 
upheld by Garrett County 
Circuit Court Judge Fred 
Thayer on Fridav 

Thaver’s decision was based 
on a determination that two of 
the six reasons offered by the 
Board for denying the appli- 
cation was valid. 

Thaver noted that while the 
Board's decision “1s fairly de 
batable, the action of the Zoning 
Appeals Board must be 
affirmed, the Court must not 
substitute its judicial judgment 
for the judgment of the Board 
acting within its powers.” 

The expansion plans, rejected 
by the Board after a public 
hearing Januarv 15. called fora 
two-story addition on the south- 
side of the establishment and 
additional parking spaces di- 
rectly across the highway. The 
addition would have included an 
extension of the game room on 
the lower floor and an open deck 
on the secund floor. The parking 
lot would have included spaces 
for 70 automobiles. 

The two valid reasons were 
the Board's concern for in 
creased noise as a result of the 
second floor open deck and an 
increased traffic hazard to 


pedestrians and motorists 
created by a parking lot across 
a major highway from the 
establishment.

He and his wife, Mary. are the 
parents of three children, and 
reside on the Old Crellin Road 
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Thayer stated he could not 
say the Board was in error on 
its conclusion about the noise 
level and that the Court could 
not substitute its judgment for 
the Board's concerning the in- 
creased traffic hazard. 

The judge issued lus opinion 
the day after the appeal hearing 
held Thursday morning in the 
Circuit Court. The appeal by 
Mrs. Evelyn Weissgerber, 
owner of Wynlyn’s, was filed 
January 22 by attorney, Dwight 
Stover. Oakland. 

During the hearing, Stover 
stated Wynlyn's requested the 
judge to either remand, dis- 
miss, modify, or reverse the 
Board's decision on certain 
grounds. 

Those grounds included a 
possible conflict of interest, the 
acceptance of unsworn testi- 
mony and the lack of reason- 
able support for the Board's 
conclusions 

The potential for conflict of 
interest occurred, Stover 
asserted, when Susan Craw- 
ford, an alternate member for 
the board and a partner in the 
law firm which represents an 
adjoining property owner, sat 
on the Board during the public 
hearing. 

Jack Tumey, attorney for the 
Board, argued that Ms. Craw- 
ford's one vate would not have 
been enough to change the de 
cision. He conceded that he had 
no way to rebutt the assertion 
that her presence may have in- 
fluenced the Board's decision. 

The judge ruled this charge 
was not “of substantial merit 
sufficient to require reversal of 
the Board's decision." 

On the charge that the Board 
accepted unsworn testimony 
contrary to its own by-laws and 
rules of procedure, Judge 
Thayer determined that Mrs. 
Weissgerber, who also com- 
mented during the public hear- 
ing without being sworn, 
waived this error by not objec- 
ting during the hearing 

In his opinion, Judge Thayer 
also discussed the four out of six 
reasons the Board denied the 
application which he did not 
find to be valid. 

The first reason presented by 
the Board was that it did not 
consider the expansion proposal 
to be in accordance with the 
Board's conunitmeni to orderly 
growth and its zoning ordi- 
nances. The Board asserted 
that to be m accordance, 
Wynlyn’s should first correct its 

“current parking problem.” 

Judge Thayer stated this con- 
sideration ‘vas “unrelated to 
the proposed expansion.” 

The remaining three reasons 
he found to be “inappropriate 
considerations; bald con- 
clusions based on speculation 
and unsubstantiated by any evi- 
dence, respectively.” 

Thuse reasons were, respec- 
tively: Wynlyn'’s proposal 
should not be pernutted due to 
comments and opposition by 
property owners; the proposal 
should not be permitted be 
cause the parking lot design 
would not encourage use, and 
the increased noise and traffic 
could dimuutsh the value of busi- 
nesses on adjoining properties.

Commissioners Answer Questions 


On New County Solid Waste System 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners’ alternative to 
the green box waste disposal 
system was the subject of a 
question and answer period in 
the commissioners’ office 
Tuesday. 

County residents Velma 
Beckman, Carol V. Stewart 
and Mary leighton, who seem- 
ed skeptical of the new system, 
asked questions concerning 
why the commissioners wished 
to make the change and what 
the costs of the new system 
would be 

The system under question 
would involve replacing the 31 
dunpster sites with five com- 
pacter station sites in the 
county. 

Each site would involve a 
permanent compacting unit 
with a 40-yard box with the 
capacity of 50 green boxes. The 
county would purchase one 
truck to haul the boxes for 
emptying at the county's land- 
fill sites. 

The estimated cost for the 
first year would be $496.502, 
which would drop in following 
years by as much as $200,000. 

Tentative plans for the sites 
include surrounding them with 
a chain-link fence, constructing 
hatd-surfaced roads into the 
compacting units, and man- 
ning the units with retired 
persons. 

The commissioners noted 
that equipment bought when 
the green box system was 
initizted in the system was 
now “almost worthless.” They 
explained they would have to 
spend money on equipment 
under either system. Because 
of this, they luoked at the long- 
term costs of operating either 
system and determined the 
compactor system would cust 
less to uperate. 

Costs to the county for the 
green box system, according to 
Gregg, ‘will stay the same or 
increase."' He added that the 
same problems of clean-up and 
equipment breakdowns would 
remain if the green box system 
continued 

Another reason the com- 
missioners considered the 
alternative plan was that the 
State of Maryland has ordered 
the county to remove green

box sites located on state-owned 
land and some property owners 
want sites on their pruperty re- 
moved. 

Also, Commissioner Gregg 
noted transportation costs 
would drup because the solid 
waste truck would be traveling 
to fewer sites which have a 
lugh holding capacity. 

When asked where the five 
sites would be located and how 
they would prevent people 
from dumping garbage along

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Initial Hearing 
In Snyder Case 
Is Postponed 


A federal court preliminary 
hearing scheduled for Monday 
in Baltimore for James Dwight 
Snyder, Oakland, was post- 
poned until May 14. Snyder 
was charged Saturday, April 
25, with one count of willful 
failure to file an income tax 
return for 1975. He was arrest- 
ed early that day at his home 
and taken to Baltimore, where 
he remained until late Satur- 
day, when his family arrived 
with $5000, 10 percent of the 
bond set by a magistrate there. 

Snyder said last week that, 
throughout Saturday's incident 
he “saw no papers of any 
kind," adding that the eight 
men who claimed to be 
federal agents produced no 
identificaliun. The IRS iast 
week told news media that a 
warrant was produced upon 
entry to the Snyder residence, 
and that the agents were not in 
uniform. but had badges 
“clearly displayed on the out- 
side of their coat pockets.” 

At Saturday's bond hearing 
the magistrate ordered that 
Snyder relinquish a passport 
obtained a few weeks ago, 
which apparently entered into 
Suturday’s incident, as IRS 
agents feared that Snyder 
would leave the country. 
Snyder said this week that the 
passport was obtauied so that 
he could accompany Dr. 
Herbert Leighton and a group 
of individuals traveling to Haiti 
for missionary work. 

Snyder has been battling 
with the [RS for more than 10 
years, after he began filing tax 
returns and withholding 
figures from the forms, he 
said. Snyder said he was dis- 
satisfied with IRS polimes in 
regard to his individual case, 
and he launched a protest. He 
stated yesterday that he feels 
his case is “coming to a head" 
at this time, adding that his 
daughter was ordered to ap- 
pear before a Grand Jury in 
connection with other charges

Facility Plans 
For McHenry 
Park Announced 


Representatives from the 
Deep Creek Iaons Club yester- 
day announced that group's 
plans for development of the 
McHenry Community Park, to 
be located on property 
identified at the White Face 
Farm, off Bumble Bee Road 
near Garrett Community Col- 
lege. The announcement was 
made before the Buard of Gar- 
rett County Commissioners, as 
the property is county owned, 
formerly owned by Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital. The 
Lions Club is the development 
planning and sponsoring 
agency for that project. 

Plans for the property include 
two fields, which could be used 
for such activities as softball, 
baseball, football, soecer and 
field hockey. The Lions Club is 
proposing a multi-purpose, en- 
closed building having a large 
storage area and a multl- 
purpose room, a concession 
stand and restrooms. The aim 
of the group, according to Ed 
Scofield, is to make that park a 
year-round facility. The build- 
ing, if approved, will be equip- 
ped with a heating system and 
water, to be utihzed during all 
seasons. 

Also proposed is a regulation 
hukey manniade ice skating 
rink, a basketball court, four 
tennis courts and an amphi- 
theatre. The development of 
nature trails, parking areas and 
picnic areas are included in the 
plans for that park. 

In December, 1980, $43,657.50 
in Program Open Space funds 
were approved by the State 
Board of Public Works for the 
purchase of 32.5 acres for the 
McHenry Community Park. 
Program Open Space, through 
which Murvland subdivisions 
may obtain funding for acquisi- 
tion and development of recre- 
ational facilities, is adnmunts- 
tered by the Capital Programs 
Administration of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 

The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners will be the applicant for 
Program Open Spave develop- 
ment funds for the park. Under 
POS, acquiring of recreational 
land is 100 percent state funded. 
Development of that land is 25 
percent locul and 75 percent 
state funded. 

Jack Lear, president of the 
Lions Club, stated that the club 
will conie up with initial funds 
to begin construction at the site, 
and will pay the majority of the 
local share. He noted that funds 
are acquired through donations, 
Winterfest and other activities. 
lear stated that all proceeds 
from this year's Summerfest 
will go into development of the 
park. 

Lear said that construction on 
the baseball field is scheduled 
to begin June 1. Construction on 
the ice skating rink and multi- 
purpose building is expected to 
begin in Septeinber of this year, 
he said. The basketball court 
will be constructed next spring 
and the other facilities proposed 
will be constructed “three or 
four years down the road,” 
Lear added. 

Lear and Scofield, accom- 
panied by John Nelson, county 
liaison officer for POS. noted 
that. af the enclosed multi- 
purpose building is approved it 
will be the first of its kind to be 
cunstructed at this type of 
recreation area. The proposed 
building 15 60x20 feet, and will 
also be used us a wurtn-up area 
for skaters during the winter 
season, Leur said 

The year-round park will be 
operated by the Deep Creek 
Lions Club in conjunction with 
Garrett Comuuunity College. 
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Commissioners Left In The Dark 


On Baltimore Sludge Contract 


The Garrett County Board of 
Conurussioners will meet Tues- 
day with representatives of 
Modern Earthline, a Phila- 
delphia-based land reclamation 
firm, to clarify the firm's plans 
for depositing Baltimore sludge 
in the county. 

Recent media reports state 
the firm has entered into a five- 
year contract with Baltimore 
City to deposit at least 146,000 
tons of sludge annually in the 
county, but then failed to inform 
Garrett County officials. 

The reports also said the com- 
missioners learned Friday that 
a 20-acre strip mine recla- 
mation project they were 
considering in the Grantsville 
area actually was the first- 
stage of a five-year Baltimore 
plan to send a maximum of 
730,000 tons of fertile 
sludge—some of it contami- 
nated with heavy metal from in- 
dustrial waste dumped into city 
sewers--to the county. 

Comnussioner Iumie Gregg, 
who joins with Baltimore City 
officials in blaming the firm for 
not informing the county of the 
contract, noted that the con- 
tract does not specify Garrett 
County as receiving ground for 
the sludge. He added, "We do 
not want this to be a confron- 
tation between Baltimore City 
government and Garrett 
County.” 

Gregg stated the firm was 
“presumptuous” in their ap- 
parent plans to begin transport- 
ing the sludge to the 20-acre 
Grantsville site by the end of 
this month. 

The firm submitted an appli- 
cation last summer for sludge 
disposal on the 20-acre 
abandoned strip mine site, 
called the Brawal site, as a pilot 
project to demonstrate the 
feasibility of hauling sludge 
from the city's sewage treat- 
ment plants to be used to 
revegetate mine sites. 

The application has not yet 
been approved by the Garrett 
County Health Department or 
the State Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene. 

The commissioners, who note 
their authority to either ap- 
prove or ban the project, say 
that at this point there “1s no 
consideration beyond the 
demonstration project and even 
the demonstration project is un- 
certain.” 

They add their decision will 
be partly based on the health 
department's analysis of the 
sludge content and whether it 
beheves it to be safe. 

Edgar Harman of the county 
health department stated the 
news of the contract came as a 
total surprise. “The only thing 
we were aware of was the 
Brawal project.” he said. 

Harman said that approval of 
the Brawal project would not 
mean future disposal of Balti- 
more sludge in the county would 
be approved. He stated each 
prospective site would be sub- 
ject to departmental evalu 
ation. We have no intention of 
giving blanket approval to do

for residents in the service 
area of Phase | of that project. 

FmHA, the funding agency 
for that project, requested that 
a statement be sent to assure 
the mandatory hook-up, which 
is required by law in the 
Annotated Code of Maryland, 
Article 43, Sectiun 659. That 
law states that, when a water 
system is completed and ready 
to serve, every abuting 
property must hook up to the 
system after due notice. 

Bob Fousek, acting Sanitary 
District Administrator, stated 
that the commussion’s original 
intent wus to solicit volunteer 
hook-up and avoid a manda- 
tory requirement. He added 
that the commission's intention 
now ts to comply with the law 
povermng the Sanitary District 
and FmHA, requiring that 
hook-up be mandatory. Fousek 
stressed that the action only 
affects those residents in the 
actual service area of Phase 1, 
not all residents in the district. 
Phase I of that project was 
approved for construction by 
the Garrett County Com- 
missioners in March.

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Sludgy Tactics... 


“We will drown in our sludge if we don’t solve 
tluis problem” was a recent quote by Theodore 
Andriotis. chief of Baltimore's water and waste 
bureau. These are rather desperate words, and 
Baltimore is looking westward to Garrett County for 
some space to dump this sludge, perhaps as much as 
146,000 tons per year through 1986. 

A typical, immediate public reaction to this 
proposal is to tell Baltimore that their sludge is their 
problem and we don't want a single glob of it in our 
county. This is what Allegany County residents told 
Baltimore nine years ayo when they were 
approached with the same gooey proposal. 

However, when one opens his ears and mind and 
takes the time to consider the consequences of this 
sludge dumping, he finds that it might be worth 
considering. The sludge is conducive to timber 
production, some of it serves as well as peat moss 
for gardens, and the county would pick up a few 
dollars in surcharges. 

What has caused the present uproar in the 
county commissioners’ office is not so much the 
question of whether or not tc accept this dumping, 
but the way the entire project is being handled by 
Baltimore and its contractor, Modern Earthline. Not 
only did the county commissioners not know that a 
contract had been signed to proceed with this effort, 
but it was announced in Baltimore last week that 
this dumping would begin in Western Maryland 
within two weeks! 

First of all, the Garrett County Health 
Department has not yet awarded a permit to Modern 
Earthline to begin dumping, and secondly, the 
county commissioners have not yet made a decision 
on the proposal. Commissioner Ernie Gregg assured 
us this morning that a decision for the project would 
not be made without a public hearing. 

The guilt for this act of keeping Garrett County 
in the dark on this issue does not seem to fall upon 
the shoulders of Baltimore officials, but on those of 
Modern Earthline personnel. The whole idea of 
sludge dumping is a sensitive question anyway, and 
attempting to simply pull the wool over the eyes of 
the public, which is what appears to have happened 
in this case, does nothing but lessen the already slim 
chances of gaining public support. 

Modern Earthline’s quiet, seemingly deceiving 
tactics may cause the sludge pools in Baltimore to 
deepen.

remember Mom... 
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Second Impression 
Life Laid Down 
by Harry Fox 

There is a certain impotence in all the words journalists have 
put to paper about the strange life and death of Bobby Sands, the 
hunger striker who died in the Maze prison for the cause of a 
united Ireland. All the words, the stories and comsnentaries, 
written about the tragedy of violence in Ireland will never bring 
one moment of real peace to that unhappy land. 

Such news as the Sands death, though, deserves to be 
remembered in another way. As the drying husk of what once was 
a living, thinking, breathing human being slipped into coma, and 
as death became an unimpeachable certainty, then the dissection 
of the story began. Would there be a violent protest in the streets” 
Could the British be moved, by hue and cry, to change their stand 
on the question of prisoner status for Sands and his IRA cohorts” 
Would international opinion be shifted by this dramatic act? 
Somewhere in the shuffle, the story of Bobby Sands, the person, 
got lost. It would appear that was his personal hope as he 
undertook this final protest. 

His life was spent in reckless pursuit of the cause. Apparently 
the victim of anti-Catholic violence as a youth, Sands found the 
life of a revolutionary equal to his outrage. As one of the ‘blanket 
boys,” he led his fellow inmates in a bizzare quest for the status of 
political prisoners. Rather than wear the hated prison uniform 
which symbolized their criminal status in the eyes of the law, they 
would wear nothing. Draped in blankets, they lived in their own 
waste and refused to clean themselves. Sands was driven to use 
every weapon at his disposal. From behind bars there was only 
one, publicity, and he was skilled 1n its use. 

History is checkered with martyrs, a title which means te 
witness to a cause. For a multitude of beliefs, and with the widest 
assortment of motives, men and women have used that most 
precious commodity, life itself, in the name and for the sake of 
what they believe. This much can be said of Bobby Sands. He did, 
in fact. chouse to give with a reckiess abandon which speaks 
eloquently of his beliefs. 

Gut it inust also be said that there is a wide gap between being 
a martyr and being mght. Frail humanity cannot be sure, 
completely sure, of either the justice of a cause or the motive for 
following after it. In the complex interweaving of logic and 
emotion in the human mind, there is not to be found an absolute 
certainty, unless it is to know that one cannot be sure. 

Francis of Assisi, a man whu was with his own life a martyr- 
witness, though not in the manner of his death, 1s a good example 
of this critical uncertainty in living. A prayer thought to have 
been written by Francis asks for the courage to change the things 
we can, the humility to accept what we cannot change, and the 
wisdom to know the difference. That seems to be the best 
couunent on the shooting-star life of Bobby Sands as he is laid to 
rest.

Virginia University quarter- 
back and NFL official, will be 
the featured speaker at the 
annual Southern High School 
Sports Awards Banquet, 
sponsored by the Southern Gar- 
rett Athletic Association. The 
event will be held Wednesday, 
May 13, at 6:30 p.m. at the Wisp 
Ski Lodge, according to Mrs. 
Doris Goldsborough, banquet 
chairman. 

Born in Weston. W. Va., 
Wyant was graduated from 
both Weston High School and 
West Virginia University which 
he attended on a football 
scholarship. He was the regular 
quarterback from the second 
game of his freshman year to 
the third from the last game of 
his senior year when he was in- 
jured He started in 34 straight 
regular games with a record of 
30 wins and 4 losses, and was 
Tri-Captain tn 1955 

In January, 1954, he quarter- 
backed for W. Va. University in 
the Sugar Bowl against Georgia 
Tech. Named Academic All- 
American in 1953, 1954 and 1955 
(football), he was also Southern 
Conference Player of the Year 
in 1954. In 1955 he played in the 
North-South Shrine Charity 
Football game in Miami, Fla. 
and in 1956 the Hula Bew! Col- 
lege All-Star game. 

Wyant quarterbacked two of 
what are considered WVUs 10 
greatest all-time wins, plus two 
of the second 10 greatest all- 
time wins. In 1953, 1954, and 
1955 he quarterbacked West 
Virginia to three straight wins 
over Penn State, with 1955 being 
the last time WVU has beaten 
Penn State in football. 

In the spring of 1953 he played 
one year of baseball, was 
regular first baseman and 
batted 413. 

After studying four years to 
become a chenucal engineer, he 
decided he did not wish tg 
become an engineer: however, 
he was graduated from WVU in 
1975 through the Board of 
Regents BA Program. While at 
West Virginia he was a member 
of Spinx (Men's Honorary

Varvland Tax On 
Gasohol Increases 


fs Of Mav 1 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein announced 
recently that a combination of 
actions by the 1981 Session of 
the General Assembly has 
caused the state motor fuel tax 
on gasohol, a blend of gasoline 
and alcohol, to rise from 5c per 
vallon to 8c per gallon, ef- 
fective May 1, and to increase 
to 9¢ per gallon on July 1, 1981. 

Gasohol was originally taxed 
at the same 9c per gallon rate 
that applies to gasoline and 
desel fuel, but the General 
Assembly reduced the tax rate 
to 8c per gallon on July 1, 1979. 

The motor fuel tax on gas- 
ohol was reduced to 5c per 
Hfallon by the General 
Assembly on May 1, 1980. The

tax reduction expired May 1. 
1981, and the tax rate has 
teturned to the 8¢ per gallon 
level. 

However, Goldstein said the 
General Assembly enacted 
another measure during its 
1981 session, repealing the origa- 
nal le per gallon tax break The 
effective date of the new legis- 
lation is July 1, 1981. There- 
fore, the tay rate on gaschol 
wilt return to 9c per gallon on 
July 1, 1981. 

Sales of gasohol dipped to 
993 705 gallons during 
February, 1981, the first time 
sales have been below one 
million gallons since January, 
1980. The high month for gas-

The writer of Hebrews puts il 
plainly. ‘For he who sanctities 
and those who are sanctified 
have all one origin’? (2:11). In 
elevating Christ lo his position 
as Risen Lord we lend lo lorget 
that he reflects as much of 
human nature as he does the 
‘image’? of God. He did noi 
descend to carth on a flutfy 
white cloud, bul entered it— 
possibly kicking and screaming 
—as we did. Therefore, we.can 
be much closer to Christ than 
we realize, tor we share the 
same human nature. As the 
writer to the Hebrews puts it, 
“he hintself partook of the 
sane nature . * Another 
writer once said of Christ: "He 
became what we are so that we 
might become what he ts.”” 

In Every Respect 

The writer of Hebrews jolts 
us when he says, ‘Therefore he 
had to be made like his breth- 
ren in every respect... °” (2:17). 
Doesn't it boggle your mind to 
think that Christ was made like 
us in every respect? You mean 
to say there were times when he 
had to struggle with right and 
wrong? That he had dark 
thoughts at times and deep de- 
sires gust ay we do? That he 
did not always feel loving to- 
wards some people? That he 
had to wrestle daily with his 
ego? His pride? 

Yes, the writer of Hebrews 
says “in every respect."’ But 
why? So that, says Hebrews, 
“he might become a miercitul 
and faithtul high priest in the 
service of Gad, to make eapta- 
tion tor the sins of the peuple." 
He could not be God's Christ if 
he could not be our Saviour. 
He could not attone tor our sins 
it he had never known its pow- 
er. So, “‘because he himself has 
sullered and been tempted, he is 
able to help those who are 
tenipted."* That ‘those’? means 
NIE. It is with me—and you-- 
not the angels, that Christ is 
concerned.

State Police Announce Crackdown On Drunk Drivers

The State Police announced 
this week what they call the 
most comprehensive effort ever 
undertaken in Maryland to 
identify und remove drunk 
drivers from the highway. 

The statewide stepped-up 
enforcement by Troopers is in 
support ot Governor Harry 
Hughes’ efforts to deal with the 
problem of the drinking driver. 
Troopers will be using a 
recently developed detector 
guide which will better enable 
them to identify drinking 
drivers. 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation's Transpor- 
tation Safety Division just 
awarded the State Police a 


$150,000 grant utilizing federal 
highway safety funds to support 
this enforcement program. 
These funds will be primarily 
used to puy off-duty Troopers to 
work overtime to apprehend 
drinking drivers. 

According to State Police 
Superintendent Thomas S. 


Smith, ‘‘arresting drunk 
drivers is our number one 
priority.” 


Alcohol continues to be a 
significant contributing factor 
in Maryland's fatal traffic acci- 
dents, according to the State 
Police. Alcohol involvement in 
fatal crashes increased by five 
percent last year. 

In studies conducted under

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the direction of Dr. Russell S. 
Fisher, State Medical 
Examiner, 60.2% of the fatal 
accident victims tested last 
year had a positive blood 
alcohol content. Of these drink- 
ing victims, seven out of ten had 
blood alcohol levels at or above 
the legal limit of .10 BAC. The 
tests revealed that 62 percent of 
the drivers, 65 percent of the 
Passengers and 50 percent of 
the pedestrians killed had a 
positive blood alcohol content. 

Planning for this crackdown 
began late last year when the 
State Police Field Operations 
Bureau issued a special order 
calling for a Statewide DWI 
counter measures program 
which included federal grant 
funds. The order required each 
State Police installation to 
develop a local management 
by objective plans by March 1, 
1981. 

The MBO plans included the 
identification of the three high- 
est DWI accident routes per 
local installation area. The 
local studies also determined 
the critical days of the week, 
times of the day, and highway 
segments where DWI accidents 
occur. 

Special television programs 
were distributed earher this 
month to provide additional 
training to all Troopers who 
patrol Maryland's highways. 
These video tapes were pro- 
duced at the State Police tele- 
vision production facility and 
they provide some recently 
developed techniques for 
detecting and apprehending the 
suspected DWI offender. A 
special DWI detection guide 
containing the 20 best detection 
cues for identifying the drinking 
driver was provided. This guide 
was developed by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration.

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manders are also contacting 
States’ Attorneys and District 
Courts along with the State's 
Attorney Association to inform 
them of the enforcement pro- 
gram and to solicit their 
support 

The State Police goals during 
the next 12 months are to es- 
tablish a coordinated DWI pro- 
gram based upon MBO plans, to 
reduce DWI involvement by at- 
fault drivers in fatal crashed by 
9 percent statewide, to increase 
the number of DWI arrests by a 
minimum of 20 percent, to in- 
volve each uniform road patrol 
Trooper in a maximum enforce- 
ment effort of the local DWI 
program, and to improve the 
reporting of alcohol involve- 
ment in all collisions investi- 
gated by the State Police. 

Troopers will be concen- 
trating their primary enforce- 
ment efforts on Friday, Satur- 
day and Sunday evenings be- 
tween 8 p.m. and 3 a.m. 

Lt. Col. Edward M. Evans, 
Chief of the Field Operations 
Bureau, believes that strict 
enforcement of the DWI laws 
will have deterrent effect in the 
area of drinking and driving. 
Evans said ‘‘The rest of the 
system cannot come into play 
until the drunk driver 1s first 
identified, and this task usually 
falls on the shoulders of law 
enforcement.”

Goldstein Asks For 
Ongoing Enforcement 
Of Buttlegging Law 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis I.. Goldstein said recently 
that the National Association of 
Tobacco Distributors and the 
National Tobacco Tax As- 
sociation are urging the Reagan 
Administration to continue the 
enforcement of Public Law 
95-575, enacted by Congress in 
1978. ‘This law makes it a 
federal offense to transport 
more than 60,000 cigarettes 
across state lines for the 
purpose of evading state 
taxes,’’ Goldstein said. 


Comptroller Goldstein made 
the proposal in a resolution 
which was passed unanimously 
on Wednesday, April 29, by the 
National Tobacco Tax As- 
sociation, an organization of 
tobacco tax administrators in 
the 50 states and the District of 
Columbia, meeting in Miami, 
Florida. Goldstein's resolution 
was seconded by J. Robert 
Murphy, the tax administrator 
of New Jersey. 

The National Association of 
Tobacco Distributors passed a 
similar resolution, urging con- 
tinued federal enforcement of 
the cigarette bootlegging law, 
in light of a proposed phase-out 
of funding for the program. 

“Nationally, tobacco taxes 
contribute approximately $4 
billion a year to state and loca! 
government coffers,” Goldstein 
said. “It is emperative for the 
federal government to continue 
*buttlegging’ enforcement, to 
protect these essential 
revenues.”

Gasoline Sales 
Drop, Prices Rise 
Keith Decontrol 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said 
recently that gasoline con- 
sumption in Maryland dropped 
to its lowest level in five years 
in February, 1981, the first full 
month of decontrolled prices. 
The comptroller noted that, 
according to a nationwide 
survey, the price of gasoline in 
Baltimore increased 
Gramatically mn February and 
again in March, but remained 
below prices m similar east 
coast cities. 

Goldstein said Maryland’s 
service station divorcement 
law tS an umportant reason 
prices have reinained lower 
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here. The law prohibits major 
oil companies from operating 
retail service stations. 


‘It appears likely that the 
rapid price increases in 
February, 1981, caused con- 
sumers to redouble their con- 
serv ation efforts, resulting in a 
consumption of 138,594,475 
gallons, down 2.8% from the 
142,734,620 gallons of gasoline 
used during February, 1980 
The February, 1981 con- 
sumption was the lowest since 
February 1976, when approx- 
imately 138,593,000 gallons of 
gasoline were used. 


“According to the Lunberg 
letter and Platt’s Oilgram, 
which perform nationwide 
surveys, the price of unleaded 
regular, self-serve gasoline 
increased by nearly 8c per 
gallon, to about $1.33 in 
February, 1981. The average 
price increased by another 3'zc 
per gallon in March, 1981, to 
slightly over $1.36 per gallon. 


“Despite these increases, 
Baltimore's prices remain be- 
low other east coast cities. 
Maryland's service station 
divorcement law increases 
competition in the Market- 
place, resulting in more favor- 
able prices for consumers,” 
Goldstein said. 


The nationwide surveys 
reported Baltimore's March, 
1981, prices to be 3.3c per 
gallon below prices in Atlanta. 
2.8c below prices in Washing- 
ton. D.C., 2.4c less than Phil- 
adelphia prices. and 1.4c below 
prices in Norfolk. 

“The state of Florida is the 
latest state to urge divorce- 
ment of retail service stations, 
We have been furnishing infor- 
mation on Maryland's ex- 
perience to the Florida legis- 
lature for hearings now being 
held. In addition, we have pro- 
vided testimony and infor- 
mation to the United States 
Congress, which is currently 
considering a national divorce- 
ment bill,” he said.

Funds Available 
For Non-Urbanized 
Transit Projacts 


The Maryland Mass Transit 
Administration has announced 
the availability of federal and 
State assistance to public 
transit projects in non- 
urbanized areas in Maryland 

Maryland jurisdictions 
intending to apply for fiscal 
year 198 funding beginning 
July 1, 1981, must submit their 
Programs of Projects to the 
MTA's Planning and Program 
Development Division by June 
30, 1981. 

Federal funds are authorized 
for this program under Section 
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18 of the Urban Mass Trans- 
portation Act as amended in 
1978. State funds are also avail- 
able for a portion of the project 
costs remaining after federal 
funds are applied 


Since the MTA began 
administering this program in 
1978, over $3.4 million in federal! 
money and $1.4 million in state 
aid has been allocated to public 
transit projects in seven non- 
urbanized areas of Maryland 
including Garrett, Allegany, 
Washington, Howard and St. 
Mary's counties, as well as the 
cities of Frederick and 
Annapolis. 

In fiscal year 198}, the federal 
allocation to Maryland for 
Section 18 was $1,146,512.

Legal Aid Bureau 
In Jeopardy By 
Reagan Budget 


Anne B. Wilson, Chief 
Attorney of the local office of 
the Iexal Aid Bureau, Inc., 
stated Friday that President 
Reagan’s budget proposal for 
the federal Legal Services Cor- 
poration appears certain to 
eliminate this programm for low- 
incotne people in Allegany and 
Garrett Counties and the 
western part of Washington 
County. 

In a letter to local govern- 
ment officials, Ms. Wilson 
stated, that “President Reagan 
has recommended the total 
elimination of funding for the 
federal Legal Services Cor- 
poration. The Western Mary- 
land Office of the Legal Aid 
Bureau, Inc,, receives nearly 
all of its funds from the Legal 
Services Corporation. If 
Congress approves this elimin- 
ation of the Leal Service Cor- 
poration, it will almost cer- 
tainly mean the end of our pro- 
gram’s services in Allegany 
and Garrett Counties, and the 
western part of Washuigton 
County,"’ Ms. Wilson con- 
cluded. 

Law-income peuple in our 
area have many problems 
which require legal 
assistance.” Ms. Wilson stated.

In 1980 the office 
handled over 800 individual 
cases. 

The Legal Aid Bureau, Inc., 
originated in Baltimore in 191). 
It now has 15 offices through- 
out Maryland and last year 
handled more than 20,000 cases 
and 55.000 advice and referral 
services.

Having memories of strolling 
the estate grounds with a young 
Teddy Kennedy by your side 
are ones not only shared by the 
family members, but ones also 
cherished by a Garrett County 
resident whose recollections as 
a former employee of the 
prominent family are vividly 
glowing 

Harly Clifton Young, 82, a 
guest at the Cuppett-Weeks 
Nursing Home, Oakland, 
remembers much about his 
early days aS a man servant 
and gardener for Joseph and 
Rose Kennedy when their 

famous children were quite 
young, and relates with a 
twinkle in his eye he, ‘spanked 
every one of them” at one time 
or another during their child- 
hood. 

The five-year army veteran, 
a graduate of Howard Univers- 
ity, Washington, D.C., was a 
construction worker by trade, 
and specialized in remodeling. 
His recollection of additional 
employment by the Nelson 
Rockefeller family and the 
family of W. Averell Herriman 
are crystal clear, but he eagerly 








recalls events in the years he 
served the Kennedy family. 

“I often was left in charge of 
the children, along with nurses 
and other house employees 
when the Mr. and Mrs. were 
out,” said Young, ‘and spent 
much time visiting museunis 
and monuments with Teddy.” 

Young's description of the 
Kennedy home leaves nothing 
to the umagination, as details of 
the furnisnings, the dining 
areas, and the servant's 
quarters flow freely from be 
hind his mischievous smile. He 
recalls elegant banquets and 
socially prominent guests as

part of the past, and delights tn 
the memory of spacious rooms 
filled with visiting digmutaries. 

The children, according to 
Young. had a sepurate dining 
area, and it often became his 
duty to see that they were fed 
and kept quietly entertained 
while parties were being served 
in the niain dining hall. 

Upon leaving the employ of 
the famous family, Young 
claims to have been in- 
strumenta! in the construction 
of the British embassy, a 429 
room complex. A crew of 50 
workers, reportedly supervised 
by him, and detailed des- 
criptions of the building's 
design are rapidly brought to 
mind by the elderly gentleman. 

When asked why he didn't 
compile a written collection of 
his experiences while employed 
by the prominent famulies, and 
approach a publisher, he 
laughed aloud and said “Not on 
your life. I'm in no mood for a 
law suit. Everything behind 
those walls was not parties and 
fun.” 

An injury sustained in a fall 
during his later years brought 
an end to the periods of employ- 
nient in the nation’s capital. but 
the memories shared by the 
jovial gentleman remain for- 
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ever. 

A gift and reminder from his 
father, Young claims, remains 
the explanation for his general 
goud health and active social 
life at the nursing home. 

“My daddy always told me 
that he'd given me his name as 
insurance that I'd never be old 
— I'd always be young. 

And so he is .. . a delightful 82 
years young.

Stocks Of Grain 
Generally Lower 

Stocks of grain on Maryland 
farins, April 1, were generally 
lower than last year, announc- 
ed the Maryland-Delaware 
Crop Reporting Service, Corn, 
soybean, wheat and oat stocks 
were below lust year, but 
barley stocks were above year 
earlier levels while rve stocks 
remained unchanged. 

Corn stocks on Maryland 
farms totaled 9.677 million 
bushels, 14 percent below last 
year. Off-farm storage of corn 
totaled 17.015 million bushels, 
six percefit above a year 
earlier. Total stocks of corn 
were 26.692 million bushels. 

Soybeans on farms at 1.310 
million fell 10 percent from 
last year’s 1.458 million 
bushels. 

Wheat stocks on Maryland 
farms amounted to 111.000 
bushels, off 34 percent from 
April 1, 1980. 

Rye held on farms in Marv- 
land totaled 4,000 bushels, un- 
changed from the same periud 
last year. 

Oat stocks on farms at 
269,000 bushels accounted for 
70 percent of tota] holdings. At 
387,000 bushels all stucks of 
oats were 22 percent below 
April 1, 1980, and the fourth 
lowest amiount stores on April 
1 since 1945. 

Barley stocks held on Mary- 
land farms increased 34 per- 
cent to 255,000 bushels. Off- 
farm stocks increased to 
197,000 bushels, 15 percent 
above a year earlier. Barley in 
all positions at 452,000 bushels 
was a 29 percent increase from

Priees Increase 

Wheat and Barley reserve 
release and call prices have 
been raised. effective May 1, 
as a result of higher loan rates 
recently announced, according 
to Stuart C. Peterson, Acting 
Chairperson of the Maryland 
State Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation {ASC) 
Committee. 

The grain reserve release 
and call prices are based on a 
percentage of the current loan 
rate for the commodity. There 
fore, raising loan rates also 
raises the release and call 
prices. 

The recently established loan 
rates are; for Wheat, $3.20 per 
bushel, up $.20 from 1980 and 
for Barley, $1.95 per bushel, up 
$.12 from 1980, 

The new reserve program 
olfers farmers three-year loans 
and storage payments to hold 
their grain off the market in 
reserve until either the con- 
tract matures or unti! the farm 
price reaches the specified 
release price. ‘‘When these 
prices reach the call level, 
furmers agree to repay the 
loan plus any interest accured 
or forfeit the grain to the 
Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration”, said Peterson 

At the present time, farmers 
across the country have in- 
suldted 370 million bushels of 
wheut and barley from the 
market place throngh the grain 
TELETVE 

The isolation of reserve 
urain is only one of the benefits 
to farmers from the farmer 
held reserve. according to 
Peterson, who says it also en- 
sures that the United States 
will continue to be a depend- 
able supplier of yrains to other 
countries and prutects the live- 
stuck producer from extreme 





Should Be Calibrated 


Farmers can save money and 
do a more effective job with 
agrichenucals by making sure 
that their application equip- 
ment Is pruperly calibrated, 
notes Gary I. Smith, an 
Extension agricultural 
engineer at the University of 
Maryland. 

Smith notes a recent study by 
a Midwest land-grant univers- 
Ity which showed that 40 per- 
cent of the crop farmers survey- 
ed were not applying agri- 
chenucals at the rates that 
they thought they were.

Garrett County Group Tours 


New York Farms, Facilities 


A tour of farmlands in New 
York, initiated by interest in 
Animal Waste Management 
Systems and Methane Gas 
Production, was sponsored by 
the Garrett Soil Conservation 
District on April 20, to provide 
area residents with firsthand 
exposure to these systems. 

The day after arriving in 
New York the group visited 
five dairy farms to observe 
uravity fed storave and gravity 
load-out facilities. They met 
with Dick Crowe, District Soil 
Conservation Service 
Iingineer. to review and dis- 
cuss the planning and in- 
staliation of the structures 
seen by the group 

The group toured the Agway 
Research Farm at Fabius, 
N.Y., viewing the facility with 
emphasis on animal waste and 


methane gas production. They 
toured Cornell University 
Animal Science and Teaching 
and Research Center, learning 
about the production of 
methane gas from animal 
waste, and they stayed over- 
night wu Binghamton, N.Y. 

On the way back to Garrett 
County the group toured the 
Mason-Dixon dairy farm near 
Gettysburg, Pa. Shaun lL. 
Sanders, District Manager of 
the Garrett Soil Conservation 
District, stated that the animal 
waste from the 825-cow herd 
there produces enough 
methane gas (which is used to 
venerate electricty) for the 
farming operation to be energy 
self-sufficient. 

Besides Sanders. those 
participating in the tour were: 
John Revkner, District Con- 
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ization and Conservation 
Service; Tim Taylor, County 
Supervisor, USDA Farmers 
Home Administration; Robert 
Custer, aon Officer, Potomac 
Valley Production Credit As- 
sociation; Kenneth Yoder, 
dairy farmer, Grantsville; Ed 
Lipscomb, dairy farmer, 
Eglon, W. Va.; Adam Lucas, 
dairy farmer/SCS Technictan, 
Daniel Miller, Yoder Locker 
Plant, Grantsville; Raymond 
Tice, dairy farmer, Grants- 
ville; Cheston Miller, Garrett 
SCD Technician; Galen Kamp, 
beef farmer, and Monroe Tice, 
retired farmer. 


The tour provided those 
persons interested in this 
system the opportunity to ob- 
serve its workings and to talk 
with farmers who use the 
gravity flow concept on their 
farms. 


Sanders stated that, ‘Many 
farmers are beginning to look 
at new and different wavs of 
handling waste from dairy and 
beef operations. The benefits of 
utilizing animal waste as a 
source of plant food is taking 
‘ on new significance as a result 
of the rising cost of manu- 
facturing chemical fertilizers. 
The high costs of energy and

labor in handling and storing 
animal waste is forcing far- 
mers to seek more efficient 
means of dealing with this 
familiar problem.” 

During the recent tour the 
group also visited several 
methane facilities where 
methane gas was being pro-

Wool shorn in Maryland 
during 1980 totaled 124,000 
pounds according to the Mary- 
land Delaware Crop Reporting 
Service. This was 4,000 pounds 
less than during 1979. 

Average weight per fleece in 
1980 was 6.9 pounds, down two 
tenths of a pound from 1979. 
Farmers received an averaye 
price of 75 cents per pound in 
1980, compared with 82 cents in 
1979. Total value of shorn wool 
produced in Maryland in 1980 
was $93,000, $12,000 below last 
year's value of $105,000. 


Veat Production 


Higher In March 


Commerical red meat pro- 
duction in Maryland and Dela- 
ware during March 1981 totaled 
10.9 milhon pounds. according 
to the Maryland-Delaware Crop 
Reporting Service. Production 
increased over one and one half 
mullion pounds from February 
198] and one three quarter 
million pounds above March 
1980 

Cattle slaughter in the two 
states totaled 5,400 lead, com- 
pared with 5,400 the month be- 
fore and 5,500 the year before. 
Liveweight in March averaged 
1,134 pounds, 16 pounds heavier 
than in February 1981 and 09 
pounds heavier than in March 
1980. Liveweight for the month 
totaled 6.4 million pounds, 
seven percent above a month 
earlier and ten percent above a 
year earlier. 

Calves slaughtered during the 
month, at 1,900 head. were up 
200 head from February 1981 
and March 1980. The total live- 
weight increased eight percent 
from the previous month and 19 
percent above the previous 
year. The liveweight per head 
averaged 331 pounds, compared 
with 332 pounds and 318 pounds 
in February 1981 and March 
1980, respectively. 

Hog slaughter rose to 40.800 
head, 8,200 head over last 
month and 2,300 head more last 
year The weight of hops 
averaved 221 pounds, four 
pounds lizhter than the month 
before and five pounds lighter 
than the year before. Total live- 
weight amounted to 9.0 mullion 
pounds, 23 percent above last 
month and four percent over 
last year.

Vandals Interrupt

Marvland State Police, FBI 
agents, and the Preston County 
Sheriff's Departinent are in- 
vestigating the destruction of 
electrical structures that 
supply power to the non-union 
Mettiki Coal Mines near Oak- 
land, which reportedly oc- 
curred sometime during the 
early hours of yesterday. 

According to law enforce- 
ment officials. sometune prior 
to yesterday, unknown persons 
sawed partially through nine 
electric poles in West Virginia 
and 11 in Maryland. Approx- 
imately 4 a.m. Tuesday morn- 
ing. several puy wires were cut 
in West Virginia leading to the 
partially cut poles, causing 
three of them to topple to the 
ground, bringing wires carry- 
Ing, 138.000 volts of electricity 
down with them. No poles fell 
in Maryland, accerding to 
police 

Power company officials, as 
well as some law enforcement 
personnel feel the incident is 
directly related tu the current 
coal strike. 

A spokesman for Mettiki, 
when contacted this morning. 
claimed he was unable to offer 
anv reliable information con 
cerning the incident 

Sources sav the mine was 
completely shut down yester- 
day and today, but officials 
hope to be back in operation 
tomorrow 

No arrests have been made 
thus far, and accurate damage 
estimates have not yet been

Groves Murder Case Near Closing;

Enforcement Of 

Last week's order by a 
Western Maryland judge pro- 
hibiting the state from en- 
forcing its new strip mining law 
will not endanger the environ- 
ment, the director of Maryland 
Energy Administration said 
Monday. 

Dr. Paul Massicot said the 
decision made sense in light of 
expected changes in federal 
mining laws, although the state 
had opposed the injuction 
ordered May 1 by Allegany 
County Circuit Judge James 5. 
Getty. 

The injunction: sought by 19 
Western Maryland coal 
operators, means coal com- 
panies need not spend 
thousands of dollars preparing 
applications for new permits 
under the new surface mining 
law. which now 1s expected to 
be revised. 

Instead, the Maryland coal 
companies must comply with 
the same interun regulations 
they had been operating under 
when the new state law, 
modeled after a stringent 
federal law, took effect Dec. 1. 

Getty's decision, and the 
state's official response. reflect 
changes under consideration 
by new U.S. Interior Secretary 
James Watt, who has said he 
intends to do away with un 
necessary federal require- 
ments. 

‘We didn't think a lot of the 
information ‘required on appli- 
cations under the new law) 
was necessary,"’ said Massicot. 
“The federal government 
would likely tone down these 
requirements, but in the mean- 
time, the operators would pay 
these casts for no reason at all. 
It would force up the price of 
coal and could put some coal 
operators out of business.” 

Massicot said the state's 
Bureau of Mines, a part of the 
Energy Administration, plans 
to revise the regulations to suit 
the neetis of Une cua Widustry

double the cost of applying for

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School Board 
Defends FY ’82 
Budget Request 


Representatives of the 
Garrett County Board of Edu- 
cation went to the county 
commussioners Tuesday in one 
more attempt to obtain more 
county money for FY 1982 than 
it did last year. but did not 
appear to have been success- 
ful. 

Commissioner Lester Hunter 
tuld the representatives that 
although ‘the door is never 
really shut until we set the tax 
levy,’ the commissioners were 
working towards the goal of 
sticking, to the constant yield 
tax rate of $3.17 for FY 1982. 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, who 
noted the Board had whittled 
down its FY 1982 request by 
$250,000, suggested that the 
commissioners consider main- 
taining the currect tax rate to 
provide the Board with the 
extra money it needs. 

Ryscavage emphasized that 
he was talking about money to 
provide basic services to 
Garrett County. “I don't 
believe we in Garrett County 
provide more than the basic 
services,” Ryscavage stated. 

The Board submitted a 
request for its FY 1982 budget 
of $5,108,046, about $950,000 
over last year. Because of un- 
expected state funds allocated 
for next year and a decrease of 
requested expenditures in 
some categories, tlic Board de- 
creased its request for ad- 
ditional money to $700,000. 

Board president Herbert 
Harman, who noted the trend 
over the past eight years has 
been for the county to fund half 
of the Board's reques& said, 
“We want everybody to know 
if our allocation goes below 
$700,000 we have to go into the 
program . . . there’s no other 
place to cut that much 
money.” 

Rscavage explained all other 
areas of the school budget are 
trimmed down as much as 
possible and the only area to 
be cut now was the in- 
structional program, 
specifically special programs 
such as vocational education, 
special education, extra- 
curricular activities, and the 
gifted and talented. 

Dorris ‘Buz’? Updyke, a rep 
resentative for the Garrett 
County Teachers’ Association 
asked the commissioners to not 
force the Board to choose be- 
tween laying off teachers or 
not granting a six percent pay 
increase according to the 
negotiated contract with the 
teachers. 

Herbert Harman pointed out 
that salaries of county em- 
ployees were ten percent 
higher than Board employees 
doing the same types of jobs. 

He noted few cuts could be 
made in the operations and 
maintenance budget which was 
already half of what the state 
expects a county school system 
to spend in that category. 

Harman further stated that 
Garrett County ranks 22nd in 
the state for amount spend per 
pupil, yet ranks 16th in the 
state for assessibile tax base. 
Allesany County, which ranks 
1th in the state for assessible 
tax base, ranks 10th for 
amount spent per pupil. 

He added that the county 
contribution to the school 
system this year was ten- 
percent less than five years 
ago. 

There 1s a point where the 
students’ education will be 
severely hurt, said Harman. 
“We have pared down to the

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Modern-Earthline Outlines Plan 
For Sludge Disposal In County 


Representatives of Modern- 
Farthline Companies, a Phila- 
delphia-based land reclamation 
firm, and Baltunore City ap 
peared before the Garrett 
County Commissioners and 
approximately 30 county 
citizens Tuesday to clarify their 
plans for depositing Baltimore 
sludge in the county. 

Their presence in the com- 
missioners’ meeting room at 
the courthouse was precipitated 
by media reports that the firm 
signed a five-year contract with 
Baltimore City to deposit at 
least 146,000 tons of sludge 
annually in the county, but then 
failed to inform Garrett County 
officials. 

Reports also said some of the 
sludge was contanunated with 
heavy metals from industrial 
waste dumped into the county. 

Stephen Townsend, Modern 
Earthline general manager, 
stated the purpose of the meet- 
uly was to clear up any mis- 
understanding created by 
media coveraye. He noted his 
finn felt “the Press hasn't been 
kind to us.” 

Townsend stated his firm had 
no intention of coming into the 
county to deposit Baltimore 
City sludge until it received the 
necessary permits. 

He also indicated his firm had 
not attempted to deceive the 
county and pointed out the firm 
has tried to involve county 
Officials at the ‘earhest poss- 
ible stage” of the project. 

Representatives of Modern- 
Earthline approached the com- 
missioners and county officials 
last summer to introduce their 
plan for reclatming abandoned 
strip mines in the county with 
sewage sludge hauled from 
Baltimore City. 

At the same time, the firm 
submitted an application for 
sludjze disposal on a 2-acre 
abandoned strip mine site near 
Grantsville, called the Brawal 
Site, as a demonstration of the 
feasibility of hauling sludge 
from the city’s sewage treat- 
ment plants to be used to 
revegetate mine sites. 

During the Tuesday meeting, 
one citizen stated the firm 
would have difficulty selling its 
idea in the county because resi- 
dents resented the idea of 
becoming a dumping ground for 
Baltimore City. 

Both Modern-Earthline and 
Baltimore City representatives 
sald they betieved the concept 
could benefit both the city and 
the county by solving two prob- 
lems: disposal of city waste and 
acid run-off from abandoned 
strip mines. 

Frank Kuchta, director of the 
Baltimore City Public Works, 
said the city has been treating 
waste since the 1920s and was 
not depending on Modern- 
Earthlines or Garrett County to 
solve its waste problem. 

Douglas T. Murray, Chief 
Executive Officer of Modern- 
Earthline, said “We're not 
going to force anything on you.”

The 
pride, excitement, enthusiasm and joy shines forth 
with such incredible brilliance from the faces of 
those who participated in the various events. 

Except in extreme cases, there is no need for us

handicapped. Many of these people are among the 
happiest, most contented persons in the world. While 
their thinking capabilities are inferior, their ability 
to feel and express emotion is often unusually 
superior. They know how to love. They know how to 
enjoy and how to laugh. They don’t worry about 
what others may think of them when they freely 
express their true feelings. They need love and care, 
but they do not need pity, and the love is returned to 
the giver four times over. It does take dedication to 
work with these people, but the rewards are 
inumeasurable. 

Maybe too many of us ‘“‘normal”’ folks take life 
too seriously. Some of us are so unfortunate! Isn't it 
sad many peupie are unable to experience and 
express joy like the mentally handicapped? Isn't it 
too bad that so many persons are unable to free 
themselves from inhibitions and _ insignificant 
worries and really find happiness in life like the 
mentally handicapped? 

Yes, there are many poor souls, but most of 
them are not the mentally handicapped.

sludge for land reclamation and 
who serves as a consultant for 
Modern-Farthline, pointed out 
that alternative uses of 
sludge—ocean dumping, land- 
fill, incineration—are not 
appealing because of a concern 
with a concentration of sludge. 

The sludge, which would be 
evenly spread over an area of 


land according to federal and 
state regulations, is better than 
raw manure, Sopper said. He 
emphasized thut sludge was not 
a raw material and, when 
properly treated, can be used as 
a fertilizer. 

Application of the sludve, 
according to Townsend, would 
be done under the guidance of 
federal and state regulatory 
bodies with involvement by 
county agencies. 

Townsend added that 
extensive monitoring of water 
supplies, vegetation and the 
land would be done at the site 
and that every truckload of 
sludge would be analyzed 
before application. 

The firm is working to cbtain 
permits to begin its demonstra- 
tion project. Before the State 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene will issue a 
permit, the county health 
department would have to ap- 
prove the project, Townsend 
said. 

The firm also must obtain a 
reclamation permit from the 
Bureau of Mines and, because 
of an ordinance adopted in the 
county last December, must re- 
ceive approval from the county 
commissioners. 

County health department 
representative Kodney Glot- 
felty said one issue which must 
be resolved before a permit is 
granted is the intended use for 
the land after it 1s reclaimed. 

Glotfelty noted the level of 
application of the sludge 
exceeds the heavy metal luuits 
for agricultural usage which 
would make the land unsuitable 
for farming, pastureland or 
housing. 

In response to Commissioner 
Truman Paugh’s question of 
what the future effects of sludge 
application would be, Dr. 
Sopper stated no problems 
would sliow up if the sludge is 
applied in compliance with 
federal and state guidelines. 

Sopper said the “worst effects 
show up the first year after 
application.” After three to five 
years, all the nutrients would be 
released to the site and utilized. 

The heavy metals, Sopper 
noted, would remain locked in 
the soil due to a complex 
chemical structure which would 
not break down unless the soil 
becomes too acid. He said if the 
soil is maintained at a high 
alkaline state, any problems 
could be prevented even though 
rainfall is highly acid. 

Stephen Townsend added that 
even if a break down occurs, the 
levels of the metals are safe and 
“almost precludes danger of 
contamination.”

Pay As you Go 
by Harry Fox 

(Greenville, PA) It’s instructive to get away once in a while, 
if for no other reason than to see home ina different light. Here in 
the rolling countryside in this northwestern corner of Pennsy!- 
vania, about 70 miles from Cleveland, it’s natural to feel right at 
home The climate is just a touch warmer. The summer people, 
trailing their campers and boats, are the same sort of folk 
attracted to Garrett County. There’s even a lake. Pymatuning 
Lake is at the heart of this rural vacation spot, and this lake has 
the same attractiveness to tourists that Garrett's Deep Creek 
Lake has to vacationers and recreation-seekers. 

But something is wrong. Pymatuning Lake has a serious 
problem that could ruin the local recreation industry, and 
possibly a lot more. 

The problem 1s sewage. Some years ago a sewerage system 
was installed to replace the septic tanks and drain fields that 
surround the lake. But it hasn't worked. According to news 
stories, the system was improperly designed and/or constructed. 
In order to correct the problem a great deal of money will be 
needed. This county, like Garrett County, is caught in the bind 
between a small population base and skyrocketing inflation. The 
grants which provided the seed monies for the original project 
aren't around any more. None of that changes the facts: the lake 
is dangerous, and reportedly will be closed to public use for the 
foreseeable future. 

Tlus isn't a scare story. Nor is it written to suggest that the 
proposals for sewerage systems for our lake are without merit. 
None of the health officials appeamng on the news has suggested 
that it would be better to return to individual septic tanks. (There 
is very different geology involved, too. This region of Pennsyl- 
vania was forined by glacier action during the Ice Age, and the 
problem of handling waste has to take that into account.) 

It should make us think a lot more carefully about the 
decisions that are made by the agencies and planners who 
contract their services to local governments. The last thing 
Garrett County needs right now is any more avoidable problems. 
There are plenty over which we have no control. Citizens too often 
react to a proposal by signaling ‘‘stop,"’ or “go."’ Perhaps 
“proceed with caution” is in order. The folks who live around 
Pymatuning will most likely pay more attention when projects 
are discussed 1n the coming years. They would, one suspects, pay 
dearly for the chance to go back and ask some, now that it’s too 


late.

County Released 
From Compliance 
With “41 Contract 


Garrett County Circuit Court 
Judge Fred Thayer has ruled 
that Richard Coddington, Frost- 
burg, was too late in seeking 
compliance by Garrett County 
with a 1941 contract which ap- 
parently would have provided 
him with a new road to property 
land-locked by the Youghio- 
gheny River Reservoir. 

Coddington approached the 
Garrett County Commissioners 
last summer stating the con- 
tract, made between a previous 
Board of Commissioners and 
the United States of America on 
October 21, 1941, obligated the 
county to maintain or relocate a 
portion of the old Somerfield 
Road to give him access to his 
property. 

The contract, made before 
the construction of the Yough- 
logheny River Reservoir, pro- 
vided for the relocation, 
abandonment or maintenance

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or roads within the reservoir 
area. 

In the agreement, the county 
agreed to maintain those roads 
which were at elevations above 
the anticipated level of the 
reservoir waters and, there 
fore, would not be relocated or 
abandoned. 

The commissioners filed a 
petition for declaratory relief 
from the court and argued that 
Coddington had been negligent 
by not asserting his legal right 
under the contract within a 
proper amount of time. 

Coddington, who owns two 
parcels of land adjacent to the 
reservior, testified that at the 
time he purchased the 70-acre 
tract he knew that the Somer- 
field Road would be closed. He 
did not become aware of the 
agreement between the 
comunissioners and the United 
States until 1979. 

In his decision, Thayer point- 
ed out that the portions of the 
Toad in question had been 1m- 
passable for at least 34 years. 
Coddington's attempt for com- 
phance with the agreement 34 
years after the road had be- 
come irmpassable exceeded 
“any applicable period of 
limitations during which en- 
forcement of rights must be 
litigated.” 

After an analysis of other 
issues raised in the case along 
with the commissioners’ argu- 
ments and the facts of the 
case. Thayer ruled that be- 
cause of the long period of 
time that elapsed between 
when Coddington should have 
excercised his rights and when 
he actually did, ‘it would now 
be inequitable to enforce the 
agreement...”

Future For Girls’ 
Softball Team 


Dan Lendo, a driver’s educa- 
tion teacher and girls’ softball 
team coach at Southern High 
School, addressed over 20 
persons at a meeting last Wed- 
nesday to discuss the future of 
the girls’ softball team. 

Lendo, whose teaching con- 
tract was not renewed for 
another year by the Board of 
Education, told parents attend- 
ing that they must take 
responsibility to see the pro- 
gram is continued, if they want 
it. 

The future of the team is 
uncertain, said Iendo, but is 
worth fighting to keep, not be- 
cause it is a winning team, but 
because the girls learn compe- 
tition. He added that it also 
gives participants an oppor- 
tunity for athletic scholarships 
at colleges. 

Lendo, who has been with the 
program for two years, stated 
he had filed a Title IX grievance 
(a regulation providing for 
equal opportunity for girls in 
sports) against the county 
primarily because of inade- 
quate facilities for the softball 
team. Included in the allega- 
tions in his grievance was the 
low pay for the coach. 

He emphasized that he was 
not trying to compare expendi- 
tures for the team with men's 
football and basketball because 
they are both high revenue 
sports. The softball team does 
not charge an admission fee to 
its games. 

endo said the team cur- 
rently practices on the Southern 
Middle School field, which 
means he has to transport the 
team from the high school to the 
middle school in his pickup 
truck. 

Before using the Southern 
Middle field, the team played on 
the abandoned Little League 
field. Lendo said neither field 
met state standards for girls’ 
softball. He noted the Little 
League field, in particular, was 
hazardous for the team because 
there was inadequate space for 
use by “‘full-grown women.” 

Lendo stated the team has 
only one home game this year 
because it does not have an ade- 
quate field to host games. 

Luther Parrack, principal of 
the high school, conimented at 
the meeting that the boys’ base- 
ball field would be given to the 
team to use after a new field for 
the boys’ team has been con-

“Within the resources avail- 
able, we are trying to provide 
equal opportunity for girls,” he 
said. 

Lendo said rumors have been 
circulating that the softball 
team may be replaced by a 
tennis team or field and track 
team, which, he said, would not 
service the same number of 
girls as the softball team.

Intends To Retire 


BALTIMORE (UPI) 
Donald D. Pomerleau, the dean 
of American police chiefs since 
1974 and for 15 stormy years 
the chief of the city police 
department, says he will retire 
within the next few months. 

Police spokesman Dennis Hill 
said Monday Pomerleau, 66, 
wants to remain in charge until 
several ongoing investigations 
are completed. 

Because of that. the precise 
time of his retirement has not 
been set, but Hill said 
Pomerleau told him to an- 
nounce “he will be gone by the 
tune the Orioles play in the 
World Series."’ 

Pomerleau, a _ long-time 
leader in national police organi- 
zations, last week told a police 
chiefs conference in Nashville 
he would retire, but didn’t 
make It official until Monday. 
He said he wants to retire to 
his peach and apple farm in 
Warsaw, Va., alter 47 ycars of 
a stressful life.” 

Mayor William Donald Scha- 
efer has indicated he will 
appoint Deputy Commissioner 
Frank J. Battaglia as interim 


chief for the three years 
remaining in Pomerleau’s 
term. 


Schaefer said he plans to 
select a permanent chef from 
within the department before 
Pomerleau'’s term runs out in 
1984. 

Pomerleau has attempted to 
be a low-profile leader of the 
department, but events often 
forced him into the limelight, 
locally and nationally. 

Last year, while testifying in 
a discrunination suit against 
the department, Pomerleau set 
off a flurry of criticism when 
he called women “Little balls of 
fluff."" 

During a 1979 blizzard that 
dumped two feet of snow on the 
city and set off a two-day spree 
of looting, Pomerleau donned a 
cowboy hat, put on a down 
jacket, and rode a bay gelding 
through the streets of Bal- 
timore in command of a 
mounted division. 

In the riots of the late 60s, 
Pomerleau took full charge of 
the department and = said 
afterword that ‘‘I] am unaware 
of any glaring mistakes made

by the department during the 
riots." 

In 1974 the former Marine 
organized a campaign where 
police paid a $50 bounty to any 
person who turned in a 
handgun and $100 to anyone 
who helped police seize an 
illegal weapon. When the 
program ended, the city had 
paid $750,000 for about 17,000 
firearms. 

Hill said a national police 
organization recognizes Pomer- 
leau as the senior police in the 
U.S. because has been an 
active chief in the same city 
longer than anybody else in the 
country. 

Pomerleau was born Aug. 31, 
1915, in Medicine Lake, Mont., 
and joined the Marine Corps 
when he was 19. In 1956 he 
retired from the Corps and 
beyan a second career in law 
enforcement. 

He was police chief in 
Kingsport, Tenn., for four 
years, then was director of 
public safety in Miami from 
1960 to 1966, when then-Gov. 
Millard Tawes named him to 


head the Baltunore police 
department. 
When Schaefer names a 


replacement ‘or Pomerleau, it 
will be the first time in 121 
years that a Baltimore mayor 
has nominated a new police 
chief. Because of corruption, 
the yovernor of Maryland 
began making the appointment 
in 1860, a practice that was 
returned to the mayor in 1976. 
The City Council must ap- 
prove the choice.

“We're Still Talking” 
Kentucky Gov. Urges Resumption 
Of Coal Strike Negotiations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Prodded by Kentucky Gov. 
Jolin Y. Brown to get down to 
business, negotiators for the 
United Mine Workers and the 
Bituminous Coal Operators 
Association Tuesday resumed 
talks aimed at ending the 47- 
day-old miners strike. 

‘We're still talking,”” UMW 
President Sam Church Jr. said 
following a 2's-hour morning 
session. 

Bb. R. Brown, president of 
Consolidation Coal Co. and the 
chief industry bargainer, said 
simply, “Yes,” when asked if 
the talks still centered on the 
seven points placed on the 
barguining table by the union. 

fhe major stumbling block to 
date involves a union bid to 
retain a provision in the old 
contract that forced the indus- 
try to pay a $1.90 a ton royalty 
to the umon’s pension and 
helath fund on any coal from 
outside — mostly non-union — 
firms that union miners pre- 
pared for market. 

Gov. Brown appeared before 
nepotiators for 15 minutes at 
the start of their morning 
session, seeking to press “the 
urgency on both sides for a 
conclusion.” 

He said he told the negotia- 
tors that billions of dollars, 
especially in foreign investment 
funds, are at stake in the 
nation's largest coal-producing 
state He said a prolonged 
strike could scare off investors 

The big picture is far too 
important compared to any 

aro rssiies *” 
Brown said. I think they 
understand the urgency of time 
and the need for both sides to 
get back to work and producing 


coal.” 

It also is important to convice 
the Reagan udministration that 
coal is “the energy solution” 
and to “show them that we can 
solve our problems,” Brown 
said. “We've never had a 
preater opportunity.” 

The governor said he ap- 
peared at the meeting on 
Church’s invitation, but he 
stressed he had veen talking 
with both sides and was not 
involving himself in the strike 
issues. 

‘It is not my place to tell you 
how to do your business,” 
Brown said he told the 
neogtiators. But he said he 
wanted to underscore for them 
that “timeliness is critical.” 

Brown said he did not plan to 
change any of his current 
policies regarding violence in 
the coalfields. 

“We have more peace during 
this strike than in any tn the 
last 20 years," he said. “I'm 
not going to become a Matt 
Dillon.” 

But the governor warned that 
“the longer the strike goes on, 
the more potential for violence 
there 1s.” 

Even as Brown was meeting 
with reporters, Kentucky State® 
Police defused a_ potentially 
explosive confrontation between 
a yroup of roving pickets and a 
non-union trucker traveling on 
U.S. 119 in Harlan County.

Finds Second Home In Garrett County

A delightfully delicate 
British accent combines with 
an infectious smile as Jeanette 
nmith opens the door to greet 
ler visitors. 

Jeanette is a visiting ex- 
change student from New 
Zealand whos the guest of Mr. 
and Mrs. William Stemple and 
their family in Mt. Lake Park. 
She’s a senior at Southern 
High School, and finds a 
similarity in people that she 
feels is universal. 

For nearly two years, she 
applied for a foreign travel 
scholarship to the American 
Field Services, and was most 
anxious to be chosen for a visit 
to the United States. 

In June of 198 her dream 
became a reality and the hills 
of Garrett County became the 
first fascination for a young 
lady whose home is mainly flat 
land with year-round warmth. 
The biggest thrill for the 
visitor was her first experience 
with a white Christmas. The 
holiday occurs during the 
sununer in her home country, 
and the heavy snowfalls of the 
mountain area were exciting, 
as Well as beautiful. 

The educational environment 
is very different in America, 
according to Jeanette, and it 
had a definite impact on her 
first few weeks at Southern 
High. Because classes are 
often held outdoors, and class- 
room activities are more re- 
laxed in New Zealand, the 
regumentation of being con- 
fined to one classroom for a 
specific period of time was 
quite an adjustment. ‘'! felt as 
though I was in prison at 
first’, related Ms. Smith. 

The confined feelings soon 
became accepted, and a flurry 
of activities helped muke the 
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Jeanette Smith 


school year an exciting and 
interesting one. Jeanette joined 
the volleyball team, and per- 
formed in the senior class 
play, as well as becoming an 
active member of Garrett 
County social life. 

When dating was discussed, 
a snule crossed her face and a 
twinkle sparkled from under 
long, sweeping lashes. 

“| date occasionally, and 
have made some really close 
friends, but there's no one 
special. It would be too hard to 
leave uf there was, so I just 
date and enjoy the company of 
many people". 

Her most questioned practice 
or custom in America is 
summed up in her own words. 
“Junk food — it's every- 
where'’’ The amount of coin- 
operated vending machines 
was quite a shock, and the 
American desire for candy, 
potato chips, and cheese curls 
still amazes the visitor. 

Another bit of confusion was 
encountered with American 
paper money. ‘It’s all green”, 
she said. “Back home, each 
denomination is a_ different 
color, so there's no doubt what 
bill you are choosing froin your 
wallet. I kept mixing up my 
ones and fives!’ Currency is 
decorative, as well as colorful 
in New Zealand. One dollar 
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bills are brown; two dollar 
bills are purple; fives are red; 
tens are blue; and twenty 
dollar bills are green. Birds 
are depicted on the bills, and 
even though it’s just as hard to 
part with money in her 
country, Jeanette feels it’s a 
little easier “because it's so 
pretty.” 

The time away from her 
family is looked upon as a rich, 
rewarding experience. Her 
parents and an older brother 
keep in touch by mail, and 
she's spoken to them on the 
telephone several times since 
she's been gone. ‘I miss them, 
of course, but it’s not a home 
sickness feeling. I'm so happy 
here that I don't dwell on miss- 
ing my parents.” 

Jeanette will remain with the 
Stemple family until the end of 
June, when she will return to 
New Zealand to prepare for 
her entrance into college. “I 
want to get a suntan before | 
go home, because I'll arrive 
during the middle of winter. 
I'll have something really neat 
to show my friends." 

Many memories will go back 
to New Zealand with Jeanette 
Smith, among them, yellow 
school busses and big, ex- 
pensive cars.

for the unusually large April in-

Applications For

Vumber Of Persons Bitten By 


Animals Decreases In 


For the ninth consecutive 
vear in Marvland, the Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene recently reported a de- 
crease last year in the total 
number of persons bitten by 
dogs or wild ammais, with 
12,962 animal bites compared 
with 13,538 during 1979 

Dr. Kenneth I. Crawford, 
Chief, Division of Veterinary 
Medicine, said that there has 
been a drop of 8.488 recorded 
anumal bites since 1971 when a 
high of 21.450 bites were report- 
ed by attending physicians und 
local health departments state 
wide. The difference converts to 
consumer savings of approx- 
imately $1,485,000 annually. he 
said, based on an estimate for 
emergency room treatment 
amounting to an average of $179 
per bite. When anti-rabies treat-

The dangerous formula often 
responsible for these bites, in- 
flicted mostly by dogs (11,572 in 
1980), is well known and largely 
preventable, according to the 
Department Veterinarian. "To 
trigger an unfortunate confront- 
ation is easy. Simply take one 
out-of-school child, add one 
neighbor's pet dog which hasn't 
been hassled during the school 
vear, mix with plenty of free 
ume, and good weather for dog 
and child to blend under noisy 
and close conditions and you 
have a near perfect setting for 
trouble,” Dr. Crawford noted. 

The Department bite attack 
records show that pets that bite 
are usually well-known in the 
neighborhood. In addition, bite 
victims are often found to be 
guilty of attempting to catch, 
hold, pet, feed or play with an 
animal which is not owned by 
hus fanuiy. 

One of the most threatening 
animal bite problems in Mary- 
land. he said, involved an 8 
percent increase 1n bat bites of 
humans, with 81 reported in 
1980. One-third of all of the bats

valence of rabies in bats, bite 
victims must undergo anti- 
rabies treatment when the bit- 
ing bat is not found and tested 
for rabies. 








Raccoons, ferrets, and 
opposums bit Marylanders with 
greater frequency in 198%. Pet 
owners must realize, Dr. Craw- 
ford said, that veterinarians do 
not have a federally licensed, 
anti-rabies vaccine to use on 
wild animals. Such animals 
may harbor the disease for 
months, showing no signs of 
rabies infection. Consequently, 
wild animals which bite a 
human must be killed and test- 
ed for rabies as a safeguard for 
the bite victim who may need 
anti-rabies treatment. The state 
veterinarian also suggests that 
parents discourage neighbor- 
hood youngsters from touching 
wild animals in the area, be 
cause animals such as rabbits 
may have a contagious disease 
such as rabbit fever 
(tularemia). 

Although numerous species of 
snakes are found in Maryland, 
only two species are poisonous, 
the copperhead and the rattle- 
snake. Self-treatment for such 
bites should be immediately

Sent To Counties 

Maryland State Cumptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein reported 
recently that checks totaling 
$5,764,278 have been mailed to 
Baltimore City and the state's 
23 counties as their share of 
State tax revenue from distilled 
spirits, beer and cigarettes for 
the period January 1, 1981, 
through March 31, 1981. 

The $5.7 million just dis- 
tributed brings to $19,844,950 the 
local governments’ share of 
alcohol and tobacco tax 
revenues for the first three 
quarters of Fiscal Year 1981. 
“The $19.8 million made avail- 
able to the counties and Balti- 
more City 1s $715,484 or 3.7% 
more than the distribution for 
the same period of last fiscal 
year,” Goldstein said. 

The subdivisions received 
$3,737,871 in cigarette tax 
revenue for the most recent 
quarter, bringing the year to 
date distribution of that 
revenue to $12,360,022. Three 
cents of the 13c per pack 
cigarette tax is returned to the 
subdivision, based on pop- 
ulation. Garrett County 
received $22,495.87. 

A total of $1,128,453 in distilled 
spirits tax receipts was dis- 
tributed, raising the nine month 
distribution of that tax to 
$4,173,255. Local governments 
receive 50c of the $1.50 per 
gallon distilled spirits tax, 
based on deliveries to retailers 
in the subdivision. Garrett 
County received $3,993.00.

$897 .954 were shared with the 23 
counties and Baltimore City for 
the most recent quarter. bring-

Because of the natural 
curiosity of children under five 
years of age, an overwhelming 
number of accidental poison- 
ings happen each vear. Safety 
packaging or the use of child- 
proof containers, which was 
introduced in 1972, has helped 
reduce the number of ingestions 
of some poisonous products by 
do percent. Although this safety 
packaging 1s helpful, it 1s still 
important to be careful with 
these substances as well as with 
other potentially dangerous 
substances.

Parmers To Have 
Grain tispected 


Rapid insect development 
usually occurs during the 
spring, sunimer, and early fall, 
according to Stuart C. Peterson, 
Acting Chairman of the Marv- 
land State Agricultural Stabil- 
ization and Conservation 
Comnuttee, who said grain in 
spections are particularly 
Important during these months. 

“When grain is stored and left 
undisturbed in the same lo 
cation for several months, the 
probability of insect infestation, 
moisture damage and mold 
yrowth increases," Peterson 
said. Infestations generally be- 
gin during warm weather near 
the grain surface specifically in 
areas where foreitn material 
has built up during unloading 

“We encourage farmers to 
check the condition of their 
farm-stored grain, whether it is 
under tnan or in the Grain 
Reserve Program” he said. 
When a grain luan is approved, 
the farmer is responsible for 
any loss in quality or quantity of 
the crop caused by insect in- 
festation or rodent damage 

Because of temperature 
differences that develop within 
the structure when surface and 
perimeter areas of the grain 
cool, stored grain collects 
moisture that may shift from 
one location to another. 
Moisture from warm grain 
shifts to cooler parts of the 
Structure, Causing damp areas 
within the grain that favor in- 
sect activity and mold develop 
ment These, in turn, cause 
rapid deterivration and heating 
of the grain 

Anytime farmers are in 
doubt as to the condition of their 
stored grain, they should notify 
our office as soon as possible.” 
The ASCS official said 


Maryland Feed 
Cost Unchanged 


The prices Maryland farmers 
paid for their feeds were 
generally unchanged from a 
month earlier. Data compiled 
by the Maryland-Delaware 
Crop Reporting Service shows 
the only changes were broiler 
feed, rising $5 00 to $230.00 per 
ton, and 18%, protein mixed 
dairy feed, increasing $5 0 to 
$220 00 per ton. All feed prices

Gasoline Use 
Declines Again 
During March 


Maryland State Comptroller 
louis 1. Goldstein reported 
Monday that yasoline use in 
the state declined again in 
March 1981, an apparent 
continued reaction to the climb 
in retail prices that occurred in 
February and March following 
the decontrol of oil prices. 

Gasoline consumption in 
March 1981 totaled 154,357,926 
gallons. down nearly one per- 
cent from the 155,760,875 
pallons used during March 
1980. 

Since the beginning of 
Fiscal Year 1981. on July 1, 
1980, gasoline consumption has 
increased in five months and 
posted a decline in four 
months, when compared to the 
same month of the previous 
year.’ Comptroller Geldstein 
said. “The increases in con- 
sumption have generally come 
when prices were stable or 
actually declining, while the 
declines have appeared when 
prices have been on the rise.” 

The mixed increases and de- 
clines in yzasoline consumption 
during Fiscal Year 1981 follow 
15. consecutive months which 
posted declines when com- 
pared to the same month of the 
previous year (April 1979-June 
19811. 

“The increases in gasoline 
consumption have contributed 
to some growth in motor fuel 
tax revenue,’ Goldstein said. 

For Fiscal Year 198] to date, 
motor fuel lax revenues total 
$106),449.440. slightly more than 
the $156.111.221 collected 
during the same period of 
Fiscal Year 2980. 

Sales of gasohol totaled 
1,198,531 during March 1981, an 
increase from the 993,705 
gallons sold during February 
1981, but below the average 
monthly sales of 138 million 
gallons during Fiscal Year 
1981 The motor fuel tax on 
pasohol increased to 8c per 
vallon on May 1, 1981 and will 
further increase to 9c per 
gallon on July 1, '$81, due to 
action of the Marviand General

Jobless Rates 
Decline Due To 
Seasonal Hiring 


Maryland's unemployment 
rate declined in March, dropp- 
ing from February's 7.6 per- 
cent,to 6.9 percent, according to 
the monthly statistics released 
by the Maryland Department of 
Human Resources. Garrett 
County's jobless rate dropped 
1.8 percent, from 18.1 to 163 
percent. 

The decrease of 0.7 percent- 
age points in the state figure 
compares with a deceasc of 
only 0.3 percentage points be- 
tween February and March 
1980. The unemployment rate in 
March 1980 was 6.4 percent. 

Employment statewide  in- 
creased more in March than 
unemployment declined, caus- 
ing a net gain in the civilian 
labor force of an estimated 7,260 
persons. The growth in jobs was 
comparable with March 1980, 
and matched the nation's 
current yrowth rate. Seasonal 
hiring began in tourism, ap- 
riculture, and recreation-re- 
lated industries. Eary spring 
hiring was seen in construction. 
Better business conditions were 
noted in transportation. manu- 
facturing and personal and 
business services. 

In the Baltimore Metro- 
politan Area, the unemploy- 
ment rate fell from 8.7 percent 
in February to 7.8 percent in 
March. Unemployment in- 
surance claims dropped, and 
employment yained with im- 
proved conditions in manu- 
facturing, business services 
and transportation. Seasonal 
hiring was noted in con- 
struction, restaurants, and 
amusement and recreation 
services. Baltimore City and 
Carroll County exhibited the 
largest decline in unemploy- 
ment rates, with seasonal 
hiring and manufacturing re- 
calls 

In the Marvland suburbs of 
Washington, D.C., the unemply- 
ment rate declined slightly. 
from 4.0 percent in February to 
3.9 percent. Unemployment de- 
clined throughout the area and 
hiring occurred in construction, 


restaurants and agriculture. 

Unemployment in Western 
Maryland dropped from 11.8 
percent in February to 195 per- 
cent in March. The greatest de- 
cline was seen in Garrett and 
Washington counties. and in all 
four counties, hiring occurred 
in agriculture, construction, 
restaurants and services. 

Nearly every county in 
Southern Maryland and on the 
Eastern Shore exhibited a de- 
crease in its unemployment 
rate. Employment advanced in 
all counties, as seasonal hiring 
began in agriculture, con- 
struction, recreation and 
tourism. In Cecil County, 
improvement in the trans- 
portation equipment industry 
caused a drop in the county's 
unemployment rate from 11.) 
percent to 7.6 percent

Oakland was robbed Thursday 


by thieves who made off with 
nearly $0,000 in jewelry 

Mra. Carol Stanya was work- 
ing in the store about 4:30 p.m. 
when three black ten in their 
early 20's entered and moved 
In separate directions, ac- 
cording to Hobart Shillingburg, 
Chief of Police in Qukland. The 
men reportedly asked to look 
ut different items, keeping the 
clerk occupied, and they 
remained in the store about 20 
minutes, the last customners of 
the dav 

It was not until they left that 
Mrs” Stanva discovered four 
Tings missing, having a total 
value of about $4.900. The 
rings. two of which bear a 
flower design, are gold with 
diamonds and rubies. 

Shilliingburg noted that the 
three suspects had also been in 
Helbig’s Jewelry Store earlier 
that day, but nothing wa» 
reported imissing from there 
He added that two occurences 
later that day are possibly con- 
nected with the robbers, one in 
Garrett County at a service 
station and one at a fruit 
market an Allegany County 
Semeone had gotten into a 
metal box at the service sta- 
tion, said Shillingburg, and 
that case is heing handled by 
the Marvland State Police. 

William Willams of Flkins, 
W.Va. is the owner of Village 
Jewelers, Iccated on Alder 
Street. Shillmgbury stated that 
this was the first incident of its 
type, that he is aware of, 
which has occurred in the town 
of Oakland. The investigation 
is continuing by Shillingburg 
and Oakland Officer Ponaid 
Becehly. 


Snyder To Stand 
On IRS Charge 


James Dwight Snyder of Oak- 
land went before a U.S. 
Magistrate in Baltiznore on 
Thursday during a preliminary 
hearing following his arrest on 
Saturday.

Five Miners Are Shot During 
Confrontation Near Beener Mine 


A violent confrontation be- 
tween United Mine Workers 
pickets and srnall, independent 
coal operators erupted Mon- 
day near the Keener Coal 
Conmipany, u) eastern Garrett 
County, near Barton 

According to law enforce- 
ment officials, five miners, be 
heved to be from West 
Virginia, suffered superficial 
gunshot wounds of the chest, 
head, and face, when the dis- 
turbance broke out shortly 
after noon on Monday. 

State police report that just 
before the shooting incident, an 
independent coal hauler, 
identified as John McKenzie. 
Frostbury, who was trans- 
porting coal fur the Beener 
Coal Company. was allegedly 
confronted by a group of 
pickets along Rt. 36, near the 
mine site. 

According . to police, 
McKenzie’s truck was 
surrounded by the pickets, who 
forced him to dump the coal he 
wus hauling onto the roadway. 


He was allegedly dragged from 
the rig and “roughed up" by 
the pickets. The windows were 
then broken out of the truck, 
and attempts were made to 
burn out the clutch 

Following the weident with 
the truck, the roving pickets 
then proceeded to the mine 
site, where the melee began. 

State police sald several 
shots were fired. and at least 
five pickets were hit 

Investigation thus far has 
failed to determine who ac- 
tually fired the shots. The 
shooting victims, who were 
treated and released at the 
Potomac Valley Hospital, 
Keyser, have falled to file 
complaints. 

In the current strike, most 
union activities in Western 
Maryland has surrounded the 
Mettiki mine complex. which 
has refused to shut down 
throughout the entire UMW 
work stoppage. State and 
county police maintain 24 hour 
surveilance at the mine site. 


School Board Reeeives Petition 


Opposing Food Service System 


Delegate DeCorsey Bolden 
presented a petition to the 
Garrett County Board of Mdu- 
cation Thursday signed by 1117 
citizens advocating the end of 
the centeralized food service 
program. 

Calling the present program 
a “prossly inetficient system”, 
the petition proposed the 
abolition of the central office 
staff and a return to a de- 
centralized program. 

Bolden told the Board he was 
presenting the petition at the 
request of cafeteria workers 
who maintained the quality of 
food was better and finances 
more stable when food pro- 
grams were managed by a 
cafeteria thanager at each 
school 

Bolden said his argument 
was that even though the 
former system created some 
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fiscal deficiencies, the present 
system was creating “worse 
fiscal deficiencies.” and that 
he did not believe the present 
system should continue. 

Board president Herbert 
Harman stated that the Board 
planned to make some changes 
in the fom! service program, 
but he was not certain what 
changes would be made. 

Discuntent with the program 
arose in the schools after 
recent meal price ulcreases 
and cutbacks in the number of 
hours worked by cafeteria 
workers. 

In other business, the Board 
approved a proposal for a SIx- 
period school day at the two 
county high schools, Northern 
and Southern, to replace the 
seven-period day.

For Home Care 


The Garrett County Board of 
Comunissioners decided Tues- 
day it would not contribute 
$2150 needed to continue the 
Home Care Program for Senior 
Citizens, administered by the 
Garrett County Commission On 
Aging. 

The Board made its decision 
after a meeting with Marilyn 
Metheny, director of the com- 
Imission, who said the money 
would help keep the program 
afloat even though an appli- 
cation for funding was rejected 
by the Appalachian Regional 
Commussion (ARC). 

The commissioners indicated 
in December the county would 
contribute $2150 as a match for 
the ARC funds. 

Metheny infortned the com- 
missioners the county money 
would prevent the program, 
which serves 50 seruor citizens, 
from beconung a homemaking 
program by continuing 
personal health care to the 
chents. 

If the program were reduced 
to a homemaking program, it 
would no longer receive federal 
grant money needed to contuiue 
the program, Metheny pointed 
out. 

The clients would then be 
“foreed into a nursing home or 
fuster care."’ Metheny said. 

If the county contributed the 
$2150, Metheny said the 
program could continue but 
would have to reduce the 
number of clients served. 

In other business, the com- 
missioners discussed with 
Marilyn Metheny and Bone 
Zimmerman, administrator of 
the county bus system, the 
possibility of raising bus fares 
to make the bus system more 
self-sustauuny. 

Zimmerman noted that 
although the tune would be 
right to apply to the Board of 
Public Works for a fare 
increase, the Board would not 
grant a hike high enouyh to 
make the system self-sup- 
porting. 

Anna MeNallie, senior 
planner, who also attended the 
meeting. described a new 
concept in mass transportation 
for which funding could be 
obtained and which would help 
to maintain the bus system. 

MeNallie said the county 
would be eligible to apply for 
funds for a ride-sharing 
coordinator who would organize 
a van-pooling service through- 
out the county and would 
coordinate transit infortnation.

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County Officials, Modern-Earthline 
Review Proposed Sludge Disposal 


Representatives of the Gar- 
rett County Health Department 
and Modern-Earthline Com- 
panies, a land reclamation 
firm, met Tuesday to discuss a 
plan for city sludge disposal on 
an abandoned strip mine site 
in the county. 

The Health Department, 
which is to make a recom- 
mendation to the State Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene on whether to issue a 
permit for a demonstration 
project by the firm, outlined 
various concerns about the 
plan. 

One of the department's 
Inajor worries concerned 
future intended use for the 
land. The department main- 
tained that the amount of 
sludge, which would come 
from a Baltimore City sewage 
treatment plant and would 
contain heavy metals, to be 
aupphed to the proposed 20-acre 
demonstration site would 
prevent agricultural use for 
that site. 

In a letter to the state 
department, county sanitarian 
Rodney Glotfelty noted the 
county department's opposition 
to issuance of the permit until 
the site, called the Brawal Site, 
is restricted from agricultural 
use either in the Land Records 
ot Garrett County or in a 
binding contract between the 
property owner and the State 
of Marvland. 


During the meeting, Dr. 
Wilham Sopper, a Penn State 
professor and Modern-Farth- 
line consultant, suggested that 
the restriction as stated by 
Glotfelty not be permanent but 
be lifted once the department 
and the soil conservation 
service has determined the 
property safe for agricultural 
use. 

Other concerns by the 
department involved proper 
monitoring and analysis of the 
sludye at the proposed site. 

Edgar Harman, county 
director of Environmental 
Health, noted the department 
has not taken a position for or 
aguinst the project and would 
not do so unt! Modern-Earth- 
line forma.|. answered the 
department s questions and 
concerns. 

Besides the health depart- 
ment permit, Modern-Earth- 
line 1s awaiting review of an 
amendment to a mine 
reclamation permit application 
by the Land Reclamation Com- 
mittee in June. The amend- 
ment involves allowing the use 
of sludge to reclaim the 
abandoned mine site. 

Also, the firm is expecting a 
decision by the county com- 
missioners on whether they 
will approve or reject the 
proposed demonstration 
project. The commissioners

There’s no question that big business has 
contributed much in making our nation great. The 
United States ranks number one in the production 
and sules of literally thousands of goods. With such 
tremendous productivity comes enormous power, 
particularly with respect to the swaying of 
government officials in whichever direction will 
most benefit sales. Often this pressure on our 
povermment leaders results in sound decisions which 
ure a benefit to everyone. However, on many other 
vecasions, this power is abused by big business and 
pure, unadulterated greed, which knows no bounds, 
takes control, traveling with the same reckless 
abandon as a runaway truck through a crowded 
school yard. It stops at nothing and has no feelings 
for things such as morals, basic humun rights or, for 
that matter, human life. 

A possible example of this was brought to light 
this week when it was announced that the Reagan 
adnunistration would vote against World Health 
Organization guidelines against infant formula 
sales. It seems that as many as one million infants, 
mostly from third world nations, are dying annually 
as a result of malnutrition and health problems 
associated with the use of instant formula. Coupled 
with modern sanitation methods, bottle feeding 
represents only a minimal threat to the health of a 
baby. However, the formula is being sold to millions 
of persons in the world who do not have the 
supervision of health officials and are consequently 
ignorant of the possible health problems associated 
with bottle feeding. 

The three major American companies involved 
in these sales. which comprise 15 percent of the total 
third world sales, are Abbott Laboratories, Bristol- 
Meyers and the American Home Products 
Corporation. 

With actions such as this it is no wonder Unt 
many of the other nations of the world view us as 
some sort of cold, calculating capitalistic monster, 
which will stop at nothing, including allowing the 
loss of life. in order to make more dollars. 

Several U. S. Senators and members of the 
House of Representatives, including several 
Republicans, are attempting to persuade the 
president to decide otherwise and support the WHO 
guidelines. A few million letters from the general 
public might also help. 

The analogy of a runaway truck in the school 
yard seems all too fitting, for it is the lives of 
children wluch are being terminated.

construction season. 

The approved design calls 
for a new bridge that will be 
approximately 30 feet wide and 
330 feet in length. It also pro- 
vides for a five-foot sidewalk 
on one side of the bridge. This 
footage will be in addition to 
the 30-foot allocation. 

The plan also includes con- 
struction of a temporary 
bridge which will be con- 
structed downstream for use 
while the new bridge is under 
construction. Building of the 
temporary bridge will be the 
first phase of construction, 
said Klavughn. 

Only a minor amount of 
roadway improvements will be 
included in the project on 
Route 50 and Maryland Route 
060, Klavughn said. 

The estimated cost of the 
project is about $2 million. 
Participating in the project 
will be the federal government 
and the states of Maryland and 
West Virginia. 

Funding for the project will 
be shared on a 50-50 basis be- 
tween Maryland and West 
Virginia, according to Wallace 
Beaulieu, district engineer for 
the Marvland State Highway 
Administration. 

Beaulieu said supervision of 
the project will be conducted 
by personnel from both states.

One 
Oakland resident indicated that 
approximately 15 people from 
the Oakland area have been 
called to Baltimore before the 
Grand Jury to answer questions 
about Snyder.

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Health Officials 
Offer Rabies 
Immunization 


Low-cost immunization 
clinics are being offered again 
this spring in the county to pro- 
tect dogs and cats from con 
tracting and transmitting 
rabies, according to Wendell R. 
Beitzel, clinic coordinator for 
the Garrett County Health 
Department. The clinics are 
made possible by the joint 
efforts of the Health Depart- 
ment, Maryland State Division 
of Veterinary Medicine and the 
local veterinarians. 

Dr. William W. Pope, Garrett 
County Health Officer, stresses 
that it is ‘‘extremely 
important’ to have pets 
immunized against the rabies 
virus, especially in Garrett 
County where the pets are more 
likely to come into contact with 
wild rabid animals. “By vacci- 
nating your cat or dog, the 
chain of transmission of the 
virus from pets to humans is 
broken eliminating the threat of 
obtaining rabies from the pet,” 
he said. Pets are more likely to 
contract the disease from a wild 
animal. 

All dogs and cats over three 
months of age are required to 
have rabies vaccination, 
according to Pope. Cats are to 
be vaccinated each year, 
puppies three months of age or 
older are to be vaccinated and 
require re-vaccination after 12 
months, and dogs over one yeur 
of age only require vaccination 
every three years. 

Persons may bring their dog 
or cat to one of the clinics to re- 
ceive the protection for $2.50 
per animal. In conjunction with 
the rabies clinics, dog licenses 
will be available for the con- 
venience of pet owners. The fee 
for Garrett County Dog 
Licenses is $2.00 for unspayed 
female and $1.00 for all other 
dogs. Maryland law requires 
that dogs receive rabies protec- 
tion before a county dog license 
can be issued. 

The clinics will be held at the 
following times and locations: 

Swanton, Community Build- 
ing, June 3, +6 p.m.; Oakland, 
Animal Shelter, June 5, 57 
p.m.: Grantsville Fire Hall, 
June 6, 12-1 p.m.; Friendsville 
Fire Hall, June 6, 1:30-2.30 
p.m.; and Accident Fire Hall, 
June 6, 3-4 p.m.

- ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — Gov. 
Harry Hughes vetoed legisla- 
tion Tuesday that would have 
required Maryland to spend 
millions of dollars during the 
next 10 veurs to increase 
welfare benefits until they 
equaled actual need. 

Hughes explained the money 
for the program was sunply 
unavailable.

The governor, on the day he 
was to leave on a trude mission 
to Europe, fimshed his 1981 
legislative business by vetoing 
24 bills for policy or constitu- 


tional reasons and about 71 
others because they were 
duplicates. 


He also signed 313 bills into 
law, raising to over 800 the 
number of bills made into new 
laws this year. Included were 
measures to build a toll bridge 
ueross the Choptank River, to 
usk bond holders for permission 
to remove totls on Interstate 95 
in Harford and Cecil counties, 
and to probit banks from 
charging annual credit card 
membership fees. 

Hughes also signed a bill 
banning news cameras and 
tape recorders from cruninal 
trials uw Maryland, although he 
vetoed one that would have

Police Contract 


MILLLERSVILLE, Md. 
(UPl, — Police in Anne 
Arundel County have voted 
down a two-year contract 
offered by the county govern- 
ment. 

A spokesman for the 423 
county police said Monday that 
about a third of the memnbers 
of the Fraternal Order of Police 
voted. The contract. which 
would have given police a 9 
percent pay raise, was defeated 
by a 77-30 vote. 

Ronald Jarashow., a lawyer 
for the police lodge, said county 
police would not strike. He 
said, “FOP is not pursuing or 
suggesting work stoppage.” 
Items of dispute tn the contract 
negotiations include a pension 
plan whith would require 
officers to retire at age 50 and 
a limit on the amount of 
overtime that can be posted by 
sergeants. 

Bock To Closs 

TOWSON, Md. +UPI) — A 
senior expelled from Towson 
High School for allegedly 
selling cocaine in the school 
was back In class Tuesday 
after a circuit court judge 
issued a temporary injunction 
avainst the school system. 
Marian Mowlds, 18, filed suit 
ugainst the school in attempt to 
force the administration to 
allow her to graduate with her 
class. 

Ms. Mowlds, who police say 
sold cocaine to an undercover 
police cadet. was arrested in 
her home May 8 and told the 
next day she had been expelled 
from school. 

Ms. Mowlds then was told at 
a school disciphnary hearing on 
the drug charges that she could 
attend night school but not 
praduate with her classmates 
June 10. The student said she is 
just one subject away from 
fullfilluny regular requirements. 
Judge Austin Brizendine gave 
school administrators 30 days 
to respond to Mowlds’ request 
for a permanent injunction 
agauist the high school.

In vetoing the bill that would 
have given the state the right 
to appeal ruluigs regarding the 
suppression of evidence, 
Hughes said, “Though im- 
plementation of this procedure 
may seem equitable at first 
glance. it could be utihzed in a 
fashion that would serve to 
frivolously obstruct the timely 
disposition of cruminal cases, 
and would serve to place an 
even greater burden upon the 
already overburdened Court of 
Special Appeals.”

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Agnew’s Appeal Will 
Not Reach Court 
Until Late ‘81 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) _ 
Former Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew's appeal of a court 
order that he pay Maryland 
nearly $250,000 for kickbacks he 
received as governor will 
prebably not be heard until late 
this vear, court officials said 
Yuesday. 

Apnew's attorney, T. Rogers 
Harrison, noted an appeal with 
the Anne Arundel County 
Circuit Court last week and the 
Court of Special Appeals was 
notified of the case Tuesday. 
By the time various deadlines 
expire for the filing of the 
various records and briefs 
involved in the appeal, plus 
time for the court's regular 
summer vacation, oral argu 
ments could be postponed as 
late as December or January 
1982, an appeals court clerk 
sald. 

Agnew was ordered April 27 
to pay the state of Maryland 
$248,735 for his role in a 
kickback scheme involving 
state highway contracts. Tes- 
tumony at the trial indicated 
Agnew received the bribes as 
Baltimore County executive, as 
governor and later as vice 
president. 

The judge ruled Agnew took 
$147,900 in kickbacks from 
enyincering firms in return for 
favors while he was governor of 
Marytand. Williams ordered 
that Agnew repay the sum, plus 
unother $101,235 in interest. 

Agnew lives in Kancho 
Mirave. Culif.. and works as a 
spokesman for Arab oil con- 
cerns. Harrison said Agnew 
would have testified at the trial 
if Withamns had granted him 
Immunity from criminal prose- 
cution. 

If they offered Agnew the 
same courtesy they gave to 
tJerome) Wolff, Agnew would 
have testified.” Harrison said. 

Wolff. who had headed the 
State Roads Commission while 
Apnew was) governor, Was 
originally named a codefendant 
in the case, but was granted 
Immunity from prosecution in 
exchange for his testunony.

With talks aimed at ending 
the 54-day-old soft coal strike in 
recess, the nation’s miners 
Tuesday criticized the industry 
and their own leadership. 

A day after bargaining broke 
up to give United Mine Workers 
leaders a chance to review a 
previously rejected industry 
offer, District 6 president Ed 
Bell of Oluo said the unton was 
unjustly blamed for the long 
strike. 

UMW President Sam Church 
Jr. requested and was granted 
the indefinite recess Monday, 
then summoned the union's 39 
member baryaining council to 
Washington for a negotiations 
update Thursday. 
bell said the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association has 
refused to yield ‘tn the 
negotiations and had delayed 
resuming talks after the first 
contract was defeated March 31 
ina vote by the UMW. 

I certainly feel we are being 
blamed unfairly for prolonging 
this strike,” Bell said. “We 
shouldn't be blamed for it. We 
want to go in there and work 
out something. It’s the opera- 
tors who ure holding things 
up.” 
doe Monovich, President of 
UMW Local 6295 at a National 
Steel Corp. mine in southwest- 
ern Pennsylvania, said “People 
are definitely yetting diszus- 
ted” and are “losing faith in

ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — Gov. 
Harry Hughes sided with the 
General Assembly Tuesday, 
flexed the muscle of the 
executive branch and told the 
state’s judiciary it cannot 
permit cameras and tape 
recorders in Maryland criminal 
trials. 

Hughes, conceding he was 
concerned about intruding into 
court matters and possibly 
violating the doctrine of separa- 
tion of powers, said he 
nevertheless decided to sign 
legislation to ban the cameras 
and recorders in courtrooms 
because he feared such news 
gathering devices might dis- 
couraze witnesses to crimes 
from coming forward to testify. 
The governor, however, 
vetoed a similar bill that would 
have banned the expanded 
news coverage in both criminal 
and civil trials. 

Hughes said by permitting 
such coverage in civil trials 
and appellate cases, the judici- 
ary would be able to continue 
un 18month experiment begun 
in January in permitting 
cameras in Maryland cour- 
trooms. 

‘It was a rather difficult 
decision for me to make,” 
Hughes said of signing the bill 
introduced by Delegate Steven 
Sklar, D-Baltunore, and vetoing 
the one introduced by Sen. 
Victor Crawford, D-Mont- 
pomery. 

I think the experiment 
should continue in civil cases. 
Kut if any harm is to be 
brought by this experument, the 
harm would be minimized in 
civil cases.” 

The experiment was author- 
ized on a 4-3 vote by the Court 
of Appeals. the state's highest

Originally, students enrolled 
in summer classes were 
prohibited from receiving GI 





Bill benefit payments when the 
periud between school terms 
exceeded thirty days, Clayton 
said. 


The modified regulation now 
allows payments when the 
interval between terms does not 
exceed one full calendar month. 
For example, Clavton said, if a 
school’s summer terni ends on 
August 15 and the fall term 
begins on September 28, this 
interval would exceed the old 
thirty-day limit. Under the new 
provisions, it would not exceed 
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the full calendar month 
criterion, and education pay- 
ments would be made. 

The only requirement is that 
the veteran must be enrolled for 
a total of at least eight weeks of 
summer school.

Yet, no matter how toreign 
the sacrificial system) may ap- 
pear to ous, many of us are 
nevertheless affected by a sacri- 
ficial inpe of religious psychol- 
ogy. Lyen though we realize 
how crude was the motivation 
behind the ancient system, in 
our own way we inav still at- 
tempt to barguin and trade with 
God. Without verbalizing it as 
a sacrificial motivation, we live 
as though some kinds of self- 
denial earn us merit with God, 
lavor, torgiveness, or special 
help Tor many people on a 
Sunday morning the offering is 
hol at oppurtunity to praise 
God, but something akin to ‘an 
apple a dav" that *theeps the 
doctor away." 

Lor us, then, as well as for 
the first century Christian 
church, the writer of Hebrews 
says: ** And just as it is appoint- 
ed tor men to die oOnee . . . $0 
Christ, having been offered 
once to beat the sins of many" 
is the sufficient otterme tor all 
Our encounters with God.

If at the end of the reassessment review, of which this physical review is a part, the property is found 
to have increased in value, the owner will be sent a reassessment notice on or about December 1. If no 
Increase occurs, no notice is sent. The new assessment notice will show the proposed full value and 
the assessments derived therefrom for the three years of the cycle. Under normal circumstances, no 
other notice will be sent until the property 1s again reviewed at the time of the next three year cycle.

Marvland State Comptroller 
Iauis L. Goldstein said recent- 
ly that April 1981 collections of 
retail sales and use taxes 
showed some positive 
economic signs. 

Sales tax revenue for April 
1981 totaled $59,989,236. an in- 
crease of 7.1% over the 
$55.993.547 collected during the 
same month of 1980. 

“These collections bring the 
revenue for Fiscal Year 1981 to 
date to a total of $555,353,864, 
or 44% more than the 
$531.792.139 collected for the 
same period of Fiscal Year 
1980.°° Goldstein said. 

The comptroller noted that 
the Building & Contractors 
category of sales tax collec- 
tions posted a gain of more 
than 15% over collections for 
April 1980. ‘This increase is 
important because it reflects

Goldstein also noted that 
General Merchandise, the 
largest revenue-producing 
category of sales tax collec- 
tions, showed a gain of 8.5% 
over April of 1980, its largest 
monthly gain in eleven months. 

‘These important growth 
figures are the first evidence 
that sales tax revenues may 
hold up through the end of the 
fiscal year,” he said. 

During the spring of 1980, 
tight credst policies and high

Accident - May 4 


The Mayor and Town Council 
of Accident met in regular ses- 
sion at 8 p.m. on Monday, May 
4. In addition to conducting 
nurmal municipal business, the 
following discussions were 
heard: 

1. Residents of the Town in- 
quired of the Mayor and Council 
that status of the present sewer 
moratorium in the Town which 
prohibits any additional sewer 
taps until further review by the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene. 
Edgar Harman of the Garrett 
County Health Department pro- 
vided information regarding 
the mechanism for having the 
moratorium lifted to the Mayor 
and Council and residents who 
attended. 

The following day, Harman 
provided the Town's Municipal 
Administrator with information 
concerning the possibility of ob- 
taining grant funds for the re- 
quired sewer rehabilitation 
activities. The Admunistrator 
has since been instructed to 
follow through with this project. 

2. George Mason of Western 
Maryland Associates presented 
preliminary drawings for the 
development of a Town park, 
the purchase of which was 
funded by Project Open Space 
(POS). The development of the 
park is eligible for 75 percent 
grant funding from POS. This 
matter was tabled until the for- 
mation of a Parks and Recre- 
ation Conunittee which will 
decide the park's recreational 
development activities. 

3. A letter concerning the 
water and sewer line extension 
to the new school site was pre 
sented to the Council. After dis- 
cussiun of thio matter, the 
Administrator was instructed to 
prepare a response to the Board 
of Education 

4. The Town's Municipal 
Administrator informed the 
Mayor and Town Council of the 
availability of a financial 
consultant from the Office of 
Training and Management 
Assistance in Annapolis who 
could assist the Town in the 
preparation and/or review of 
the Town's proposed budget. A 
meeting was arranped on Mon- 
day, May 11, at 7:30 p.m. for 
this purpose 


Friendsville - May 4 


As a result of a recent truck 
accident in Friendsville, State 
Highway Administration 
officials were invited to the May 
4 Mayor and Town Council 
meeting to discuss methods of 
preventing future run-away 
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incidents on Route 42. Wallace 
Beaulieu, George Small, and H. 
W. Graham attended. Also in 
attendance was Tfc. Miller 
from the Maryland State 
Police. The foilowing sugges- 
tions were discussed: 

The placement of a “steep 
grade warning” sign on Route 
219; the placement of signs 
describing curves and location 
of curves on hill; the placement 
of flashing lights at top of hill 
warning trucks to remain in 
lowest gear; the placement of 
signs indicating populated 
(residential) area ahead; the 
placement of a sign uidicating 
that McCullough Street is not a 
through street; improve street 
lighting in intersection of Mc- 
Cullough Street on Route 42; 
and determine whether an 
escape ramp could be placed on 
the hill if 4 feasible location is 
found. 

In addition to regular busi- 
ness matters, the following 
items were discussed: 

1. The Mayor and Town 
Council wish to inforni the resi- 
dents of Friendsville that water 
meters will be read monthly in 
order to quickly identify leaks. 

2. Any new building construc- 
tion or additions require a zon- 
ing permit prior to the start of 
construction. Residents are re- 
quested to contact Wayne 
Anderson, Zoning Adminis- 
trator, to obtain a zoning permit 
application before beginning 
any builduig construction in the 
Town. 

3. The Maryland Rural 
Development Corporation has 
informed the Town that an addi- 
tional $3,000 has been approved 
for the roof replacement of the 
old Friendsville Elementary 
School. The Town had 
previously been awarded a 
grant for the project threugh 
the Corporation's Small Town 
Emphasis Program (STEP). 
The recommended bid. how- 
ever, exceeded the preluninary 
estimate by approximately 
$3,400. As of this time, the Town 
has received no word from the 
STEP officials as to the avail- 
ability of funds from the Com- 
munity Service Administra- 
tion. 

4. The Town's Municipal 
Administrator was  in- 
structed to follow up on a letter 
from the Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene regarding 
a proposed sewer line extension 
along Bear Creek. The Adminis- 
trator has requested that the 
project be reassigned from a 
STEP 2 position (design stage) 
toa STEP 1 position (feasibility 
study). The Town anticipates 
hiring an engineering firm in 
the near future to complete the 
STEP 1 feasibility report.

Kitzmiller - May 6 


In addition to the regularly 
scheduled business, the follow- 
ing activities took place during 
the May 6 meeting of the Mayor 
and Town Council of Kitzmiller: 

1. Due to the parking diffi- 
culties expressed by a resident 
of the Town, “No Parking” 
signs have been ordered for 
State Street. 

2. Attorney John Toston pre- 
sented correspondence from 
BetterVision, Inc. regarding a 
three percent franchise fee 
which the Town has requested 
from the cable company. 
Council voted not to accept the 
agreement offered in Beter- 
Vision's letter (a five-year ex- 
tension of the existing ten-year 
contract) and instructed Toston 
to continue his efforts in obtain- 
ing the three percent franchise 
fee. 

3. A request for contributions 
to area Little League teams was 
presented to the Mayor and 
Town Council. After consider- 
able discussion, the request was 
regrettably denied, based on ex- 
pected reductions in State and 
Federal revenues for the next 
budget year. 

4. Keystone Lime Company 
presented an estimate of $7,300 
for 61 tons of hot mix for paving 
on the following streets: Home- 
stead, Willow and West Center. 

9. The Mayor and Council dis- 
cussed a request trom the Sani- 
tary Commission for a meeting 
to discuss the Kitzmiller Water 
System. The Town's Municipal 
Administrator was instructed to 
prepare a letter requesting to 
be placed on the agenda at the 
next scheduled meeting of the 
Sanitary Commission. 

6. A resolution was adopted 
by the Town authorizing the 
submission of a HUD Com- 
munity Development Block 
Grant application in the amount 
of $244,000 which will be used 
for the construction of the Kitz- 
miller Water System. The 
application was prepared by 
Frederick Ward and Associates 
of Bel Air, and the Town's 
Administrator 

7. A map and description of 
all streets and roads in the 
Town was presented by the 
Administrator. This list in- 
cludes the total amount of road- 
ways in Kitzmiller from which 
the Town receives State High- 
way user funds.

the event. Wengerd requested 
help in operating the concession 
stands, and no decision was 
made in lieu of expected cut- 
backs by CETA regarding the 
staff at Broadford. 

4. G. David Green, chairman 
of the Fourth of July Old 
Fashioned Picnic to be held at 
Broadford, informed the 
Council that the Oakland Down- 
town Merchants’ and Busi- 
nessmen's Association has 
agreed to coordinate the fund 
drive for fireworks, with a goal 
set at $2,500. Green informed 
the Council that rescue squad 
and fire department personnel 
will be present that day, and 
plans include a square dance 
demonstration, a vesper ser- 
vice, a marathon race and a 
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dance marathon. After 
considerable discussion Council 
agreed to maintain the ‘‘dime 
day” policy this year for ad- 
mission, refreshments and any 
other activities.

Sarbanes Bill To 
Aid Survivors Of 
Police, Firefighters 


Senator Paul S. Sarbanes has 
cosponsored a bill to provide 
significant benefits to families 
of Federal police officers and 
firefighters who die in the line 
of duty. 

“It is important that we 
recognize society’s moral ob- 
ligation to help compensate 
families of those who risk their 
lives daily to preserve peace 
and to protect our lives and 
property,” Senator Sarbanes 
said. ‘This legislation will help 
meet the immediate financial 
needs of survivors, significant- 
ly increase the morale of 
public safety officers and 
preatly assist in recruiting 
efforts.” 

The bill Senator Sarbanes is 
cosponsoring would provide for 
a payment of a $50,000 death 
benefit to survivors of Federal 
law enforcement officers and 
firefighters who die ‘as the 
direct result of personal injury 
incurred in the line of duty.” 
Benefits would be payable to 
the surviving spouse, children 
or parents of the law enforce- 
ment officer of firefighter. 
Provision is also made for an 
Interim payment prior to a 
final determination if it ap- 
pears that the ‘benefit 
probably will be paid.”

Ability As Opposed To Disability 


Following is the fifth in a six- 
part series dealing with avail- 
able services for handicapped 
people in Garrett County, and 
the determination and contri- 
butions of handicapped Individ- 
uals and those who work for 
their welfare.

Several years ago services 
for handicapped children 
existed solely through the Gar- 
rett County Board of Education. 
There las been large growth in 
handicapped services in a short 
period of time, and now pre- 
schoolers and high school 
graduates having a disability or 
handicap are provided edu- 
cational services through the 
Garrett County Head Start Pro- 
gram and the Garrett Com- 
munity College. 

The Head Start Program for 
pre-school children, ages three 
and four, in Garrett County 
began as a summer program in 
1965, and as a full year program 
in 1967. The program generally 
serves 90 percent low income 
and 10 percent high income chil- 
dren. In 1973, with the passing 
of federal law to benefit the 
handicapped, the program 
began to focus on services for 
handicapped children. 

Today handicapped children 
have first priority in the Head 
Start Program, as its funding 
wgency, the Department of 
Health and Human Services, re 
quires that the program serve a 
minunum of 10 percent handi- 
capped children. The Com- 
munity Action Comnuttee, Inc 
is the local grantee, and the 
licensing avency, the Garrett 
County Health Department, 
Issues authorization for ad- 
mission of children requiring 
spectal care, in conjunction 
with Marvland State Day Care 
regulavions. According to Head 
Start policy, no one is dented ad- 
mission to the program solely 
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MAINSTREAMING IS THE FOCUS of the handicapped program at the Garrett County Head 
Start Centers, where handicapped children are worked with individually for therapy and then jo1n the 
total group of children served tor all other activities which they are able to participate in. Pictured

includes health, nutrition, 
dentai, mental health, support 
fur the family and trans- 
portation. Special services 
secured by Head Start for 
Handicapped children include 
speech pathology, physical 
therapy, occupational therapy, 
adaptive equipment and 


facilities: renovations, and any 


other services deemed neces- 
sary by the Admission, Review 
and Dismissal team. The Head 
Start Program follows a student 
plan similar to that used by the 
Garrett County Board of Edu- 
cation. Each child enrolled in 
the program has an Individual 
Education Plan WEP) aad 
parents, teachers, Head Start 
staff and other professionals 
work with the design, 
implementation and review of 
IEPs. 

Head Start has a working re- 
lationship with the Board of 
Education whereby facilities at 
Head Start are offered to pre- 
schoolers in exchange for Board 
of Education services. The pro- 
pram fullows the Board of Edu- 
cation school year schedule of 
operation. and also offers a 









summer program specifically 
for its handicapped children. 
The summer program is com- 
prised of two days home visit 
and one day center-based. 
Head Start has five centers lo- 
cated throughout the county, 
two in Oakland, one in Crellin, 
Jennings and Friendsville. 
Physically handicapped  chil- 
dren in the southern end of the 
county attend the Oak Street 
Center, and those in the north- 
ern part attend the Jennings 
Center. Head Start also has a 
severe and profound hand)- 
capped” center, and the pro- 
gram currently has three chil- 
dren who make use of those 
facilities, in addition to others 
with severe language and 
speech problems. The reyular

day through Friday weekly, and 
Monday is utilized for special 
teacher training, home visiting 
and planning. 

In order to serve all handi- 
capped children, Head Start 
offers program options, includ- 
ing variation of center atten- 
dance, hume and center vaseu 
programs and daily program 
involvement. Flexibility at 
Head Start is one key to meet- 
ing individual needs. 

Parent involvement and 
Mainstreaming are major 
issues at Head Start. A 
therapist from the Garrett 
County Health Department tas 
deemed necessary) works with 
each handicapped child at Head 
Start once a week and demon- 
strates the therapy utilized fur 
the parents of the child The 


parents then continue the 
therapy on a daily basis. Each 
child ts worked with individ- 
ually, and then joins the other 
children for story tune, group 
tune, music and other group 
activities. According to Jean 
Tressler, Garrett County Head 
Start Prograni Director, all 
children ‘are included in every 
activity they can participate 
in."’ Each center offers a block 
area, dramatic play area, a 
Science area, manipulative 
toys, a reading area and others, 
and children in the program can 
circulate to the various areas. 
Head Start each year has 
significant parent involvement 
with its handicapped program. 
Free workshop sessions are 
offered to parents of children 
enrolled in the Head Start Pro- 
gram, and the handicapped pro 
gram plan ts designed by the 
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Policy Council, which is com- 
prised of parents, Head Start 
staff and people from the com- 


munity active in making 
decisions. 
Workshop sessions for 


parents are geared toward 
understanding special needs, 
looking at differences and disa- 
bilities and probiems a family 
must face when they have a 
“special” child. Two programs 
focus on the ‘‘normal"’ develop- 
ment of children and could be 
the means for identifying a 
“special needs” child. Early 
identification of children with 
handicapped conditions 1s also 
covered in parent meetings.

special material in wntten form 
is passed on to parents of handi- 
capped children. 

Parents are allowed to 
accompany their children to the 
Head Start centers, and parent 
volunteerism at the centers 
goes toward the local 20 percent 
match with the federal dollar. 
The parent group raises money 
each year to take all Head Start 
children on field trips. This year 
they will travel to the Pitts- 
burgh Zoo and Storybook 
Forest. Head Start also offers a 
home visit and family counsel- 
ing program, and ‘tries to 
make parents feel 
comfortable,’’ said Ms. 
Tressler. The adult/child ratio 
at the centers 1s about one adult 
to every three children. In addi- 
tion to parents, adult volunteers 
are provided through the Board 
of Education, the Compre- 
hensive Employment and 
Trauung Act and the Youth 
Employment and Training 
Project ‘both under the West- 
ern Maryland Consortium), and 
the Maryland Service Corps 
Volunteers. Other help in the 
county comes from Health 
Department volunteers. nurses 
and psychologists. 

The Head Start Director and 
Coordinator for Health and 
Nutrition, the Social Services 
Parent Involvement staff, 
center teachers and Nancy 
Fazenbaker, Coordinator of 
Services for the Handicapped, 
work together to provide a full 
range of services to Head Start 
children. Some chidren require 
services which are not avail- 
able in Garrett County, and the 
local program receives support 
from the John F. Kennedy Insti- 
tute and other facilities in 
Morgantown, W. Va. and Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. in the areas of 
physical and psychological 
therapy. When a child must 
travel out of town for services, 
all arrangements are made by 
Ms. Fazenbaker, who also 
accompanies the family to the 
out of town appointment for 
support. Ms. Fazenbaker acts 
as a liaison between Head Start 
and state and county agencies 
providing special services, the 
families of handicapped chil- 
dren, the Board of Education 
and services out of the county. 

There are five teachers and 
five teacher aids in the county 
Head Start Program. Each 
teacher is required to have 45 
hours of training a year for 
special education. Teacher 
training is received through the 
Head Sturt staff. the coordi- 
nator for special education at 
the Garrett County Board of 
Education, consultation with 
local agencies, and through the 
Head Start State Training 
Officer. In-service, on-site 
training is set up by local 


agencies or through the Garrett 
Community College and Frost- 
burg State College, in the areas 
of speech therapy, physical 
therapy, occupational therapy 
and visits to other centers 
which provide services to 
handicapped children. George- 
town University in Washington, 
D. C. offers training for Garrett 
County Head Start teachers, 
where special workshops are 
held concentrating on separate 
categories of handicaps. 

The Head Start Program 
recruits its participants 
through local agencies, area 
churches, the Garrett County 
Extension Office and door-to- 
door inquiries. Assessment of 
each child is perfortned in the 
areas of physical ability, 
perceptual/cognitive, 
language, creative skills and 
individual strength (including 
emotional development). All! 
children are screened for early 
identification of special needs. 
and those services are then pro- 
vided. 

According to Ms. Tressler, 

we couldn't provide the ser- 
vices we do if not for other 
agencies,” which she said offer 
much help. 

The Head Start Program re 
quests inspection and 
recommendations from the 
local Health Department in 
regard to building and facility 
renovations, made upon request 
of the program director or the 
resource staff. Community 
Senior Citizens make chairs, 
therapy tables and other neces- 
sary equipment, and the ARD 
team recommends wheel- 
chairs, ramps. rails or other 
needed renovations. Head Start 
makes arrangements for 
transportation, including the 
installation of seat belts and 
special seats and an aid on 
every bus. Walkers and special 
feeding equipment are among 
the aids offered to handicapped 
children in the program. Ms 
Tressler stated that the organi- 
zation ‘can obtain equipment to 
meet any need identified ~ 

Other agencies which work in 
cooperation with the Head Start 
Handicapped Program include 
the Child Development Center, 
local doctors and dentists. the 
Department of Social Services, 
Vocational Rehabilitation and 
the Appalachian Center. 

In addition, transportation 
services are provided to handi- 
capped students through the 
House of Hope and Conumunity

Action Committee, Inc. 

In the area of continuing edu- 
cation in Garrett County after 
the public school system the 
Garrett Conununity College has 
made great strides to meet 
accommodation and accessi- 
bility requirements for physi- 
cally and emotionally disabled 
persons. Since all students at 
GCC must meet the same col- 
lege level requirements there is 
no special program for 
mentally handicapped people. 

Rick Brmggs, counselor and 
coordinator of student 
activities, and Marc: McClive, 
personnel director and affirin- 
ative action officer are the two 
key figures at GCC who coordi- 
nate both universal and individ- 
ual accomodations. 

During a recent interview, 
Briggs stated that “We are 
beginning to see more handi- 
capped peuple looking to Gar- 
rett Community College.” He 
noted that reasons for this ris- 
ing interest in GCC could be in- 
creased accessibility, closer 
communication with other 
agencies offering referrals, and 
the staff's ability, because of its 
size, to work with students ona 
one-to-one basis. 

Briggs explained that the col- 
lege “needs to know 1f someone 
Is in need of special help, but 
would not want to put someone 
in a category or label them as 
handicapped. The college 
simply fills special needs."* Stu- 
dents are not required to notify 
the college of disabilities, some 
of which are hidden. There is 
also some question as to how a 
disability is defined, either 
medically or in regard to edu- 
cation, said Briggs. 

Some students at GCC have 
disabilities which would inter- 
fere with their ability to do 
school work. Others could be 
medically classified as “handi- 
capped,” but their particuiar 
disability would have nothing to 
do with their ability to perform 
scholastically. Disabilities 
everywhere cover a wide range 
of types, and the same 1s true at 
GCC, where many are not 
noticeable, according to Briggs. 
Persons with alcohol or drug 
abuse problems also fall into 
the category of persons with 
special needs. 

Briggs stated that. if students 
were classified as “‘handi- 
capped,” approximately 20 stu- 
dents now attending GCC are 
known to fall into that category. 
He added that, according to per- 
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centages resulting from college 
surveys, an estimated 20 more 
could have some sort of 
disability. The college, how- 
ever, has no way of knowing 
exactly how many handicapped 
students are presently enrolled 
in classes. Severely disabled 
students make up a “small per- 
centage” of handicapped stu- 
dents at the college, said 
Briggs, and all are “working to- 
ward building some skill in 
hopes of finding employment.” 

To date one handicapped stu- 
dent has graduated from GCC, 
and another's training there led 
to employment, said Briggs. 
“The biggest benefit, however, 
is that they are out interacting 
with others, and they begin to 
see themselves as a total per- 
son. They have the opportunity 
to see that there is another 
world out there,” he added. 

Work space and program 
modification for disabled per- 
sons is “never a case of making 
it easier for the student,” said 
Briggs, just making work in 
school possible. 

Ms. McClive works closely 
with the Rehabilitation Act of 
1973 «which requires accessible 
education for all disabled per- 
sons, up to age 21). 

GCC began eliminating archi- 
tectural barriers in the fall of 
1977. Curbs were cut and ramps 
were installed, offering level 
access; telephones and water 
fountains were lowered, stalls 
were widened in the school's 
restrooms and sinks were 
altered. 

The Oakland Center of GCC 
recently completed construc- 
tion of a ramp leading to the 
first floor of that building. and 
all programs are now available 
on that fluor. The ramp was fi- 
nanced through a Housing and 
Urban Development Com- 
munity Block Grant. Most of the 
renovations are federally 
funded. 

Other chanyves made at the 
Oakland Center include a pro- 
tecled entrance off the parkinys 
lot with nearbs parking spaces 
for the handicapped, a wider 
doorway with a low pressure 
door. and well-marked pas- 
sages, entraces and rooms. 
Subtle accommodations have 
also been made, such as high 
contrast on hallway floors for

the vision unpaired. 

When an addition to the 
Learning Center is completed 
at the main campus, McHenry, 
students will be able to travel 
the length of the McHenry 
campus under roof. In addition, 
the. college intends to install 
visual fire alarms in both 
centers for the benefit of the 
deaf, and money is alloted for 
that purpose. 

Individual physical aids are 
included in services provided 
by the college and are paid for 
out of the college budget. 
According to Briggs, the major 
thing is to ‘address each stu- 
dent’s needs.”” The college 
recently purchased a wheel- 
chair, available for one student 
who is unable to bring his with 
him to the campus. In a 
separate case, audio tapes were 
transcribed into visual material 
for a deaf typing student. A 
special desk was built by the 
college for an art student who, 
because of a disability painted 
while holding a brush in his 
teeth. 

Tape recorders are offered 
through the college hbrary. 
Magnifying equipment and 
textbooks with large print are 
available for the ‘legally 
blind,” persons with limited 
vision. Work study students are 


employed to help handicapped 
students in need of assistance 
in taking notes or reading, or 
pushing a wheelchair. “We are 
very creative, and special 
services can take all types of 
forms to meet special needs,” 
said Ms. McClive. 

GCC goes beyond law require- 
ments and attempts to inake 
handicapped students feel wel- 
come. Briggs is available for 
persona! counseling, and 
teachers and family are also in- 
volved in the transition process. 

Briggs, a former special edu- 
cation teacher, works to help 
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make students become more

Maryland dairy farmers 
have held their milk pro- 
duction above a year earlier 
for the sixth consecutive 
month. Preliminary figures 
from the Maryland-Delaware 
Crop Reporting Service places 
Aprll’s output at 135 million 
pounds, five percent above the 
same month a year earlier. 
Production has now exceeded 
that in the previous year for 
each month since November, 
1980. Output per cow increased 
50 pounds to 1,100 pounds per 
cow, giving an average daily 
production of 36.7 pounds per 
cow. That figure is also up 
slightly from the 35.5 pound 
per cow average in March. The 
number of cows on farms held 
steady for the third month at 
123,900 head. 

Milk prices in April are 
expected to average $14.40 per 
hundredweight with = an 
average fat test of 3.68 per- 
cent. March milk also 
averaged $14.40 per hundred- 
weight but the fat test 
averaged much higher at 3.77 
percent. 

The milk-feed price ratio 
dropped to 1.40 during April 
compared with 1.41 in March 
and 1.64 in April 1980. Feed 
prices held relatively steady 
compared with the month be- 
fore; 18% protein mixed dairy 
feed showed the only increase 
of $5 to $220 per ton. All feeds, 
however, were higher than a 
year before. 

Marvland dairy farmers fed 
au total of 342.000 tons of grain 
and concentrate to their milk 
cows in 1980. That total in- 
creased two percent from the 
335,000 tons fed in 1979. The 
umount per cow averaged 9,960

April was the wartnest it has 
been since 1954 and 1955 in 
most of Maryland. It was the 
warmest on record for Hagers- 
town.

The highest tem- 
perature, 87° was recorded at 
College Park on April 28. The 
minimum temperature, 19° 
was recorded at Oakland on 
the 7th.

Officials Sturves 
State For New 
Foreign Corin Pest 


Agricultural officials from 
the Maryland and U.S. Depart- 
ments of Agriculture are con- 
ducting a statewide survey to 
determine the extent of the corn 
cyst nematode, a newly dis- 
covered foreign pest of corn in 
Maryland. 

The officials also will deter- 
mine what measures are 
needed to suppress and control 
the pest, said Harvey Ford, 
deputy administrator of USDAs 
Animal and Plant Health In- 
spection Service. An 
emergency quarantine is not 
necessary now, Ford said. 

The pest, a minute worm, was 
first found in Pakistan and first 
described in scientific liter- 
ature in 1970. Ford said. It's 
Latin name is ‘Heterodera 
zeae.” 

Ford said he approved the 
survey as one of several 
measures to deal with the new 
pest after it was discovered in 
four Kent County, MD, corn 
fields in February. 

Ford said the corn cyst 
nematode is primarily a pest of 
maise, although it also attacks 
wheat, oats, barley and 
sorghum. The nematode infests 
the soil and the host plant, re- 
ducing yields. During the adult 
phase of its cycle, it forms cysts 
in the soil. These cysts can be 
spread from one area to another 
when soil clings to harvested 
plants, plant parts, equipment, 
containers or vehicles, Ford 
said. 

Although the potential for 
further spread of the pest isn't 
known, state authorities have 
asked voluntary cooperation of 
affected landowners, Ford said. 

The Maryland infestation was 
identified by A. Morgan Golden, 
a research nernatologist in 
USDAs Beltsville, MD, Agri- 
cultural Research Center. Soil 
samples were collected by 
Lorin Krusberg, University of 
Maryland, and Michael Goff of 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture.

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Snyder Indicted 
On Seven Charges 


Russell T. Baker, Jr., United 
States Attorney for the District 
of Maryland, Thursday an- 
nounced the indictment of J. 
Dwight Snyder on a number of 
tax charges. 

Snyder, 45, Oakland, was 
charged with three counts of 
failure to file personal tax 
returns and three counts of 
evading taxes for calendar 
years 1973, 1974 and 1975. He 
was also charged with one 
count of concealing assets 
from the Internal Revenue 
Service, an offense which is 
alleged to have occurred in 
1980 

Snvder was arrested on April 
25, on the charge of failing to 
file his 1975 return and was 
released that day after posting 
10 percent of $50,000 bond. 

According to Baker, each 
count of tax evasion carries a 
maximum penalty of five 
years imprisonment and a 
$10,000 fine. Failure to file tax 
returns carnes a maximum 
penalty of one year imprison- 
ment and a $10.000 fine for 
each return not filed, while the 
maximum penalty for conceal- 
ment of assets is three years 
Imprisonment and a $5,000 
fine. 

Domenic LaPonzina, Public 
Affairs Officer for the Internal 
Revenue Service, stated that a 
trial date is expected to be set 
by the end of this week. The 
TRS has been conducting an 
Investization into Snyder's 
records for the past several 
years, since he reportedly 
began filing teary returns and 
withholding information in 
1971. 

Snyder stated that his reason 
for withholding information 
and not paying taxes resulted 
from “violation of his Constitu- 
tional rights by the IRS" in 
previous tax years. Snyder, 
who will be represented by 
Arthur Tronokas, a tax lawyer 
from Georgia, said he feels 
confident about the trial, which 
is expected to last several 
weeks, culminating years of 
hens, investigations and court 
proceedings. Snyder's case 
gained national recognition 
after a seizure by the IRS at 
his home and place of business 
in February, 1980. 

Baker said that the case was 
investigated by Special Agents 
of the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice and was presented to the 
Grand Jury by Assistant 
United States Attorney Eliza- 
beth H. Trimble. Numerous 
Garrett County residents were 
called before the Grand Jury 
in Baltimore during the past 
few wecks to offer testimony in 
regard to the case.

Accident School 
To Have Water, 


Sewerage Hookup 


The Accident mayor and 
town council and rep- 
resentatives of the Garrett 
County Board of Education in- 
formally agreed on a plan last 
Wednesday to provide water 
und sewerage services to the 
new Accident Elementary 
School. 

The plan calls for the town to 
pay for the engineering and 
construction of the project with 
municipal funds and for the 
lsoard to repay the town over a 
period of years. The repay- 
ment will be in addition to the 
normal hookup fees and 
regular service fees. 

Dr. Jerome RKyscavage, 
county superintendent of 
schools, who attended the 
meeting with Herb Harman, 
president of the Buard, said 
the plan was similar to 
arrangements between the 
Buard and the Garrett County 
Sanitary Conunission for water 
and sewerage services to 
Broad Ford Elementary and 
Southern Middle schools. 

He explained the Board is 
repaying the Sanitary Com- 
mission which financed the 
extension of water and sewer 
lines from the Mountain Lake 
Park ovsteni tu the property 
line of the schools. 

Mayor Wavne Fratz stated 
the Board must submit a 
written agreement to the town 
in order for the town to borrow 
the funds necessary for the 
project. 

The extension from the 
Accident system would involve 
installing 690 feet of water and 
sewer lines to the proposed 
school site on the Accident- 
Bittinger Road, just outside of 
the town limits.

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Commissioners To Release 
County Budget Monday 


The (Garrett County 
Commissioners were smiling 
Tuesday when Chairman 
Ernest Gregg announced the 
county budget for fiscal year 
1981-82 will be released to the 
public Monday. 

“For all practical purposes, 
the Garrett County budyet 1s 
completed,” said Gregg. 

The commissioners did not 
say what the tax rate would be, 
but indicated it would be less 
than this year and possibly at or 
below the constant yield tax 
rate of $3.17 (not including the 
five cent fire tax). 

Gregg, joking with the press 
during the regular Board 
meeting, said the com- 
missioners had written the 
headling for next week's story 
on the budyet: ‘“‘County 
Commissioners Reduce 
Property Tax Rate.” 

The commissioners said 
copies of the budget would be 
available to the public anytime 
after 12 noon Monday. They 
scheduled a public infurmation 
meeting on the budget Tuesday, 
June 9 at 1.30 p.m. in their 
meeting room in the court- 
house. 

In other action Tuesday, the 
commissioners approved the 
FY 1981-82 Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds budget which 
allocates a total of $736,981 to 13 
county departments. 

Commissioner Gregg said the 
estimated revenues were 
“pretty firm’? because the 
United States Congress had 


approved federal revenue allo- 
cations. The FY 80-81 revenue 
sharing budget had a shortfall 
of $190,000 because actual funds 
were less than anticipated. 

The county roads department 
will receive the largest share of 
revenue sharing funds for 
operating expenses totaling 
$376,680. 

The Board of Education will 
receive the second largest allo 
cation of $201,913 for pro- 
fessional services, school site 
improvements, building and 
additions, remodeling or 
repairs. Superintendent of 
schools Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
when contacted by The 
Republican Tuesday, stated 
that amount was $47,000 more 
than requested. 

Other departments included 
in the budget were: county com- 
missioners, $1,000 for furniture 
and equipment; courthouse 
complex, $14,000 for painting 
exterior and interior of old 
courthouse and repairing in- 
terior of the Coffey House: 
General Services, $70,000 for 
utilities; Election Board, $500 
for equipment; Sheriff's 
Department, $43,770 for five 
new cars: Animal Shelter, $6500 
for phase I] completion and a 
lawn mower/snow blower: 
Garrett Community College, 
$7,000 for an energy audit; Ruth 
Enlow Library, $3,000 for 
interior and exterior repairs to

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Baltimore Judge Orders State 


To Equalize Spending For Pupils 


A Baltimore City Court de 
cision last week which man- 
dated an overhaul of the state s 
uid-to-education system could 
bring more money into Garrett 
County if it survives the appeal 
process. 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage said 
the decision, “bodes well for 
those school systems in the 
state which have not been able 
tu put into public education the 
same amount as the more 
atfluent systems.” 

But, he added, “It remains to 
be seen what will happen.” 

Judge David Koss ruled Tues- 
day. May 19, the Maryland 
system violates the state 
Constitution “because it fails to 
provide equal funding on a per 
pupil busts across the state and, 
therefore, must be 
overhauled." 

If the ruling survives the 
inevitable appeal to the state 
Court of Appeals, it would mean 
a redistribution of the three 
quarters of a billion dollars a 
vear the state allocates to 
public schools, or could mean 
an increase in expendtures. 

Ross said the state legislature 
must set up a system which 
guarantees equal per-pupil 
spending across the state, with 
some exceptions for special stu- 
dent needs, but which does not 
put unrealistic demands on 
local revenues. 

The judge found the school 
aid system to be unequal in a 
suit brought by the school 
systems of Baltimore City and 
three rural counties: Somerset, 
St. Mary's and Caroline. 
Besides the school boards and 
superintendents of the four 
systems, the plaintiffs included 
the Baltimore City mayor and 
76 students. 

The state and Montgomery 
County were on the defense 
side. 

The case was argued last fall 
ina four-month trial, with about 
100 witnesses. 

Ross said the school aid 
system violates Article VIII, 
the education article, of the 
state Constitution which re- 
quires the legislature to 
“establish throughout the state 
a thorough and efficient System 
of free public schools; and shall 
provide by taxation. or other- 
wise, for their maintenance." 

Also, the judge found the cur- 
rent system violates the Consti- 
tution's “equal protection” 
guarantee of fair treatment for 
ull citizens. 

Judge Ross dened the plain- 
tiffs’ charge that the system 
violates the federal Consti- 
tution’s Fourteenth Amend- 


ment ‘equal protection” 
clause: 
The two grounds—the 


requirements of the education 
clause and an ‘equal protec- 
tion’ guarantee—yranted by 
the judge lave led to similar de- 
cisions in nine other states. At 
least 10 more states have 
altered their finance systems as 
an indirect result of the nation- 
wide litigation. 

The judye also found that 
although the state aid formula 
does give more money per pupil 
to poor counties than to rich 
ones, the allocations do not 
overcome the differences ul 
local wealth. 

‘As a result,” he said. “the 
quality of schools in the plain- 
tiffs’ subdivisions is inferior to 
those in the wealthier sub- 
divisions with respect to build- 
igs. equipment, materials and 
staff." 

During the trial, the defense 
attorneys contended that the 
relativeiy poor school systems 
that brought the suit should 
have to prove a connection be- 
tween educational spending and 
quality in order to win their 
case. 

On Tuesday, Judge David 
Ross ruled otherwise. ‘It is not 
necessary to determine such 
issues as what educational 
methods are best calculated to 


succeed in educating disadvan- 
tagved children or to settie the 
myriad other debates of the 
educators and analysts,’ he 
wrote, “the only question is 
whether unequal funding is 
permissible.” 

Dr. Ryscavage stated that 
even if the judge's ruling sur- 
vives the appeal process and a 
satisfactory formula is devised, 
it will not resolve the school 
system's immediate financial 
problems.

Generic Holiday

Down East in Maine this is the time of year when the locals 
say that ‘the lights turn off on the electric blankets and turn on in 
the sununer people’s houses."’ Much the same thing happens 
here, where the last week of May serves us a kind of watershed 
between seasons. One reminder of summer's rapid approach is 
the speed lunit change on Route 219 along Deep Creek Lake. The 
forgetful driver is likely to collect a costly souvenir of the 
Memorial Day weekend, or at least a sprained ankle from 


standing on the brake pedal. 


Memorial Day is not what it used to be, although we have not 
completely forgotten the original purpose. A trip to Gettysburg, 
or to any national cemetery is evidence that there still is a core of 
persons who know it as “Decoration Day.”’ The neat rows of crisp 
American flags march across green grass, a powerful and 
stirring testimony to the large company of those who fell in battle. 

For most of us, though, it is difficulf enough to figure out just 
when Memorial Day will be celebrated. With so many 
governments, each selecting a different day, plus the additional 
confusion from states that switch back and forth between the two, 
the function of the “holiday” becomes reduced to absurdity. Like 

weekend," it becomes just another day off. Like the no-name 
generic products that have become part of almost every food 
store, our red letter days of national identity have become simply 
holidays—an excuse for a three-day weekend. 

I] may be wrong, but the evidence seems to point to a general 
tendency of our social institutions and customs to become 
generic. Form follows function, We can expect Sunday to become 
less of a unique tune in the week. There is a clear shift away from 
emphasizing such events as high schvol graduation, 
confirmation, and other celebrations of family and personal 


achievement. 


That may not be a mark of wndifference. The clothes of one 
#eneration rarely fit comfortably on the next. The American 
people have not been known for a zealous love of the past. Such an 
appreciation needs to be cultivated. Without it, history becomes 


so much excess baggage. 


And a holiday becomes just a time to reduce the speed linut 
ald take a day off. That is, if we can agree on the day.

Mt. Lake Park-May 14 


In addition to transacting 
general business matters, thie 
following persons met before 
the Mayor and Town Council: 

1. Bob Weeks, representing 
the Dennett Road Nursing 
Home, discussed the sewage 
system servmg the nursing 
home and surrounding area. 
Weeks reminded Council of the 
Town's agreement to take over 
the operation of the system 
after approval from the Health 
Department, which was re- 
cently obtained. Problems 
affecting the system apparently 
can be corrected by the instil- 
lation of an additional basket 
strainer in a nearby manhole. 
Weeks agreed to share the cost 
of the purchase and installation 
of the strainer with the Town. 

2. Richard Orr of Mt. Lake 
Park discussed a potential 
water drainage problem on his 
property. Mayor Russell Alex- 
ander and members of Council 
agreed to visit the Orr property 
to view the situation and report 
a recommendation for action by 
the next council meeting. 

3. Bob Fousek, Acting 
Administrator for the Garrett 
County Sanitary Comnitssion, 
and Tom Jones, Sanitary Com- 
mission representative, pre- 
sented a lengthy discussion con- 
cerning the Sanitary Commis- 
sion’s proposed sewerage plans 
for the Shady Acres area. The 
present proposal would require 
sewaze from the Shady Acres 
area to be treated at the Trout 
Run Treatment Plant. On 
Murch 24 the Mayor and Town 
Council subnutted a letter to the 
Sanitary Commission request- 
ing a Clarification of operation 
and maintenance and debt 
retirement co>'s which would 
be shared should the Trout Run 
plant be used for any additional 
treatment. After informning the 
Mayor and Town Council that 
the conditions of the letter 
would be met, Jones and 
Fousek stated that before the 
project could be approved the 
vranting agencies would re- 
quire a letter of agreement 
from the local jurisdictions (Mt. 
Lake Park and Loch Lynn) con- 
cerning the recently published 
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facilities plan which deals, in 
part, with the renovation of the 
Trout Run treatment plant for 
the accommodation of future 
growth within the area. Council 
agreed to provide such an 
agreement provided that the 
conditions stated in its previous 
letter to the Sanitary Com- 
mission were met. 

In a separate matter, Mayor 
Alexander informed Fousek 
that residents along John and 
Mary Drives were paying cut- 
of-town water rates and re- 
quested that Fousek look into 
that situation. 

4. Morgan France presented 
the results of his efforts to pro 
vide an accurate plat map for 
the Town. He noted that 
apparently there were several 
discrepancies and/or deletions 
between the existing tax maps, 
the 1899 plat, the 1952 survey 
map, and record deeds, pri- 
marily involving the layout of 
certain streets and individual 
lots. France stated that he 
would attempt to reconcile the 
discrepancies and would pro 
vide a progress update at the 
next council meeting. 

9. George Evans was ap- 
pointed to the Planning Com- 
Mission and Dale Dabney was 
uppointed as an alternate to the 
Zoning Appeals Board. 

6. The Town's Municipal 
Administrator presented a 
sample agreement for the 
Town's use in contracting the 
installation of traffic control 
signs throughout the Town. 
Additionally, a draft copy of a 
personnel policy was presented 
to the Mayor and Council for 
their review. 

7. The Mayor und Council wel- 
comed Councilwoman Diana 
Wawzinski, who was appointed 
to fill the vacancy created by 
the resignation of Ellis Ellifritz. 


Grantsville-May 18 


Mayor William Edwards and 
Councilmen Gerald Beachy, 
Harold Humberson and Walter 
Younkin were re-elected to 
serve the Town of Grantsville 
during a recent municipal elec- 
tion. Newly-elected Council 
members are George Edwards 
and Fred Holliday, Jr. 

After conducting matters of 
regular town business, the 
following matters were acted 
upon by Council: 

1. A proposal from Frederftk 
Ward and Associates of Bel Air 
for a water supply study was ac- 
cepted by the Town. The firm 
will investigate and propose 
measures to provide adequate, 
year-round water sources for 
the Town. 

2. The FY82 budget was 
formally adopted, including a 
municipal tax rate of $.90 per 
$100 of assessed value. 

3. Council voted to erect signs 
in the park area prohibiting the 
consumption of alcoholic 
beverages. 

4. A motion was made and ap- 
proved to prepare an ordinance 
which would make Bittinger 
Alley a one-way street, east- 
bound. The Town's Municipal 
Administrator will submit a 
draft ordinance by the next 
council meeting. 

Harold Swartzwelder ap- 
peared before Council to voice 
his objection to the Town's 
opposition regarding the liquor 
license fo. the Cavern Town 
(forinerly the Blue Moon 
Saloon). Council informed 
Swartzwelder that its oppo- 
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sition was based on inadequate 
parking facilities as required by 
the Town's Zoning Ordinance. 
(It should be noted that the 
establishment has been granted 
the necessary licenses). 


Kitzmiller-May 9 


Mayor Lois Mosser and 
Councilman Knotts of Kitz- 
miller attended the May 19 
meeting of the Garrett County 
Sanitary Commission to discuss 
the Kitzmiller Water System 
project. The major issues dis- 
cussed during the meeting 
were: the operation and main- 
tenance of the system after 
completion methods to be used 
for debt retirement, and pro- 
cedures to be followed for pay- 
ing costs incurred to date which 
are not project-eligible. 

After discussing various 
alternatives the two parties 
mutually agreed that the Town 
of Kitzmiller could be responsi- 
ble for all operation and main- 
tenance activities once the proj- 
ect is complete, including local 
billing, payments to the Mt. Top 
Public Service District (which 
will be supplying the water) and 
all repair costs. The method of 
debt retirement, as required by 
state law, will be a function of 
either the County Commis- 
sioners or the Sanitary Com- 
mission, depending on which 
method of retirement is se- 
lected (front foot assessment, 
ad valorum tax, or a combi- 
nation of the two). The Sanitary 
Commission agreed to provide 
the Town with a list of all costs 
incurred thus far which are not 
grant or loan eligible. Once 
these costs are reviewed by the 
Mayor and Town Council, the 
method of payment will be 
finalized.

Oakland-May 18

In addition to regular town 
business, the following items 
were addressed by the Mayor 
and Town Council: 

1. Council discussed various 
methods of handling town gar- 
bage following a presentation 
by Herb McCrobie, Garrett 
County Roads Department 
Administrator, regarding a 
transfer station system with 
varbage compactor dump sites. 
McCrobie explained that the 
county is in favor of construc- 
ting five stations and elimi- 
nating the green box system. 
One site considered is located 
on city-owned land near thie 
Garrett County Animal Shelter 
along the Oakland-Sang Run 
Road. McCrobie added that 
plans call for the area to be en- 
closed by a six-fout-hgh chain 
link fence. and that the area will 
be manned during hours of 
operation. 

Although no definite arrange- 
ments were made, Council 
tentatively approved the use of 
the site, for the purpose of 
installing a garbage compactor 
pending further discussion, 
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particularly with the Oakland 
Street Department. 

2. James Hoskins of SPECS, 
Inc., Frostburg, and Eric 
Coustry of CECA Engineering. 
Inc., Cumberland, presented 
Council with a data reference 
sheet and water tank cost 
analysis for the Town's two 
water tanks, one built in 1909 
and the other built in 1937 
Based on his study Hoskins ad- 
vised Council that it would not 
be feasible to attempt to rebuild 
the older tank and suggested 
that a new concrete tank be 
built. The newer tank, he said, 
could be salvaged and used 
another 25 years 

Hoskins also indicated that 
the cost to rehabilitate the tanks 
would be almost equivalent to 
the cost of a new tank, and that 
the rehabilitation would carry 
with it a one-year warranty. 

The study prepared by 
SPECS was based on total 
water usage, the number of 
billed customers, the average 
monthly water consumption, 
estimated tank construction 
cost, available financing, and 
user charges for loan repay- 
ment. 

Council agreed to table a de- 
cision on the matter pending 
further investigation into the 
conditions of the tanks and ob- 
taining a second opiition. 

3. Council hred two life 
guards for the Broadford 
Recreation Area this summer, 
and it was noted that an addi- 
tional lifeguard could be avail- 
able for hire through the CETA 
program. 

4. Winona Alexander of the 
Oakland Police Department 
was appointed Park Director at 
Broadford, effective June 1, 
1981 through September 30, 
198).

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Two Helicopter 
Crewmen Die In 
Tuesday Crash 


CHAPTICO, Md. (UPI) — 
Two Navy helicopter crewmen 
were killed Tuesday in a fiery 
crash on a state highway in a 
rural area of St. Mary's County 
in southern Maryland, police 
said. 

The crewmen were apparent- 
ly stationed at the test pilot 
school of the Patuxent Naval 
Air Test Center. Names of the 
dead crewmen were not im- 
mediately released by au- 
thorities. 

“We found some bits and 
pieces of the bodies,” said Lt. 
ham Miedzinski of the state 
police in leonardtown. Both 
crewmen apparently went down 
with the craft. 

The helicopter came down in 
the town of Chaptico, a 
crossroads village on State 
Route 238. Police said no one on 
the ground was hurt and there 
was no property damage. 

One witness said he heard the 
craft sputter then come down 
on the road and explode at 10 
a.m. Tuesday. 

The helicopter crashed direct- 
ly on the two-lane roadway 
between three houses in the 
rural area. 

Mrs. William Boyd, the wife 
of the county medical examiner 
who lives directly across from 
the crash site said, ‘I heard 
this horrible sound. Then the 
thing came down and just 
missed our hayfield. 

“The pilot must have trying to 
land in the field, but missed,” 
she said. 

Bud Owens, who works for 
Mrs. Boyd and was plowing the 
hayfield at the time of the 
crash said, "I heard it come 
over the trees and it didn't 
sound right.

Scrivener, buttoned to the 
neck ina black «the Navy calls 
it blue) double-breasted parade 
uniform, went headfirst into a 
Naval Academy reflecting pool 
just to show how glad he was 
that his final Naval Academy 
dress parade was over. 

Most of the 946 other 
academy seniors who will 
graduate Tuesday were right 
beside him, continuing what 


has become a_ day-before- 
graduation tradition at the 
academy.

Sentenced, Fined 
In Medicaid Fraud 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A 
criminal court judge Tuesday 
sentenced the operator of the 
Shangri la Nursing Home of 
Delinar, Del., to three years in 
prison and fined him $20,000 on 
Medicaid fraud charges.

Barnes and the corporation 
he owns pleaded guilty April 15 
to two counts of an indictment 
charging they filed false 
Medicaid reimbursement state- 
ments in fiscal years 1977 and 
1978 with the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 


Hypiene. 
A statement of facts in the 
case revealed that Barnes 


submitted cost reports that 
disguised numerous personal 
expenses unrelated to the 
operation of the nursing home. 
Some of the items uncovered 
in the cost reports were 
expenses for telephone and 
toilet mstallations, repairs and 
insurance for Barnes’ private 
yacht, interest and mortgage 
payments for his house and 
part of 4 salary for his personal 
housekeeper, the statement of 
facts said. 

Barnes admitted submitting 
false claims for more than 
$52,000 

Shangri La, where about half 
the putients are Maryland 
residents who receive medical 
assistance, is the second 
nursing home sentenced since 
last month for submitting 
fraudulent expenses to the 
Medicaid program.

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Goldstein Advises Bankers To Try 
To Stay In State, Keep Goodwill 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — Mary- 
land banks should not “burn 
their bridges behind them" by 
moving their operations to 
states with more favorable 
banking laws, state Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein told banking 
industry representatives Tues- 
day. 

In remarks prepared for 
delivery at a Maryland Bankers 
Association convention in White 
Sulphur Springs, W.Va., Gold- 
stein said banks need “firm 
foundations and goodwill in the 
respective communities and in 
the state that built and 
nurtured your banks, banks 
which have grown and pros- 
pered.” 

At least one major Maryland 
bank indicated its intention to 
move its operations to Dela- 
ware earlier this year, and

other banks have said they are 
considering such moves. 

Delaware recertly enacted 
laws generally considered more 
favorable to banks than Mary- 
land laws, which impose limits 
on loan interest rates. 

Comparing the banking situa- 
tion in Maryland to the recent 
offering of variable or adjusta- 
ble rate mortgages nationwide, 
Goldstein said, ‘I believe the 
adjustable rate mortgages 
which have no interest limits 
will meet with great consumer 
resistance.”’ 

“By nature, Americans are 
just not amenable to buying a 
pig in a poke, or to signing a 
blank check. I believe that 
consumers will be more willing 
to enter into the so-called 
floating mortgages if there are 
caps or ceilings, defining the 
highest possible interest rate." 


Lawsuit Seeks Recovery Of 
Government’s Debt To Ancestor 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — 
Edward C. Mussenden ran out 
of patience Tuesday and filed 
suit against the federal govern- 
ment to recover a Civil War 
debt arising from his ancestor's 
construction of a Union gun- 
boat. 

Mussenden, great-great 
grandson of a Maine slupbuil- 
der, took the case to court as a 
last-ditch effort after he and his 
family doggedly pursued their 
claim for more than a century 
through private relief measures 
in Congress. 

“It’s been 119 years and I, for 
my descendants, am anxious 
for this thing to pet resolved 
one way or the other,” he said. 

If Mussenden 1s successful in 
obtaining the money — 
$11,708.79 plus interest that 
could total millions of dollars — 
it might set a precedent for 
others with old claims against 
the government. 

“It could open a Pandora's 
box,” he predicted 
The case would also raise 
questions regarding the separa- 
tion of powers if Congress were 
ordered by the courts to pay 
Mussenden. 

The struggle over the money 
began after Mussenden’s great- 
great grandfather, Stephen 
Larrabee, who with a partner 
ran a shipyard in Bath, Me., 
won a contract in 1862 to build 
a 300-foot gunboat for the U.S. 
Navy. 

The vessel, the Tosco, was 
commissioned two years later 
and served with some distinc- 
tion blockading Southern ports 
and participating in an am- 
phibious assault on Fort Fisher, 
NEG 

Although Congress appro- 
priated $80,000 for the vessel, 
Larrabee maintained the final 
bill was $11,708.79 more be- 
cause of legitimate cost over- 
runs. 

Records show the Navy and 
the U.S. Board of Claims 
recommended at the time that 
the extra sum be paid, but 
Conpress took no action. 
Since then, the Mussenden 
family has endured a long 
voyaye of frustration. 

Six relief bills have been 
introduced in Congress over the 
years, the latest in 1974 when 
then-Sen. Edmund Muskie, D- 
Me., fought gamely for restitu- 
tion for Mussenden.

Perhaps when we think that 
lite has been particularly unfair 
we need to ask ourselves, *'Yes, 
but are vou blecding?”’ Are we 
suffering anything that is as ter- 
rible as the cross? Are we really 
sulfering, or just pouting be- 
cause things haven't just gone 
our wav? 

The key is often one of per- 
spective, taking the long view- 
point. As Hebrews puts it: 
“Tor the moment all discipline 
seems paintul rather than pleas- 
ant; later it yields the peaceful 
fruit of mghteousness to those 
who have been trained by it’ 
(12:11).

Dermatologist 


Warns Against 
Too Much Sun 


The pain and discomfort of 
sunburn are bad enough but 
even worse is the danger that 
builds over the years, according 
to a West Virginia University 
dermatologist. 

“It’s all cumulative—the 
more you get, the more your 
skin will age prematurely and 
the more chances you will have 
to develop skin cancer,” said 
William A. Welton, chicf of 
dermatology in the WVU School 
of Medicine. 

Sun tan has some cosmetic 
and psychological value, but 
except in small doses its 
dangers are considerable, Dr. 
Welton said. 

“Skin cancer is the most com- 
mon form of cancer and overex- 
posure to the sun is by far the 
leading cause of the disease,” 
he said. 

“The cause-and-effect 
relationship is well established 
by our knowledge that sunlisht 
can cause a breakdown of the 
DNA molecule. Normally, the 
body can repair the danwye but 
if it cannot, cancer may 
develop.” 

Damage to the skin from 
overexposure is all too evident 
he says, in premature aging on 
parts of the body that regularly 
get the sun's rays—the head, 
neck and arms—compared with 
the skin on the buttocks. 

Welton notes that both sun- 
burn and long-term damage 
from exposure are related to 
types of skin. Dark- 
complexioned people tan more 
easily and also suffer less 
damage over the years. 

“These things, including 
cancer, are related to dosaye.” 
he said. “A light-complexioned 
person who gets badly burned 
year after year will clearly be 
in maximum danger. The same 
type of person who yets da tan 
slowly will be at less risk.” 

Warning signs of skin cancer 
are a new growth or sore that 
does not heal, appearance of an 
unusual pigmented area, or 
change in the color or size of a 
wart or mole. 

Protection from sunburn 
comes from screening agents 
and the best are those that con- 
tain para-aminobenzoic acid 
(PABA). They are rated by 
number from 1 to 15, with the 
highest number blocking all of 
the sun’s rays 

It makes sense, Welton says, 
to use such preparations at the 
start of the summer and to use 
the more protective kinds if 
your skin ts fair. 

Is it worth the risk to exercise 


regularly in the sun, consider- 
ing the beneficial effects of 
regular exercise on the cardi- 
pulmonary systems, even if it 
means sunburn at the start of 
the summer season? 

“There are still ways to pro- 
tect yourself. If you're subject 
to burning, use a protective 
agent. Wear a hat. Keep the 
arms covered. Get the sun tan 
gradually,” Welton said. 

“If you do get badly burned, 
there’s not much to do but bear 
it since there is not any really 
good treatment for such burns. 
But if blistering and loss of body 
fluids are severe, you should 
see a doctor,” he said.

tux. The “certificates” claim 
that the tax cannot be collected 
because the revenue is not 
collected in gold or silver. 

“This is yet another tax 
evasion scheme deceivingly 
covered in the blanket of the 
US. Constitution,”’ Goldstein 
said. ‘“‘The arguments ad- 
vanced on the fake certificates 
have been heard in federal and 
state courts, including those 
here in Maryland, and have 
been found to be without 
merit.” 

The comptroller advised re- 
tailers and their employees that

“Don’t be taken in by these 
kinds of schemes which defraud 
all of us who pay our taxes,” 
Goldstein said.

Withheld From 
Pa. Residents 


All employers in Maryland 
are now being mailed a special 
local income tax withholding 
guide so they can begin with- 
holding local Maryland income 
taxes from certain residents of 
Pennsylvania and Delaware on 
June 1, 1981, State Comptroller 
Louis 1.. Goldstein has an- 
nounced. 

Marvland employers will be 
required to begin withholding 
the taxes from earnings of 
residents of Pennsylvania and 
Delaware who live in cities or 
townships which levy earnings 
taxes on Marylanders working 
within their borders. 

A law enacted by the 1980 
session of the Maryland 
General Assembly requires the 
withholding from any non- 
resident working in Marvland 
if his or her home city or town- 
ship taxes Marylanders work- 
ing there. 

“Earlier this year, we 
received from the Pennsyl- 
vania Bureau of Loca] Govern- 
ment Services a list of approx- 
imutely 1,100 townships and 
boroughs which levy locel 
earnings taxes. That list is in- 
cluded in the new, non-resident 
withholding guide now being

furnished to employers,”’ Gold- 
stein said. ‘‘The only Delaware 
subdivision known to levy the 
earnings tax on Marylanders is 
Wilmington, meaning that 
residents of Wilmington, 
Delaware working in Maryland 
will be subject to the with- 
holding beginning June Ist.” 

Goldstein further noted that 
his office is receiving notifi- 
cation that some local govern- 
ments in Pennsylvania are now 
in the process of exempting 
Marylanders from their earn- 
Ings taxes. “Residents of those 
townships which exempt Mary- 
landers will not be subject to 
the local Maryland income tax 
withholding,” he said. 

In order to provide em- 
ployers with the most up to 
date information, a list of 
townships known to have 
repealed their taxes on Mary- 
landers will be sent to em- 
ployers in mid-June, before the 
withholding money is sent to 
the Maryland Income Tax 
Division. 

The tax to be withheld is the 
local or “piggyback” income 
tax, levied at rates varying 
from 20% to 50% of the state 
tax liability by Maryland's 23 
counties and Baltimore City. 
No state tax will be withheld 
from Pennsylvania residents 
because Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania have a reciprocity 
agreement for state taxes — 
meaning that employers with- 
hold state income taxes for the 
state of residence. 

Delaware residents working 
in Maryland already have 
Maryland State income taxes 
withheld from their earnings 
because the two states have no 
reciprocity agreement. How- 
ever, no local Maryland in- 
come taxes have been withheld 
from Delaware residents 
previously. 

In order to prevent un- 
necessary withholding, those 
residents of townships which 
have either recently taken 
action to exempt Marylanders 
from their local earnings taxes 
are now in the process of en- 
acting ordinances, should have 
their taxing authority formally 
notify the Maryland Income 
Tax Division as quickly as 
possible,’ Comptroller Gold- 
stein said. 

The notification should be 
sent to Director, Maryland In- 
come Tax Division, Income 
Tax Building, Annapolis, 
Md. 21401. 

Once the information is 
received, it will be forwarded by 
the Income Tax Division to 
Maryland employers.

Reminder Issued 


On Employment 
Of Minors Law 


Commissioner of Labor and 
Industry, Harvey A. Epstein, 
recently issued a reminder 
that youths 14 through 17 years 
of aye may not work unless the 
employer has a verified and 
validated work permit in his

possession for the minors. 

The Maryland Employment 
of Minors Law _ provides 
coverage to persons who have 
not yet reached their 18th 
birthday. 

From Memorial Day to 
Labor Day, minors 14 and 15 
years of age cannot work 
before 7 a.m. or after 9 p.m. 
Youths in this age bracket are 
not permitted to work more 
than eight hours a day or more 
than 40 hours a week. How- 


ever, at ages 16 and 17, youths 
may be employed up to 12 
hours a day when school is not 
in session and without 
restrictions as to the time of 
day, according to the law. 

The State Employment of 
Minors Law also specifies that 
minors must be given a half- 
hour break after working five 
hours continuously. 

“Employers should be made 
aware that the Maryland law 


does not always apply to their 


types of business,” stresses 
Commissioner Epstein. ‘The 
Federal Child Labor Law 
prevails when it provides 
Hreater coverage to the 
minors.”

She was brought up in a 
convent, and once aspired to 
be a nun At 16, she began her 
training as an actress with the 
Paris Conservatoire In 1862, 
at 18, she made her debut with 
the Comedie Francaise, but 
Tesigned a vear later rather 
than apologize for an incident 
of insubordination 

In 1864. she gave birth to an 
legitimate son, Maurice, 
whose father was prince Hen- 
ride Ligne «Maurice eventu- 
ally would manage Miss 
Rernhardts own theater in 
Paris in the 1890s) In 1883, 
she martied a Greek aristo- 
erat. Jacques Aristide Dama 
la. but they were legally sepa 
rated one year later Though 
she had numerous relation 
ships with men, she preferred 
to be free 

Miss Bernhardt s knee, 
which was injured in 1905, 
plagued her for 10 years 
before her leg was amputated 
in 1915 In 1912, she appeared 
In the short film. “Queen 
Elizabeth.’ making her the 
first great actress to perform 
on film. Years earlier, she had 
recorded her voice on a disc 
for Thomas Edison 

An indomitable figure who 
once said. “The secret of my 
life is will.” Miss Bernhardt 
was shooting scenes for the 
film “La Voyante when she 
died in Paris on March 26. 
1923

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Goldstein Issues 
Words Of Caution 
To State Bankers 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein advised the 
state’s bankers not to burn 
their bridges behind them by 
seeking to muve operations out 
of state. 

Speaking to the Maryland 
Bankers Association iu White 
Sulpher Springs, W. Va., on 
May 26. Goldstein stated that, 
while banks are undergoing 
their greatest changes since 
the Great Depression, they 
cannot progress without firm 
foundations and goodwill. “in 
the respective cominunties and 
in the state that built and 
nurtured your banks, banks 
which have prown 9 and 
prospered.” 

Comptroller Goldstein added 
that, in striving tu meet the 
challenges of bank = de- 
repulation, increased com- 
petition from money funds and 
other “un-banks.”” and high 
interest rates, the banks must 
not forget their customers. 

Noting that variable or ad- 
justable rate mortgayes are 
one example of the changes in 
traditiona) banking services, 
Goldstein said. “1 believe the 
adjustable rate mortgages 
which have no interest limits 
will meet with great consumer 
festotunce. By nature, 
Americans are just not 
amenable to buving a pig in a 
poke. or to signing a blank 
check. I beheve that con- 
sumers will be more willing to 
enter into the so-called floating 
mortgages If there are caps or 
cellings, defining the highest 
possible interest rate 

“Consumers will have to be 
educated to these changes. If 
you ignore this consumer edu- 
cation, you will only be hurting 
yourselves,” he told the 
bankers 

Goldstein stated that hiysh 
interest rates and inflation 
have acted to dramutically 
slow the growth in) bank 
depusits in Marviand as con- 
sumers devote more of their 
earnings to n-cossities and to 
other higher interest savings 
options including money 
market mutual funds. 

“Total deposits in state and 
national banks in Maryland at 
the close of 1980 amounted to 
$15.1 bilhon. This is a growth 
of only 3'% over 1979, the low- 
est rate of growth in 0 years,” 
Goldstein. said. By contrast, 
money market mutual funds 
have uicreused their assets 
nationwide by more than 04% 
since the end of 1980 alone 

The comptroller noted that 
high interest rates affect 
everyone, from banks and 
businesses to consumers to 
government. “In effect, in- 
terest is the rent we have tu 
pay for money, and let me tell 
you. right now, we're all living 
in the high rent district. How- 
ever, American consumers and 
businesses can't afford to live 
in the high rent district for- 
ever. I just wish the White 
House and the Federal 
Reserve Bourd could pursue 
the same poals at the same 
time. to eliminate some of the 
confusion.

Major state revenue sources 
picking up, the Federal 
Reserve Board tightens the 
screws on the economy and the 
interest rates go up,”’ he said. 
High interest rates also 
make it more costly for the 
state to sell its prime triple A 
rated veneral obligation bonds, 
although the comptruller noted 
that the two most recent bond 
sales (May, 1980 and 
February. 1981) were held at 
low points in the interest rate 
cycle. “We don't know what 
the market will be on June 10, 
1981, when we have scheduled 
a sale of $91,915,000 in general 
obligation bonds," he said.

Household moves 
cost money, but there's 
no reason why you 
should pay more 
money than you have 
to.

Assessment Answers & Tax Talk 


by James Burley 


THE STATE PROPERTY TAX 

This ts that time of the year 
when attentiun turns to the 
property tax rates. Elected 
local government officials are 
now holding budget hearings 
and are otherwise deep into the 
task of setting rates because the 
property tax year begins July 1. 

One rate-the state property 
tax rute~has been set. It was 
increased from 20¢ to 2le for 
each $100 of assessed valuation, 
an actual 5% hike. The 20¢ rate 
had been in effect since 1978. 
Dollarwise, it means a state tax 
of $66, taking into consideration 
the phasein principle as it 
applies to the assessment. But 
this could be somewhat mis- 
leading The true increase is 
more hke 10%. The reason is 
that property values have risen 
at un average pace of 1's%, a 
month, or about 16%, a year. 
Accordingly, the property now 
valued at $70,000 probably had a 
value of around $60,000 last 
year. The increase in the tax 
yield would be fuund by com- 
paring the old value at the old 
rate with the new value at the 
new rate, and not simply by 
computing the amount of the le 
rute increase alone would 
generate. 

Moreover, the much larger 
local tax portion will also con- 
tain this inflation-fed increase, 
and the two taxes tugether— the 
local und the state property 
tax-—are what will be reflected 
on the forthcoming tax bill and 
what the property owner will 
pay. Whenever property values 
rise, the tax autoniatically rises 
even thouph the rate may re- 
main the same. this is so be- 
cause the property tax is based 
on value 

Relatively small in com- 
parison to the much Larger local 
property tax portion, nobody 
seems to pay much attention to 
the stute levy. Unlike the 
assessment, there 1s no appeal 
before it becomes final, and un- 
like the local tax rate, there is 
no public hearing held before- 
hand. Also. those early puy- 
ment discounts allowed by 
some local governments are 
applicable only to the local tax 
portion. The rate ts set annually 
by the members of the State 
Board of Public Works, who are 
the Governor, the Comptroller, 
and the State Treasurer, who is 
not directly elected by the

County Residents Oppose Sludge; 
Health Officials Still Undecided 


The Garrett County Health 
Department has not made a de- 
cision whether to approve or 
disapprove a proposal by a land 
reclamation firm for a demon- 
stration project to reclaim 
abandoned strip mine sites in 
the county with city sludge but 
several hundred county resi- 
dents have. They don't approve 
of it and they signed a petition 
to tell the commissioners so. 

The petition signers, pri- 
marily from the northern part 
of Garrett County, opposed the 
proposed pilot project because 
they believed the dumping of 
sludge containing “any percen- 
tage of contaminants, 
chemicals and metals” posed a 
threat to the growth of the sur- 
rounding region. 

The conimissioners presented 
the petition to Edgar Harman 
and Rodney Glotfelty of the 
county health department Tues- 
day during a briefing on the 
demonstration project 
proposal. 

Harman told the commis- 
sioners the health department 
has not yet made a decision be- 
cause many questions concern- 
ing the sludge to be deposited 
remain unanswered. 

Glotfelty noted he would be 
meeting with University of 
Maryland and Penn State re- 
searchers to further discuss the 
proposal.

Glotfelty added he has sent 
samples of soil from the pro- 
posed site and of the sludge to 
be deposited to the University of 
Maryland for analysis to cross 
check information provided by 
Modern-Earthline Companies, 
the reclamation firm. 

In other business, the com- 
missioners met with Herb 
McCrobie, county roads 
administrator, to discuss alter- 
natives to the sold waste 
disposal system in the county. 

McCrobie noted the bids 
opened last week for equipment 
for a compactor system were 
close to his estimates. 

The commissioners indicated 
they wanted to compare the 
cost effectiveness of keeping 
the present dumpster system 
and contracting a private com- 
pany to manage it (which would 
require a bidding procedure), 
against buying or leasing equip- 
ment for the compactor system. 

The commissioners opened 
six bids for the construction of 
the animal health laboratory, 
but awarded none because the 
apparent low bidder was $30,000 
over funds budgeted for the pro- 
ject. 

The apparent low bidder was 
Ron Marc Design & Con- 
struction, Oakland, who sub- 
mitted a base bid of $178,908. 

The commissioners directed 
the architect and Dr. Frank 
Custer to review the building 
design to search for ways to cut 
down construction costs. 

Anna McNallie, senior 
planner, and Bonnie Zimmer- 
man, director of the Garrett 
Bus System, discussed grant 
funding for a van-pooling 
system in the county. McNallie 
stated Mass Transit rep- 
resentatives would visit the 
county Tuesday to provide 
information about the program. 

The commissioners set up a 
3:30 p.m. meeting with the rep- 
resentatives in the 
commissioners’ meeting room. 

The commussioners acknowl- 
edged five appointments made 
by Governor Harry Hughes for

American HV Plans Major Expansion 


American HV Test 
Systems, Inc. of Accident 
has announced an expansion 
program that will double the 
size of its physical plant and 
its labor force. 

The announcement was 
made jointly by Keith R. Reed, 
President of American HV, the 
Garrett County Com- 
missioners, and Thomas D. 
Jones, Director of the Garrett 
County Development Com- 
pany. 

The Commissioners, at their 
June 2 meeting approved a 
resolution which will enable 
the expansion to be financed 
through the Maryland 
Industrial Development 
Financing Authority (MIDF A) 
at a favorable interest rate. 
Garrett National Bank will 
actually finance the expansion, 
subject to a MIDFA guarantee. 

American HV Test Systems 
was founded in 1975 by Mr. 
Reed, who moved to Garrett 
County in that year from 
Brewster. New York, where he 
was Executive Vice-President 
of a firm with a similar 
product line. 

In July. 1975, American HV 
began doing business from the 
former Kolb's Feed Store in 
Accident. This location served 
as the temporary home for 
American HV while its new 
plant was under construction. 

In December, 1975, the 


company moved into per- 
manent quarters in the Central 
Garrett Industrial Park with a 
force of four persons. 

Today, the company employs 
34 persons. As a result of this 
expansion program, the work 
force is projected to grow to 69 
persons by the end of 1983. 

The initial financing for 
American HV was provided 
through both the company’s 
own borrowing capability and 
Garrett County's ability to 
borrow for industrial develop- 
ment purposes. The Garrett 
County Development Cor- 
poration owns the firm’s 
current facility and leases it to 
American HV, which holds an 
option to purchase the facility 
when the lease terminates. 

Late in 1977, Reed sold sixty 
percent of the stock in 
American HV to three 
European companies which 
also manufacture hizh voltage 
testing equipment. These 
ISuropean firms include the 
Swedish firm ASEA AB and 
the Swiss firms of Micafil AG 
and Emile Haefely and Cie 
AG. 

These three compames had 
previously formed a con- 
sortium for the purpose of co- 
operatively marketing their 
products.

Mt. Lake Approves Tax Discount 


In View Of Ad Valorem Taxes 


The Town Council of Mt. Lake 
Park approved a 15 percent tax 
discount for the new budget 
year during a special meeting 
May 28, following a recommen- 
dation by Mayor Russell B. 
Alexander. According to Alex- 
ander the discount will be avail- 
able to town residents who pay 
their taxes early, and “1s neces- 
sary" in view of the proposed 
ad valorem taxes that will be 
levied on citizens of Mt. Lake 
Park and Loch Lynn to retire 
the debt of the Garrett County 
Sanitary Conunission, owners 
of the Mt. Lake Water Com- 
pany, for the Water Rehabili- 
tation Project. 

The proposed tix will be 
approxunately $64 per $100 of 
assessed value and will be col- 
lected through the county tax 
system over a period of 40 
years. The amount of the debt to 
retire 18 approximately 
$850 000. 

An additional ad valorem tax 
of $.16 per $100 of assessed 
value will be imposed to retire 
the approximate $180,000 debt 
for the Trout Kun Treatment 
Plant. Monies collected through 
tne ad Vaiuiuin Giacs win 
the Sanitary Commission to pay 
back loans for work completed. 

Bob Fousek, Acting Adminis- 
trator of the Garrett County 


Sanitary District, stated that 
the ad valorem tax issue was 
advertised in the form of public 
Notices in 1980 by the Sanitary 
Commission and the Garrett 
County Commissioners. He 
added that the ad valorem tax 1s 
in accordance with the Anno 
tated Code of Maryland, and 
that no additional public hear- 
ings will be held regarding the 
debt retirement of the projects. 
Fousek stated that the ad 
valorem taxes should be in 
effect this budget year. 

Mayor Alexander informed 
Counc! that he has always been 
opposed to the water project, 
stating that “it would create an 
increased burden and hardship 
for residents of Mt. Lake Park 
and Loch Lynn.” 

Alexander stated that he 1s 
not aware of any other town 
which gives this large a dis- 
count, saying that “the county 
should be able to cut back its 
tax rate or offer a larger tax 
discount." He added that the 
town intends to hold its tax rate 
at the constant yield of $ 69, 
dropping from last year's rate 
of $.78.

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Family Loses 
All Possessions 
In Monday Blaze 


Members of an Oakland area 
family lost their home and all of 
their possessions in a fire Mon- 
day evening. 

Firefighters from Oakland 
and Deer Park were called to 
the residence of Willis W. 
Thomas at 6:04 p.m., located 
along U. S. Route 219 about two 
miles south of Oakland. Upon 
arrival, they found much of the 
one story log-frame dwelling in- 
volved in fla:nes. The blaze was 
brought under control in about 
15 minutes, however most of the 
structure was gutted and nearly 
all its contents destroyed. 

Robert H. Shimer, fire 
investigator for Garrett and 
Allegany counties, stated that 
Thomas said he and his wife, 
Sheila, and their daughter, 
Sherry, 7, were in the living 
room of the residence and their 
son, Willy, Jr., 6, was in a bed- 
room, located at the center of 
the house, when the fire was dis- 
covered by Thomas. 

He found the fire burning 
around a wood-coal stove, and 
upon further investigation, a 
container of lighter fluid near 
the stove. The fluid had ignited 
and when Thomas attempted to 
remove the container, it upset 
and spread over the floor. He 
then awakened his wife, who 
was asleep in the living room, 
and went into the bedroom to 
rescue his son. In the process he 
sustained a minor burn of the 
leg. 

Shimer said that the fire 
quickly destroyed the phone 
lines in the house and the family 
was unable to call for help. 
Eugene Helbig, a member of 
the Oakland Fire Department 
who happened to be out jogging 
in the area, noticed the smoke 
coming from the house. After 
making sure the members of 
the family were safe, he ran 
across U. S. Route 219 to a 
neighbor's house and called 
Garrett Central Alarm. Mrs. 
Thomas in the meantime also 
went to a neighbor's residence 
and called for help. 

The dwelling is owned by 
Ralph Gilbert, Fairmont, W. 
Va. Thomas stated that he had 
no insurance on any of the con- 
tents and it was not known if 
there was any uisurance on the 
structure. 

Firefighters remained on the 
scene until about 8 p.m. Also 
responding was the Southern 
Rescue Squad and a unit from 
Columbia Gas. 

Thomas, an employee of the 
city of Oakland, told Shimer 
that he and his family are stay- 
ing with his father, Alvie 
Thomas, Oukland. Persons

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Commissioners Release Budget: 


Property Tax To Drop To $3.17

The Garrett County 
Cummissioners discovered 
yesterday that their inter- 
pretation of the constant yield 
tax rate of $3.17, on which they 
based the FY 1981-82 budget, 
differs from the state. The state 
maintains the $3.17 rate in- 
cludes a local tax of $.05 for tire 
departments, but the 
commissioners contend the 
State law says the rate is ex- 
clusive of loca! taxes and should 
be additional. The 
commissioners plan to meet 
with the state director of the 
Department of Assessments 
and Taxation Friday to resolve 
the matter. Chairman Ernest 
Gregg noted that if the 
commissioners interpretation is 
incorrect, there is still time to 
conduct a public hearing re- 
quired when a county tax rate 
will exceed the constant yield. 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners Monday released 
the FY 1981-82 budyet based on 
a $3.17 tax rate, a nine cent 
drop from this vear. 

Even with the drop in the 
property tax rate, the budget 
total increased over the FY 
1980-81 budget by $318,232. 

ihe new tax rate, which dues 
not include the five cent levy 
for fire departments, is 
estimated to bring in $8,020,595 
(after discounts and credits) to 
help fund the $11,534,706 county 
budget. 

The commissioners state 
that because they adopted the 
constant yield tax rate, they 
are not required to hold a 
public hearing on the budget, 
but they will conduct a public 
information meeting Tuesday 
at 1:30 p.m. in their meeting 
room. 

Copies of the budget are 
available in the commissioners 
office. 

To arrive at the final budget 
figure, the commissioners 
slightly reduced allocations to 
some county departments, 
shizhtly raised funds to others, 
and held allocations at the 
same level as this year for 
most 

One department which will 
receive the same allocation as 
this year — the largest sum 
from the county — 1s the Board 
of Education. The Board will 
receive $4,158,333 — $700,000 
less than they requested. 

In anticipation of the com- 
missioners action, the Board of 
Hducation met last Wednesday 
evenings to discuss possible 
areas in its budget which could 
be cut. The proposed changes 
are expected to be presented at 
the Board meeting on June 11. 

The allocation to the county 
roads department, the second 
largest user of county funds, 
will increase from $3,342,000 to 

479.500. Even with this in- 
crease, the overall allocation 
to the roads department will 
actually decrease due to a 
$170.608 drop in federal 
revenue shariny funds which 
would have been used for 
operating expenses. 

Other departments sustain- 
int reductions in county funds 
will be general services, 
dropping from $282,799 to 
$267.853; the county jail, from 
$80,093 to $85,053, and the 
Sanitary Commission, from 
$43.6) to $13 000. 

Departments which will 
receive a little more next year 
include the sheriff's office, 
from $278,260 to $287,472; 
animal control, from $38,182 to 
$55,699: and solid waste, from 
$315,000 to $387 500. 

Among items in the mis- 


cellaneous expenditures 
category, the commissioners 
listed a $54,500 payment to 
T&G Coal Company, ordered 
by the county circuit court in a 
suit against the county, and a 
$400,000 loan repayment for 
bank loans plus $47,371 in in- 
terest on the loans. 

Also noted was a total $41,814 
increase for employec benefits 
which includes retirement, 
retirement accrued liability, 
workmen's compensation, 
social security, hospitalization, 
and sick leave. 

On the revenue side of the 
budget, the commissioners 
project $315,000 in new income 
from the coal tonnage tax 
which becomes effective July 
1. 

In other revenue categories, 
the commissioners estimate 
modest increases and a few 
decreases including a drop in 
revenues from the county 
liquor dispensary from $90,577 
tu $30,000. 


Chareres Are Filed 
(vainst Local Wan 


An Oakiand man is currently 
undergoing treatment at the 
Thomas Finan Center, Cum- 
berland, following his arrest 
Saturday on charges of 
possession of controlled drug 
substances and possession with 
intent to distribute lodged by 
Maryland State Police.

Lucky are those whose 
homes already include 
the grace of one or two 
heirloom quilts. 

Quilts as a valued 
form of folk art have 
long been overlooked 
and it has only been 
recently that they have 
gained the recognition 
they deserve. The 
colorful names given 
to quilts provides an in- 
sight to the strengths 
and emotions of those 
who kept the horne 
fires burning and the 
family together during 
hard times. 

The earliest 
examples of American 
quilting date from the 
1770’s and earlier.

These quilts were of 
the linsey-woolsey or 
whole cloth variety. 
The patchwork and 
applique quilt were 
responsible for demon- 
strating a wolnan’s 
talent and thus putting 
quilts in the field of 
folk art. 

When looking for 
quilts, the following 
may be helpful: 

1. Look for quilts that 
have no holes, spots or 
faded areas. 

2. Colors: Reds, 
blues, and a combina- 
tion of colors are the 
most desirable. 

3. Stitching: Hand 
stitching is the most 
desirable. 

4. Design: The 
busier the design the 
better the quilt. 

5. Dates: Dated 
quilts are always more 
desirable.

The death of Bobby Sands and other imprisoned 
members of the Irish Republic Army in Ireland via 
hunger striking has cast a rather macabre cloud of 
eniotion, not only over the United Kingdom, but also 
over mast of the world. This, of course, was the 
intent of the strikers, hoping that the emotional 
reactions produced by their fatal actions would put 
enough pressure on those in decision-making to give 
in to certain demands. 

This same type of attempted persuasion has, 
unfortunately, migrated across the Atlantic to this 
nation. This time, however, it is being utilized not by 
prisoners, but by United States Vietnam veterans. 
Some of the strikers are now into their fourth week 
of starvation. Perhaps in some ways they too are 
prisoners. 

While it is difficult to approve of their method of 
persuasion, it seems likely that these Vietnam vets 
have some legitimate complaints. Many of these 
people are still suffering terrible physical and 
mental consequences from their Southeast Asian 
experience. Manv need more counseling to deal with 
emotional stress which has caused recurring 
nightmares, marital strife and problems in holding 
down jobs. Many seem to be suffering physical 
difficulties as a result of exposure to the herbicide 
Agent Orange, and yet so far, the government has all 
but denied that there is a connection. Financial 
assistance has been reduced or rendered non- 
existent, such as in the case of the GI Bill. 

The Vietnam war was unpopular and, in the 
opinion of many, a horrible waste of human life. We 
spent over a dozen years there and came away with 
absolutely nothing to show for it except the dead and 
mutilated bodies of many people. When the vets 
returned to their country, there were no big parades, 
no speeches, in most cases, not even a welcome 
home party at the airport. The vets were, for some 
reason, not looked upon as heroes in the same way as 
those who returned from World Wars I and II. 
However, the bullets and the bombs were just as real 
in Vietnam as they were in Europe and the South 
Pacific and the cause was the same, fighting for our 
country. 

These people have more than earned the right to 
be heard. It may be that some are making requests 
that are unreasonable and these vets might carry 
out their suicidal plan. However, it will be a lasting 
black eye on our nation if those who risked their lives 
for freedom die because our government refuses to 
respond to ut least some of their needs.

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With the mosquito season not far away, the Maryland Vet- 
erinary Medical Association has urged dog owners to be on the 
alert for canine heartworm disease. 

The disease, transnutted by mosquitoes, can lead to extensive 
organ damage and death if left unchecked 

Bluod testing of dogs for the disease during the early spring is 
recommended by the veterinary association and the American 
Heartworm Society A veterinarian can then prescribe a sound 
preventive program or treat the dog if heartworm disease is 
found. 

The disease is caused by long white worms which reach a length 
of six to fourteen inches and live in the right side of the heart or in 
adjacent blood vessels. An infected dog may have several 
hundred of them 1n its system. When fully grown, the female 
worm begins producing microfilariae wluch 1s released into the 
dog's bloud stream and the cycle repeats once again. 

Until recently, heartwortn disease was considered to be a 
problem only in wartn cliniates, but it has spread to almost all 
niosquito-infested areas of the United States. 

Most affected dogs can be treated successfully if the disease is 
diagnosed in time. Drugs are available thut will kill the adult 
worms. There is alway some risk involved in treating a dog for 
heartworms, the veterinary assuciation cautioned, but, fatal re- 
actions rarely occur among dogs that ure otherwise in good 
health 

The most effective and practical means of controlling heart- 
worms is to prevent thein from ever reaching the adult stage. 

A new drug, admuustered daily during the mosquito season. 
prevents the maturing of infective larvae into adult heartworms. 
The drug, however, must not be administered to dogs with 
estublished heartworm infections until thuse infections have been 
converted to a negative state It must be administered from the 
heginniny of the masanita eaasan until two months after the 
season ends

MIDFA is an agency of the 
Maryland Department of 
Economic and Community 
Development, and was es- 
tablished by the General 
Assembly in 1965 for the 
purpose of promoting the lo- 
cation of new uidustrial enter- 
prises in the State, encourag- 
ing the expansion and diver- 
sification of industry existing 
in the State, and avoiding the 
relocation of industry from the 
State. 

By approving mortgage 
loans made by private lenders, 
MIDFA enables companies to 
obtain loans for a higher 
percentage of project cost. at a 
lower interest rate, and fur a 
longer term than is nortually 
available from conventional 
sources. Land, building and 
equipment can be financed 
through this program. 

MIDFA terms are more 
favorable than terms under 
conventional commercial 
burrowing because loans in- 
sured or approved by MIDFA 
normally have tax-exempt 
interest rates, since the loan 
funds are channeled through a 
public body. 

The public body acts as the 
legal borrower and either re- 
lends the funds directly to the 
project applicant which owns 
the property, or the public 
body itself takes title to the 
property, leasing it back to the 
applicant. In either case. the 
applicant makes payments 
equal to the debt service on the 
lvan. 

Since tax-exempt interest 
rates are usually lower than 
conventional rates, the partici- 
pating company can obtain 
financing at a significantly 
lower cost. By Maryland law, 
the public body is iuiumune to 
financial loss and, by agree- 
ment, in each insured loan the 
lender and MIDFA agree on 
the allocation of the potential 
liability in the event of 
buisness failure or loan de- 
fault.

ALERT! The corner of the envelope screamed in heavy, red 
letters, positioned to be seen sticking out from the stack of 
unopened junk mail where it had been consigned. 

WE NEED TO TAKE ACTION NOW the letter inside 
proclaimed, before our homes, our guns, our school systems fall 
to the “Godless” radicals planning to bring it all down. Anarchy. 
America in decay. In case you haven't been put on the mailing 
lists yet, let me warn you now. Actually, there is a space for that, 
too. Just before the perforated donation form is a place to list the 
names of other ‘‘concerned Americans" who will want to join 
the fight. 

Apart from the corner-marker on the envelope, this piece 
from the National Action to protect sumething-or-other was quite 
unimpressive. Some of the slick promotions for the New Right are 
the products of the best public relations firms in the country. By 
far the smoothest selling of the conservative, evangelical 
Christian right can be seen on TV. 

This Christian “connection” with conservative, knee-jerk 
politics is deadly, and far more dangerous, in fact, than the 
*Godless"’ gun-control advocates. or day care centers, or liberal 
teachers. The selling of fear inthe guise of protecting home, and 
middle-class life styles is the cheapest sort of exploitation, but 
linking it to faith is deceptive and wrong. 

The implication is always there that what ‘‘we’’ are 
protecting from the enemy is somehow ‘Godly.’ But, consider 
the implication that the home 1s God-ordained. The New Right 
seems to equate homes with houses and bank accounts. It 
suggests that a Christian school is better equipped to perfurni 
education than a secular one. As for firearms control, the 
evidence of human history fails to show anything Godly about a 
gun. 

The appeal of the Christian right amounts to a violation of the 
most basic ethics, for in Linking faith with secular, political 
causes, these media salesmen are being just as worldly as the 
forces they claim to oppose. The idolatry of the present time 
encourages talk of ‘our’ oil, *‘our’’ canal, “‘our’’ wheat. 

It is somewhat ironic, for in claiming to offer the bread of 
faith. they are actually selling the cold stone of narrow, selfish 
appeals to greed. By their fruits shall you know them?

In bird Count 


Results from the May 2 Gar- 
rett County bird count were re- 
leased this week by Fran 
Pope, local voordinator. A total 
of 135 species were sighted, 
down five from fast vear's 
spring count, and 4.693 birds 
were counted, also down 
slightly from the 1980 total 
There were 21 participants 


A bird not usually common to 
the area, the ring-billed gull, 
ranked number one in the 
count, with « total of 618 
sighted. Mrs. Pope stated that 
the gulls are presently migrat- 
ing and the newly plowed fields 
in the county provide good feed- 
ing grounds for them. 

The red-winged black bird. 
which is usually the most 
sighted, were second in number 
with 279 sighted. followed by the 
conunon prackle at 277, the 
robin at 234 and the brown- 
headed cow bird at 226 

Three species sighted for the 
first tune during a Garrett 
County count were the pectoral 
sand piper, the summer 
tanager and the Lincoln’s 
sparrow.

Annual Survey To Protect Consumer 


RIVERDALE, Md. :UPI) — 
A state legislator said Tuesday 
eight of the 15 automobile 
repair shops he picked at 
random this year u1 Montgom- 
ery and Fruice_ George's 
counties recomxended repairs 
that were not needed. 

Delegate Luiz Simmons, R- 
Montyomery, in releasing the 
results of the suburban Wash- 
ington survey conducted by his 
staff, said Maryland's attorney 
general should conduct similar 
annual statewide surveys and 
make the findings public. 

“IT believe Maryland consum- 
ers are not getting a fair shake 
when It comes to auto repairs,” 
said Simmons, who called a 
news conference at a Kenil- 
worth Avenue gasoline station 
to discuss the survey conducted 
in February, March and April. 

In the survey, Simmons 
borrowed his wife's car, a 1972 
Chevrolet Monte Carlo with 
96.000 miles, and had a female 
member of his staff drive it 
into each repair shop and tell 
the proprietor she was having 
trouble with the brakes or the 
car's front end. 

Before doing that, however, 
Simmons had mechanic Pat 
Goss, who he described as "a 
nationally recognized expert in 
the field of automotive repair,” 
check the car and insure it was 
in good runtung = crndition 
except far ‘four clear mechalu- 
cal defects.” 


They included: bald front 
tires, worn brake hoses, defects 
in the engine mounts and a 
defective “front sway bar link 
kit," a part that keeps the front 
end of a car stable. 

Of the 15 shops surveyed, 
eight recommended unneces- 
sary repairs totalling an 
estimated $1,079.970, or $134.96 
per shop,” Simmons said.

legislative oversight committee 
was told Tuesday the state may 
regulate new variable rate 
mortgages offered by state 
chartered savings and loan 
associations, but that it cannot 
set mortgage ceilings. 

The Adnunivrative, Execu- 
tive and Legislative Review 
Commuttee reviewed proposed 
emergency regulations de- 
signed to give the state some 
control over the new mortgage 
program, but could not vote on 
the rules for lack of a quorum. 

The rules were drafted by the 
state Division of Savings and 
Loan Associations in response 
to April's decision by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board to permit the variable 
rate mortgages. 

In traditional mortgages, the 
home buyer borrows money by 
agreeing to a set interest rate 
for a fixed period of time, say, 
12 percent for 30 years. But 
under the variable rate pro- 
gram, the interest could vary 
every few vears, every year, or 
even as frequently as every 
month, although most industry 
officials say that is unlikely. 

Sen. Norman Stone, D-Balti- 
more County. chairman of the 
AELR Committee said he 


intends to poll committee 
members within the next week 
to 10 days to vote on the pro- 
posed regulations. He predicted 
they would be approved, but 
said the committee may decide 
to make that approval eapire 
after a specified time. 

Stone also directed state 
Officials to draft legislation for 
consideration in the 1982 
General Assembly that would 
empower the state to set ceil- 
ings or at least to set interest 
rate ranges for variable rate 
home mortgages. 

Stone said he was concerned 
that home buyers may not 
realize that their mortgage 
rates can change over the 
course of paying off a house 
loan, and much of the new regu- 
lations involved advanced 
notification and disclosure 
requirements. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Charles Monk, however, said 
the state could not set the mort- 
gage rates and to attempt to do 
so, even if legal, could impede 
competition and possibly vio- 
late antitrust laws. 

Charles Brown, director of 
the state's savings and loan 
division, said savings and loan 
associations are in serious fi- 
nancial trouble because of in- 


Maryland Prisons Do Not Comply 
With New Pre-Release Guidelines 


TOWSON, Md. (UPI) — The 
state prison system is not in 
compliance with tough, new 
guidelines to tighten security in 
the Maryland pre-release 
system — six weeks after the 
guidelines were drafted, a 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

The delay was attributed to a 
policy of consulting prison 
supervisors before imposing 
rules they must enforce, said 
William Clark, spokesman for 
the Department of Public 
Safety and Correctional Ser- 
vices. 

Paul J. Davis, the new 
director of the pre-release 
system was only named to the 
post Monday. 

“These guidelines originated 
at the working level and had to 
be sent out to the wardens for 


their input,"’ Clark said. 

He said there are a ‘‘couple 
of sticky areas”’ in the proposed 
rules but wouldn't say what 
they were. 

The guidlines were drafted 
because of a pmson scandal 
caused by the indictment of 27 
pre-release inmates charged 
with a rash of crimes. Police 
said the inmates were commit- 
ting crimes when they should 
have been working at part-time 
jobs or going to school on the 
outside. 

Some of the changes are 
designed to muke it tougher for 
prisuners to get unto the pre- 
release system. 

“We'll be trying to limit the 
risk to society, so we'll be 
cutting back on high-risk people 
in these programs,” said Clark.

Rules In Case 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
lower-court judge must hold a 
forma] hearing to determine if 
a confession from a man 
convicted of fatally stabbing his 
aunt was given to police 
voluntarily, the Maryland Court 
of Special Appeals ruled. 
The court ordered a new trial 
for Allen G. Finke, a gardener 
from Pasadena, who was 
convicted of the June 1979 
killing of his aunt, Leonette 
Shilling, 61, at her Riviera 
Beach home.

The Monday decision by the 
Court of Special Appeals does 
not mean the confession cannot 
he used in the new trial. It savs 
that before it is introduced, a 
formal hearing must be held to 
determine whether it was given 
voluntarily.

Arson Squad Investigates In Wake Of 
Downtown Baltimore Hotel Fire 


BALTIMORE (UP]) — A 
police arson squad investigated 
a six-alarm fire that raced 
through a parking garage near 
a century-old downtown hotel 
Tuesday, forcing the evacuation 
of 93 hotel occupants and 
employees. 

No one was reported injured 
in the fire, which jammed 
morning rush hour traffic. The 
blaze caused at least $100,000 
damaye to the aging, three- 
story garage, ftre officials said. 
“Police are checking out a 
report that there were three 
suspicious characters near the 
fire scene right before it 
started,” said police spokesman 
Dennis Hill. 

An employee and a guest at 
the nearby five-story Albion 
Hotel sai- they believed the fire 
was caused by arson. 

“Before I went to sleep at 
4:30 (a.m.) 1 saw three people 
playing near the garage,” said 
James Kennedy, 32, a tenant. 
“The next thing I heard was 
the fire engines at about 7 
o'clock. 


Mildred Heinze, the hotel 
operator, said, “Someone said 
that lived upstairs said they 
saw three dudes walking 
around there. Somebody had to 
set it.” 

The fire began at 7:14 a.m., 
apparently near an elevator 
shaft, and spread quickly inside 
the structure, said fire depart- 
ment spokesman Capt. Patrick 
Flynn 
About 150 firefighters operat- 
ing 46 pieces of equipment 
brought the blaze under control 
at 8:36 a.m. 

Firefighters feared the blaze 
might spread to the Albion and 
evacuated guests, tenants and 
employees. They also sprayed a 
wall of water in the narrow 
space between the garage and 
hotel. 

The hotel doubles as an 
apartment building. Mrs. 
Heinze said occupants were 
roused from the building into a 
drizzling rain. 

There was so much smoke,” 
she said. “There were some 


windows open and the smoke 


blew into the hotel.”’ 

Occupants and employees 
were allowed to return about 
two hours later. 

Parking lot attendant John 
Mezlary rescued two parked 
automobiles while the fire 
raged. 

Malary said he risked his life 
to save a couple cars because 
he “just wanted to help out. 
You have your job to do, and 
that's what life is all about. 
You have to take some 
chances."’ 

Part of the parking garage 
was built more than 100 years 
ago as a stable, said Benjamin 
Dorman, president of the 
corporation which owns the 
garage and hotel. Most of the 
hotel was built in the 1860s, 
Dorman said.

State Legislators Cannot Resolve 
Dispute Over Cost Of Taiwan Trip 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Seven 
Maryland legislators plan a 
trade mission to Taiwan this 
month, but neither they, their 
aides nor state or Taiwanese 
economic officials could agree 
Monday on who is paying for 
the trip. 

“The Taiwanese organization 
that is paying for it is a quasi- 
governmental one that is the 
equivalent of the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce,” declared Senate 
President James Clark, D- 
Howard. 

But House Minority Leader 
Raymond E. Beck, R-Carroll, 
who is also going on the trip, 
issued a press release insisting 
the ‘Taiwanese government” is 
paying. 

Two other legislators said the 
Chinese National Association of 
Industry and Commerce was 
paying, but they disagreed 
whether the association was 
part of the Taiwanese govern- 
ment. 

And aides for the remaining 
senators and delegates said all 
they knew was that the t rip 
would cost Maryland taxpayers 
nothing. 

The purpose of the June 14-21 
trip is to foster kloser trade ties 
between Maryland and Taiwan. 
The state had $11 million worth 
of trade with the Far East 
island in 1980. 

Other legislators scheduled to 
make the trip — some of whom 
plan to take their wives at their 
own expense — are Delegates 
John R. Hargreaves, D-Caroli- 
ne; Tyras S. Athey, D-Anne 
Arundel; and Senators Rosalie 
S. Abrams, D-Baltimore; Lau- 
rence Levitan, D-Montgomery; 
and Harry J. McGuirk, D- 
Baltimore. 


Meanwhile, things were no 
clearer among Taiwanese or 
Maryland trade officials who 
were said to be briefing the 
legislators on the mission. 
Sam Lloyd, assisant secre- 
tary for economic development, 
met last week with the 
legislators to advise them on 
the trip. 

“I’m not sure what the name 
of the group is that’s paying for 
it.” Lloyd said. “I took a trip 
there last year and mine was 
paid for by the Taiwanese 
government.’ 

Taiwan has no embassy in 
Washington, one of the conse- 
quences of the United States 
normalizing relations with 
mainland China. Clark and 
Beck, however, mauttained 
they were going to the 
“Taiwanese embassy” next 
week for a briefing on the trip 
and a reception. 

Taiwanese interests are 
represented in Washington by 
the Coordination Council for 
North American Affairs, which 
is staffed by diplomatic, eco- 
nomic and other officials from 
the island. 

spokesmen in seven different 
sections of the council's offices 
— including the economic, 
trade, and political divisiions — 
insisted they knew nothing of 
the trip. 

Maybe the General Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the 
Republic of China is paying for 
it,” said a council spokesman 
who identified himself as 
“Mister Shu.” 

“T can give you their address 
in Taipei, but they have no 
office in the United States,” 
Shu said.

If Maryland continues to 
approve of the Reagan adminis- 
tration, I'm in a good position,”

A recent poll conducted for 
Mrs. Holt by pollster Richard 
B. Wirthlin showed her trailing 
Sarbanes, 44 percent to 40 
percent.

Diffenderffer’s records. 

The state Community Deve- 
lopment Administration can- 
celed a contract with 
Diffenderffer last month, less 
than a week after accusations 
that he manipulated a housing 
waiting list to benefit friends. 
The state ordered him to 
surrender the records by May 
20, but he has apparently 
refused.

law given to Moses to spell out 
God's covenant with his people. 
Apparently these setolls had 
been optissip: for imany years 
and the people of Judah had 
forgotten about them.

Beth Brickell was on her 
wav to stardom 
She was at the height of her 
acting career, having made 
numerous appearances on 
television shows, movies-of- 
the week and motion pictures 
She was also teaching a film 
acting workshop at the Lee 
Strasberg Theater Institute, 
considered one of the best in 
the nation 
But then the former star of 
the TV series "Gentle Ben" 
abruptly shifted gears, she 
went from acting out roles 
created by others to writing 
and directing her own materi- 
al. One of the first fruits of 
her writing and directing 
talent. the award-winning 
film “A Rainv Day,’ will air 
on PBS June 10 (Local times 
may varv. check listings.) 
Ms Brickell's experience as 
a director-teacher at the 
Strasberg Institute gave her a 
taste of what it was like to 
express her own ideas through 
writing and directing.

Later she was able to 
write and direct her own 
material. “It was so much 
more exciting for me because 
I knew the material ” 

She was able to get more 
personally involved in the 
screenplay because the writ- 
ing. even though a fictional- 
ization, came from her own 
personal experiences. “I found 
out my experiences were 
more universal and people 
could identify with the fiction- 
alization.” 

To her, being an actress 
was ‘a meaningless ego 
experience,’ Ms _ Brickell 
says. “When 1 began making 
films — taxing my creative 
ability — I received a satus- 
faction I'd never experienced 
in my life. 

“To have the opportunity to 
take an ‘idea’ from the begin- 
ning. dramatizing it, seeing it 
through to the end and then 
communicating it to milhons, 
is a very meaningful exper? 


ence ~ 

Ms. Brickell feels she has a 
different perspective on hfe 
than her male contemporar- 
ies. And because the experi- 
ences of men and women are 
different, itS important the 
writers “idea” as seen 
through the eyes of a woman. 
be directed by a woman as 
well 

Ms Brickell says the mar- 
ket 1s good for films like “A 
Rainy Day, ’ thanks to Robert 
Redford’s successful film 
“Ordinary People" Theres a 
big demand for features cost- 
ing $2 to $3 million to 
produce, “A Rainy Day” had 
an $18.000 budget. The actors 
worked for free. and Ms 
Brickell considers that to 
have been worth about 
$100.000 She feels an inde 
pendent movie could easily 
be done for $2 or $3 
million.” 

She is currently working on 
three other film projects 
along the same lines as “A 
Rainy Day" The stories all 
deal with relationships that 
express an individual's per 
sonal conflict, or a conflict 
with other people and society.

WAYS TO SAVE AT 
GROCERY STORE 

Saving money at the grocery 
store is a matter of concern for 
everyone in this day of high food 
costs. Following are some tips 
that might help you spend less 
when you get to the check-out 
counter at your grocery store. 

*If your family hurries 
through breakfast each morn- 
ing, perhaps you could consider 
serving a breakfast-type food 
one night a week for dinner. 

*Remermnber that nothing is a 
bargain if the family won't cat 
it. Try introducing new foods as 
treats. For example; cut sweet 
potatoes in thin slices and fry 
them into cris}: chips. 

*Plan wisely and try to shop 
only once a week. 

“Weigh the time vou'll save 
against the money you'll spend 
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and filter 
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for convenience foods before 
buying them. 

*If a pack is called economy 
size or budget pack, it has to sell 
for at least 5% less than the 
usual size. Jumbo, giant, and 
mammoth are just descriptive 
labeling terms to only niake you 
think you're getting a lot for 
your money. 

*Watch the cashier to make 
sure items are being run up cor- 
rectly. 

*When purchasing meats, 
think about how many servings, 
not how many pounds each 
package offers. 

*When you buy chicken or 
turkey, remember that the 
larger the bird, the more meat 
there will be in proportion to 
bone. Big birds usually have a 
lower price per pound than 
small ones. 

*Powdered skim milk is a 
real money saver; it costs less 
Unan half as muchas fresh milk 

*if some nulk has gone sour, 
use it in baking. For each cup of 
sour milk you use that calls for 
sweet milk, add '2 teaspoon of 
baking soda and eliminate 2 tea- 
spoons of baking powder.

CHEESE POUF 
8 slices bread (whole wheat, 
white or rye) 
1 8-ounce package American 
or cheddar cheege slices 
%4 cup melted margarine 
3 eggs 
42 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon mustard 
2 cups milk (skim, 2% or whole 
mulk) 
Directions (Do this 4 hours or 
more before serving time) 
1. Cut bread into quarters. 
2. Cut cheese into quarters. 
3. Grease a square pan (8’’x8” 
works well) 
4. Put a layer of bread, then a 
layer of cheese, then bread and 
then cheese. 
5. Pour melted margarine on 
top. Set aside.

9. Cover. Put into regrigerator 
for 4 hours or more.

10. One hour before serving 
time, put covered casserole in 
350°F. oven to bake for 30 
minutes. 
11. Uncover and bake 30 
minutes or more until the tcp is 
golden and poufs!

This practice 
allowed all of the land on their 
small farms in the valley to be 
devoted to crop production for 
winter feeding. 

But Norway is slowly be 
coming modernized these days, 
according to the 1981 Inter- 
national 4-H Youth Exchange 


delegate. Fair-skinned and 
blue-eyed in typical Nordic 
tradition, the 20-year-old 


bionde left a city apartment in 
Oslo to come to the United 
States un early May for a six- 
month sojourn, including a 
three-week stay in Garrett 
County. 

She is spending the first half 
of her U.S. visit in Maryland. 
During that time, she will be 
staying with four farm and 
rural non-farm families on 
both sides of the Chesapeake 
Bay. From June 21-July 5, she 
will be a guest in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert W 
Shives, Grantsvile. She wil! 
also attend several 4-H events. 
including the Montgomery 
County 4-H camp _ session, 
which will be held at the 
Western Maryland 4-H Center 
near Bittinger July 6-11. 

Miss Hefre arrived May 13 
on the Eastern Shore to spend 
her first three weeks in Mary- 
land with the family of Mr. and 
Mrs. John L. (‘Jack’) King. 
Jr., near Church Hill (Queen 
Anne's county). The Kings 
operate a large dairy farm, 
and John King is a former 
president of the Maryland 
Holstein Association. 


County Family 


Gro was born and raised on 
a small dairy farm near 
Notodden, about 75 mules 
southwest of Oslo. 

Gro's father, Olav Hefre, is 
one of five local farmers co- 
operating in a neighborhvod 
cow-house operation during the 
summer months. Here the 
cows are milked regularly, 
pastured, and given dry feed 
supplements to boost pro- 
duction. 

On his 30-acre valley farm, 
Olav raises oats, rye, barley 
and clover hay for winter feed- 
ing when his cows return 
home. Some of his neighbors 
grow potatoes and carrots ona 
counercial scale. 

But dairy farming 1s only a 
part-time operation for Olav 
and his two sons. They spend 
much of their daylight working 
time throughout the year on 
300 acres of forest land up on 
the mountains. Their timber 
operations constitute the major 
source of family income 

During summer months, 
today's high-speed tractors and 
rubber-tired wagons permut the 
Hefres and other Norwegian 
farmers to bring down hay 
from the mountain highlands 
where their cattle grazed in 
earlier times. 

Prior to becoming an IFYE 
delegate to the United States, 
Gro was working in Oslo as an 
electronic data-processing 
technician for Norges Post- 
sparebank, a savings and loan 
system operated by the Nor- 
wegian postal service. 

When she returns to Norway 
at the end of October, Gro 
plans te enroll in 4 vocational- 
technical school of agriculture 
and study animal science. Her 
career goal is to become a 
dairy cattle technician,

A VISITOR FROM OUTER SPACE? -- Not quite, but this 
most peculiar object could well have been the bearer of alien 
beings, according to Gary Teats, the man responsible for the 
discovery. The parachute floated to earth in Garrett County, 
bringing with it a most unusual instrument. (See story). 


A county resident said he be- 
fan to partially believe in the 
supernatural while traveling 
via the Oakland-Sang Run 
Road near Oakland on the 
morning of May 25. 

Gary Teats, Accident, ob- 
served a bright orange object 
suspended from a tree which 
he first believed to be a kite. 
Curiosity overcame him, how- 
ever and he entered the woods 
for a closer inspection. 

The kite, ir. fact, was a 
miniature parachute attached 
to a string, which Teats traced 
through the wooded area to a 
small white object lying on its 
side on the ground. 

The object turned out to be 
an instrument belonging to the 
U.S. Government, National 
Weather Bureau Service, 
known as a ‘“‘Radiosonde.” The 
















instrument was released to 
measure the temperature, 
pressure, humidity, and winds 
at various heights above the 
ground. The radiosonde 
operated as a radio trans- 
mitter which was tracked to a 
height of about 17 miles. It in- 
cluded instructions for tts 
return if found in the United 
States, permitting the weather 
bureau to use it again. The 
instrument was launched from 
Pittsburgh, Pa., on May 22, as 
indicated on the return mailing 
instructions. 

Teats admitted some fear 
and apprchention at first, and 
perhaps a few ideas of outer 
space visitors, but returned the 
instrument to the government 
us instructed after sharing a 
few laughs and attracting a 
few curtous onlookers.

Wind Erorgy Conversion System 
Is Erected At GCC McHenry Campus 


An example of space age 
technology applied to one of 
the coldest sources of energy 
can be seen in the Wind 
Energy Conversion Demon- 
stration System that was 
erected on May 23 atop a 
power pule on the McHenry 
campus of Garrett Community 
College. Funded by an Ap- 
propriate Energy Technology 
Grant from the Department of 
Energy, the wind generator 
will be used to supplement 
power in the Coal Mining 
Technology Building and will 
be hooked up with the Putomac 
E.dison pover prid. 

Looking a little ike a space 
craft, the generator is a 
horizontal axis downwind 
structure with a wooden blade 
diameter of 13 feet. It is 
capable of generating 110 volts, 
60 cycle, maximum two kilo- 
watts, operating at a wind 
velocity of approximately 24 
miles per hour. An automatic 
control system shuts it off 
when the winds are too low or 
too high. Constructed by 
Enertech in Norwich, Ver- 
mont, it is desizned to serve as 
a secondary power source to 
convert whatever energy is 
available on a windy day into 
instantly usable electricity. 

According to Don Carstens, 
Project Director, the wind 


senerator will feed electricity 
into the Potomac Edison 
system when it generates more 
than is needed to supplement 
power in the Coal Mining 
Technology Center, and the 
colleye will then be reimbursed 
for this. “It was not 
econoniically feasible to have 
this kind of system until this 
teedback arrangement was 
possible."’ he stated. 

Cuarstens made special note 
of the fact that Potomac 
[idison donated the time of 
their workers to install the 
system. 

When asked about the 
feasibility of such a system for 
individual home owners, 
Carstens said that this project 
was designed to demonstrate 


this type of energy souice for -: 


farm and home owners. He 

claimed that it would be par- 
ticularly attractive because of 
the 40% tax relief that would 
be #ranted. 

The Wind Energy Conversion 
System is the second phase of 
the Department of Energy 
Grant. The solar phase was 
erected on the roof of the gym- 
nasium last winter and is now 
bein, used to supplement the 
water heating for the showers 
in the men's locker room. The 
hydroelectric phase is still 
being investigated.

This course 
examines the adjustment 
processes in normal in- 


dividuals and focuses on small 
troup interaction. According to 
Dr. Mitchell, this will be the 
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only time the course will be 
offered in the evenings for 
several years. 

Students may register for 
these and other summer ses- 
sion courses at the Registrar's 
Office Monday through Thurs- 
day, 9 a.m.-l12 noon and 1-4 
p.m., and on Fridays from 9 
a.m.-12 noon.

Farm Labor Steady, 
Wages Show Increase 


Approxunately 30,000 _ per- 
sons worked on Maryland 
farms during the Maryland- 
Delaware Crop Reporting 
Service's survey week of April 
12-18. That number of farm 
workers equaled the number in 
the comparable period a year 
earlier, but fell 2,000 below the 
mid-January 1981 total. Family 
workers, at 17,000, provided 57 
percent of the labor force while 
hired workers rounded out the 
remainder. 

Wave rates were above a 
year earlier for hired workers. 
All hired workers averaged 
$3.93 per hour during the 
survey week, compared with 
$3.34 in the previous year. 
Workers paid by the hour and 
receiving only cash wages 
averaged $3.60 per hour. 

Wet weahter during most of 
the survey week lunited farm 
work to mainly rainy day 
chores. Even so, hired workers 
put in an average 41.2 hour 
week, almost four hours more 
than the same time a year ago. 
Family workers averaged 42.5

Crop Disaster Protection Available 


Farmers who accurately 
report crop acreages and sign 
up to participate in the farin 
programs will not only be 
eligible for price support bene- 
fits and deficiency payments, 
they will also be eligible to re- 
ceive disaster protection, 
according to Stuart C, Peterson, 
acting chairman of the Mary- 
land State Agricultural Stabil- 
ization and Conservation 
Committee. 

“The 1981 program provides 
for disaster payments to help 
farmers whose crops are sever- 
lv damaged by weather con 
ditions”, according to Peterson. 

Wheat and feed grain pro 
ducers whose crop yield ts less 
than 60 percent of their 
established yield may receive 
disaster payments on the pro- 
duction losses below 60 percent, 
he said. 

“Maryland farmers should 
notify their County ASCS Office 
if they expect low yields on their 
wheat or barley crops due to 
severe weather conditions”, 
said Peterson. 

Producers will alsv be eligible 
for disaster payinents when 
they are prevented frem plant- 
ing 4 prozram crop for harvest 
because of a natural disaster 
However, planting of other later 
non-conserving crups must also 
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have been prevented due to a 
disaster. 


The ASCS official said 
farmers should notify the 
county office before harvesting 
or destroying ewereages, or 
replanting to other crops when 
a disaster strikes. Accurate 
acreage and production reports 
must be maintained to assure 
full program: benefits 


Peterson reminded producers 
that the final certification date 
for spring-seeded crops is July 
1, 1981. Although the final 
certification date for fall- 
seeded crops was May 1, Mary- 
land county offices will accept 
late-filled certifications for pro- 
ducers who failed to ceitify 
during the sign-up period due to 
reasons beyond the producers 
control, or for producers who 
pay a $15.00 fee to have their 
acreage verified. 

The disaster program offers 
crop protection against 
drought, flood, hail, windstorm. 
Insect infestetion. plant disease 
or any other type of disaster 
which occurs through no fault of 
the farmer. 


Further details on the bene- 
fits available through the 
Disaster Program may be ob- 
tained from the local ASCS 
Office, Peterson concluded.

Commercial red meat pro- 
duction in April in Maryland 
and Delaware totaled 11.0 
miilion pounds, announced the 
Maryland-Delaware Crop 
Reporting Service. Production 
clumbed six percent above a 
vear earlier and one percent 
above the previous month. Red 
meat output during the first 
quarter of 1981 amounted to 42.6 
million pounds, three percent 
above the first quarter's output 
in 1980. 

Cattle slaughter in April total- 
ed 5,200 head, compared with 
5,600 in March 1981 and April 
1980. Live weight averaged 
1,141 pounds for the month, 
seven pounds and 101 pounds 
heavier than last month and 
last year, respectively. Total 
live weight at 5.96 million 
pounds dropped seven percent 
below March, but was three 
percent above a year earlier. 

Calves killed during April in- 
creased 32 percent above 
March to 2,500 head. In April 
1980 slaughter totaled 1,800 
head. Total live weight of the 
calves stood at 830,000 pounds, 
for an average of 329 pounds per 


head 

Hog slaughter rose to 42,000 
head, four percent above the 
previous month and six percent 
above the previous year. Live 
weight per head averaged 220 
pounds, compared with 221 
pounds in March and 227 pounds 
last year.

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Snyder Pleads 
Not Guilty To 
IRS Charges 


James Dwight Snyder, Oak- 
land, pled not guilty to three 
counts of willful failure to file 
federal income taxes and three 
counts of evading taxes for 
caleudar years 1973 through 
1975, and concealment of assets 
for 1980, during an arraignment 
before Federal District Judge 
Norman Ramsey in Baltimore 
on Friday. The charges resulted 
from a Grand Jury indictment 
May 21, following Snyder's ar- 
rest April 20. The ensuing trial, 
for which a date has not yet 
been set, will culminate nearly 
10 vears of investigations, liens 
and court proceedings between 
Snyder and the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Snyder's attorney, Arthur 
Tronokas of Georgia, filed a 
motion Friday to have the trial 
moved from Baltimore to 
Elkins, W.Va. Judge Rumsey, 
who will make a decision on the 
motion. reportedly informed 
the IRS it had until yesterday to 
file a formal rebuttal. No 
decision has been announced at 
this time. Following a decision 
by the judge, pretrial and 
motion hearing dates will be 
set, after which time the final 
trial date will be deternuned. 

Snyder stated last week that 
the First National Bank of Oak- 
land and the Garrett National 
Bank have been subpoenaed by 
the Grand Jury for all of his 
books and rec:rds from 1990 
through 19806. The First 
National Bank confirmed this 
information: Garrett National 
Bank indicated it was not in the 

position to discuss personal 
client cases. 

Snyder's case was presented 
to the Grand Jury by Assistant 
United States Attorney 
E,izabeth H. Trimble. His case 
hus been gaining in national 
recognition over the past 
several months, particularly in 
regard to a seizure at his home 
and place of business in 
February, 1980. Snyder ap- 
peared on a talk show Monday 
night in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. 

Snyder's encounters with the 
IRS began in the early 1970's 
when he apparently began filing 
tax returns and withholding 
information. He claims that he 
is not upposed to paying taxes, 
but feels he was “mistreated” 
by the IRS, and he intends to 
base his case on Constitutional 
rights. Snyder apparently has 

not paid federal taxes during 
the past 10 years.

School Board 
To Trim Budget 
By $750,000 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education plans to decide 
Thursday how to cut the 
$750,000 from its 1981-82 budget 
denied for funding by the 
county conimuissioners. 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
county superintendent of public 
schools, will begin to detail 
proposed cuts at 7:30 p.m 
Thursday during the Board's 
public meeting at the Board of 
Education building, Oakland. 

Ryscavaye noted he and the 
Board are interested in hear- 
ing reactions to the proposed 
cuts by the public. There will 
be time for public comment 
after Ryscavage's presentation 
und before the Board takes 
action on the proposals Thurs- 
day evening. 

The Board requested the 
$790,00) in additional county 
funds to insure that present 
school programs would remain 
intact. The Board explained its 
budget would require more 
money from the county 
vovernment due to cutbacks on 
the federal and state levels. 

The commissioners, In ac- 
cordance with their attempt to 
maintain the county property 
tax rate at the constant yield 
rate of $3.17 by allocating few 
additional funds to any depart- 
ment, refused to grant the 
Board's request. 

Copies of the proposed 
budget revisions will not be 
available at the Board meet- 
Ing. 

The meeting will open at 1:30 
p.m. with the call to order, ap- 
proval of the previous meet- 
Ing’s minutes and acceptance 
of the agenda.

Budget For FY 1982 
May Be $483,000 Short 


County officials are un- 
certain whether $483,000, part 
of estimated tax revenues for 
fiscal year 1982, can actually 
be collected. If not, the county 
commissioners’ proposed 
budget for the new fiscal year, 
beginning July 1, 1s not 
balanced. 

The $483,000 amount is anti- 
cipated revenues for personal 
property tax on strip-nuning 
equipment. 

The confusion exists over 
whether the coal tonnage tax 
law exempts that equipment, a 
tutal assessable value of $195 
million, from taxation as of 
July 1, 1981. 

The coal tax law, passed 
during the 1981 General 
Assembly Session, established 
a surcharge on each ton of coal 
produced at a strip mute site. 
It also was designed to exempt 
strip mine equipment from a 
personal property tax. 

When the commissioners set 
the tax rate, and drew up the 
budget, they based it on an 
assessable base of $265.821,825 
which included the assessment 
of strip mine equipment 
trequired by the coal tax law). 

Av opinion from assistant 
attorney general Peter 
Taliaferro stated that the 
exemption does not require a 
change in the assessable base 
to determine the tax rate, but 
does not address whether the 
commissioners can tax the 
strip mine companies for 
personal property after July 1.

County’s Jobless 
Rate Skyrockets; 
State’s Declines 


After a sizeable drop in 
March, Maryland's unemploy- 
ment rate continued to decline 
in April to a low for the year of 
6.4 percent, according to a re- 
lease from the Maryland 
Department of Human Re- 
sources. Garrett County's job- 
less figure, on the other hand, 
skyrocketed to 22.4 percent, up 
over seven points from the 
March figure of 15.8 percent. 
The Department attributed the 
increase mainly to the United 
Mine Workers strike. 

Garrett County's unemploy- 
ment rate in April of last year 
was 13.7 percent. 

The April rate for the state 
was 0.4 points higher than the 
rate for the same month last 
year. The Maryland rate in 
April continued to be lower than 
the national unemployment 
rate for the same month. 


Overall unemployment in the | 


four counties of Western Mary- 
land dropped from 10.4 percent 
in March to 9.9 percent in April, 
Allegany County’s rate dropped 
from 11.3 to 10.4, Frederick 
County’s from 8.0 to 6.6 and 
Washington County's from 10.6 
to 9.4. Seasonal hiring in con- 
struction, trade and services 
accounted for the decline in 
Western Maryland’s rate, 
according to the Department. 
In the Baltimore Metro 
politan area, the unemployment 
rate fell during April to 7.3 per- 
cent, down from 7.8 in March. 
In Baltimore City, the April 
rate of 9.2 percent was 0.5 per- 
centage points lower than 
March’s rate of 9.7 percent. 
Because the number of per- 
sons who were employed in the 
state increased during April 
more than the decrease in those 
who were unemployed, the 
civilian labor force experienced 
a net gain of 13,606 persons. The 
total number of unemployed 
persons tn the state has fallen 
by 13.7 percent since January. 
Although initial claims for 
unemployment insurance bene- 
fits increased from the March 
level, more persons were leav- 
ing the unemployment 1in- 
surance rolls to return to work,

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System Needs Changing 


It is usually unwise to approach situations from 
an alarmist’s viewpuint, particularly for a news- 
paper. However, at this point, it appears that the 
county may be in serious financial trouble. The 
commissioners’ budget, which was announced last 
week, may be an unbalanced budget, to the tune of 
nearly one half of a million dollars. 

The budget was based on a $3.22 tax rate, a rate 
which, because of specific tume frames, cannot be 
increased. The commissioners included in their 
budget an anticipated $483,000 in personal property 
tax from strip mine operations. However, the 
recently enacted 35 cent/ton coal severance tax, 
which should yield approximately $315,000, is not in 
addition to, but replaces the personal property tax. 
The budyet was figured under the unpression that 
both sums of money would be collected ‘see story on 
front page). 

The first question that comes to mind by the 
public is how could such an apparent error have 
occurred? Is it lack of understanding, a lack of 
experience or just downright carelessness on the 
part of the county commussioners? Is it the 
vagueness and confusing nature of all the 
yovernment red tape which tends to drive even the 
most competent minds berserk? Is it a result of 
rampant inflation, of which there seems to be no 
control? Are the leyislators to blame, for not 
addressing this particular situation and others 
earlier and in a more responsible manner? 

We believe it is a combination of many of these 
things. The commissioners are obviously not 
intentionally allowing the county to sink deeper and 
deeper ito financial difficulty and we truly believe 
that they have the best interest of the county and its 
people in their minds. We hope they can find a 
solution to this mess. 

We still feel that one of the roots of the county's 
problems lies in the fact that we do not have 
staggered terms for commissioners.

Planning Ahead 
For Storage 


“The planting season is a 
yood time for Farmers to exa- 
mine their storage facilities to 
make sure they have adequate 
space for new crops,’ accord- 
ing to Stuart C. Peterson, Act- 
ing Chairperson of the Mary- 
land State Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation (ASC) 


Committee. ‘It is good 
business on the part of 
producers,’ he said, “to 


provide enough storage to take 
care of their crops and — in 
periods of transportation 
bottlenecks -—- the only way 
they can be sure they have a 
place for the harvest.”” 

A bumper grain crop usually 
indicates a sucessful farm 
year, Peterson said. However, 
if it has to be sold on a glutted 
market. losses may occur. 
Unless commercial space is 
available, on-farm storage will 
be needed. 

“Farmers who need help to 
buy, build or remodel farm 
storage to supplement avail- 
able commercial space can get 
yovernment assistance through 
the Facility Loan Program 
administered by the Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service (ASCS.”", 
said Peterson. The agency 
offers loans to producers 
needing farm facilities for 
storing dry or high moisture 
yrain, soybeans, and high 
moisture forage and_ silage. 
Ifans are also available for 
drying and handling equip- 
ment. 

Eligible storage structures 
include conventional bins. flat, 
multi-purpose structures for 
storing dry grain, as well as 
silotype facilities for storing 
high-moisture forage and 
silage. The drying equipment 
includes continuous-flow 
dryers, batch or in-storage 
drying systems as well as 
systems that dry by aerating 
or circulating the crop. The 
need for storage structures is 
based on one year's crop 
production minus existing 
storave capacity. Because of 
farm fuel shortages and rising 
fossil fuel costs, loans on solar 
drying systems are also 
authorized. 

Farin facility loans may also 
be obtained for adding equip- 
ment to an existing storage or 
drying unit to make it more 
efficient and for remodeling 
existing facilities to increase 
capacity or efficiency. 

The maximum loan 1s 79 per- 
cent of the cost of the struc- 
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tures and equipment. Farmers 
can borrow up to $50,000 with 
25 percent down and 14.5 
percent interest. The loans will 
be subject to adjustments in 
the interest rate each October 
1 and April 1. Repayrtnent of 
the loan is made through 
annual installments over a 
five-year period. 

Security for the loan involves 
a lien on the structure and the 
equipment. The County and 
State ASC Committees may 
require additional security for 
any loan, regardless of the 
amount. 

According to Peterson, ASCS 
has disbursed some 625,652 
farm facility loans and 
producers have expanded their 
grain storage capacity by 
more than 4.2 billion bushels, 
nationwide, since the program 
began in 1949. 

Farin storage facilities help 
the Nation’s economy and the 
stability of food and feed sup- 
plies by making more effective 
marketing of farm crops possi- 
ble. 

With suitable storage, 
producers can exercise greater 
independence in their market- 
ing operations, get better 
prices, and generally 
strengthen markets,” the ASCS 
official said. They can also 
take full advantage of avail- 
able commodity loan programs 
and realize higher total income 
from their farm operations. In 
years of excess production, a 
producer can store his crop in 
good condition until prices rise 
and can participate more 
easily in the Grain Reserve 


program. 
The ASCS Facihty Loan 
program is considered an 


available marketing tool for 
farmers as the ability to hold 
on to the grain could prove the 
difference between profit and 
loss," said Peterson

Garrett County 
Ranks Fourth In 


Hay Production 


Garrett County fartners pro- 
duced approximately nearly 
11% of the state’s entire hay 
crop during 1980, harvesting 
57,200 tons from 25,000 acres 
for a yield of 2.3 tons per acre. 
These figures topped 1979's 
production of 53,500 tons from 
24,000 acres, for a 2.2 ton per 
acre yield, according to the 
Maryland-Delaware Crop 
Reporting Service. 

Frederick County was the 
leading hay producer in the 
state, providing 125,800 tons 
from 52,000 acres. This rep 
resents 22 percent of thie 
state's total production. 

Washington County, with a 
harvest of 63,800 tons, replaced 
Carroll County as the second 
highest producer. Carroll 
County ranked third with 62,500 
tons, followed by Garrett 
County. and then Harford 
County with 40,000 tons. 

Overall, Maryland produced 
364,000 tons from 235,000 acres 
in 1980, compared with 616,000 
tons from 246.000 acres in 1979. 
Per acre vields averaged 2.4 
tons. compared with 2.5 tons a 
year earlier.

Frederick county led the state 
in both milk production and 
total milk cows on farms in 
1979 and 1980. Dairy herds 
containing 37,550 head pro- 
duced 426.6 nullion pounds of 
milk in 1980, making Frederick 
county's output 28 percent of 
the states milk production. 

Data released by the Mary- 
land-Delaware Crop Reporting 
Service shows Carroll county 
placing second with 17,500 milk 
cows producuig 292.2 millon 
pounds of milk. 

Washington county ranked 
third with 17.200 milk cows 
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providing 205.0 millon pounds. 
These three counties account 
for 58 percent of the milk pro- 
duction in Maryland during 
1980. 

Garrett County ranked 
seventh in the state with 5,700 
milk cows providing 73.4 
million pounds. 

Maryland dairy herds con- 
tained 123,000 milk cows in 
1980, down 3.000 from the 
previous year. Milk production 
at 1,520 million pounds re- 
mained unchanged from a year 
earlier due to an increased out- 
put per cow. 


Maryland Feed 
Costs Increase 


Maryland farmers paid more 
for feeds in May than a year 
ago, announced the Maryland- 
Delaware Crop Reporting 
Service. Increases ranged 
from eight to 32 percent above 
May 1980 prices, but were 
mostly the same as the month 
before. The exceptions were 
broiler feed wluch increased 
$10.00 from April's price of 
$230.00 per ton and soybean 
meal which dropped $1.50 to 
$16.50 per hundredweight. 

The prices producers 
received in’ May for most 
commodities were alsu abuve a 
year ago. Exceptions were 
wheat at $3.71, off six cents a 
bushel. beef cattle at $49.80, 
down $1.90 per hundredweight 
and fresh apples at 16.4 cents 
per pound, losing 2.6 cents. The 
index of Prices Received for 
all conumitities rose 29 points 
‘l4 percent) above a vear 
earlier. but declined one point. 
‘5 percent) below the previous 
month. Increased prices in 
May for livestock and livestock 
products nearly offset the de 
creases in crop prices. 

The All Crops Index, at 297 
percent of its 1967 base, in- 
creased 39 points ©18 percent) 
above last Mav, but decreased 
enht pouts, three percent 
from last) month. All Crop 
items were at or below last 
months prices except sweet 
potatoes which rose $4.10 to 
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$24.60 per hundredweight. 

The Livestock and l.ivestock 
products Index rose 24 points 
(12 percent) above May 1980 
and three points (one percent) 
above April 1981. Beef cattle 
pries averaged below last 
year while chicken and egg 
prices fell below a month 
earlier.

State Police Plan 
Major Crackdown 
Ou Drunk Drivers 


Marvland State Police in 
Garrett and Allegany counties 
are currently urplementing a 
specially funded program 
aimed-at enforcing the driving 
while intoxicated laws of the 
State. 

The provram’s goal is to 
reduce the number of ac- 
cidents involving drunk drivers 
on principal roads in the 
counties, and to greatly in- 
crease the amount of enforce- 
ment of drunk driving by a 
considerable percentage. 

First Sgt. H.}. Graham. who 
is in charge of the program, 
will be assisted by Spt. J.A. 
Lough. Troopers will be 
assigned to specific areas on a 
voluntary overtime basis after 
receiving extra training 
through a DWI workshop. 

The program, funded 
through the state, will continue 
throughout the summer. 
Troopers will work overtune 
hours on holidays. weekend, 
and late evenings in an effort 
to apprehend drunk drivers. 

Route 219 in Garrett County 
will be heavily patrolled. as 
well as Routes 40 and 48. 

Recent figures compiled by 
the directors of the program 
show that of 1001 recent ac- 
cidents occurring on these 
major routes, 175 of those 
drivers had been drinking. Of 
the 175, six resulted in 
fatalities, 97 personal injuries 
were suffered, and 2 resulted 
in property damage. 

Weekend drinking apparent- 
ly added to the majority of 
those accidents 

As part of the program, First 
Sgt. Graham notes that DWI 
suspects will be questioned as 
to where they obtained the 
liquor and where it was con- 
sumed. Establishments proven 
to be habitual repeaters will be 
reported to county liquor 
control boards. 

The main purpose of the 
DWI enforcement will be to 
reduce accidents.

Miner's Strike 
Costs State 


S20 Million 


BALTIMORE «UPI) — 
The recently concluded nation- 
wide coal strike cost the Mary- 
land economy $20 million and 
put about 1,000 people out of 
work, the state's deputy 
secretary of economic and 
community development said 
Monday 

But Hans Mayer said many 
of the laid-off workers should 
return to work as early as the 
end of this week. when coal 
again is arriving in normal 
levels at Baltimore's Curtis 
Bay export pier. 

All of the 35 to 40 mines in 
Western Marsland are non- 
union, meaning the coal strike 
that ended Saturday did not 
result in any direct layoffs. But 
the state unemplovrnent _in- 
surance division said the strike 
caused about 1,000 layoffs in 
related industries. 

The Chessie System, which 
runs the Curtis Bay pier, has 
already recalled 115 rail work- 
ers. Once coal begins arriving 
again, the company will 
resume around-the-clock load- 
ing of 28 foreign ships now 
awaiting for coal in and near 
the Baltimore harbor. 

Workers at other companies 
affected indirectly by the 
strike will also resume work 
soon. Mayer said. 

Chessie spokesman Milton 
Dolinger cautioned, however. 
that the end of the coal strike 
will nut immediately mean a 
full workluad at the Curtis Bay 
pler 

*{ would think it would take 
at least two weeks once every- 
thing 1s back to normal in the 
mines,” Dolinger said. 

Mayer said the movement of 
each ton of caol through the 
harbor adds about $15 a year 
to the state’s economy. 

In 1980, pier workers loaded 
a record-setting 1.3 million 
tons of coal each month. But 
that figure fell to only 800.000 
tons in April and 900,000 tons in 
Mav because of reduced ship- 
ments from unionized mines.

VA Debt Collection 
Pttort. To Piehten 


The Veterans Administration 
and the Department of Justice 
have begun a nationwide effort 
to collect deots owed by vet- 
erans who attended school 
under the G.I. Bill, according 
toF.T Tajalle, V.A. officer. 

Most of the monies owed to 
the ayency stem from edu- 
cational overpayment while 
the veteran wus in schovl or 
from defaulted education 


loans, according to VA 
regional director, Milford J. 
Clayton. 


VA’s aim, Clayton said, 1s to 
collect debts of under $1,200 in 
instances where the veteran 
has not made any repayment 
arrangements. The veteran 
will first be notified by letter of 
the indebtedness. then be ad- 
vised that approximately thirty 
days remain after receipt of 
the letter to pay the debt in full 
or make other arrangements 
for payment before court 
action is taken. 

Debts in excess of $1,200 are 
being referred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for collection, 
Clayton noted. As a general 
rule, the Justice Department 
will demand immediate repay- 
ment of the debt. “They are 
prepared to litigate the matter 
in court ard also will utilize 
various post-judgment 
remedies such as taking liens 
on properties, yarnishing 
salaries and attachment of 
bank accounts and other liquid 
assets,” Clayton said. 

The combined collection 
actions are being taken pur- 
suant to Public Law 96-466 and 
a recent ‘‘Memorandum of 
Understanding” between VA 
and the Department of Justice.

In addition to regular busi- 
ness matters, the following 
items were discussed at the 
meeting of the Mayor and Town 
Council: 

1, Clyde Gnegy attended the 
meeting at the request of Mayor 
H. D. Swartzentruber. Gnegy 
informed Council that during 
hus recent inspection of the 
Town's water storage tanks he 
had noticed no leaks or 
seepage. He suggested that 
before a decision is made 
Council should take action to 
have the tanks drained so they 
could be inspected internally. 

Mayor Swartzentruber re- 
ported yesterday that Willard 
Ringer, Water Department 
Superintendent, has deter- 
tuned that the tanks can not be 
drained. The Mayor stated that 
Council will attempt to inspect 
the inside of the tanks by some 
other method. 

Council agreed at the meeting 
to pursue renovation of the 
tanks as opposed to construc- 
tion of a new tank. The 
Municipal Administrator was 
directed to check with Farmers 
Home Administration, through 
which a $210,000 grant was 
made available for construction 
of a new tank, to determine 
whether that funding agency 
would consider a modified 
grant application for renovation 
as opposed to new construction. 
The local share of construction 
of a new tank would have been 
an estimated $120,000, accord- 
ing to one study by SPECS, Inc. 
of Frostburg. 

2 Council wuthonzed James 
RK Stanton to negotiate with the 
Town of Grantsville and the 
Gurrett County Commussioners 
concerning Oakland's antici- 
pated additional income 
through the Supplemental 
Police Aid Bill. 

3. Council granted $1,000 to 
Don Stemiple for salaries at the 
Center Street Recreation Pro- 
gram for the months of June 
through August. 

4. Wayne Johnson, principal 
at Broad Ford Elementary 
School, and Clark Sharpless, 
principal at Dennett Road Ele- 
mentary School, expressed 
concern over the $.25 entrance 
fee for students visiting the 
Broadford Recreation Area asa 
wroup from the school. The 
entrance fee was inutiated this 
year. After considerable dis- 
cussion the principals agreed to 
inform Council in advance next 
year of the group’s arrival, and 
Council agreed to send a letter 
to the Garrett County Board of 
Education informing that 
agency of a $.10 entrance fee for 
students visiting ina group next 
year. 

5. Council authorized a do- 
nation of $500 to the Oakland 
Volunteer Fire Department, 
and agreed to act as a credit 
agency for the fire department 
in its obtaining a loan for roof 
repair. 

6. Council acknowledged an 
assignment and encumbrance 
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ugreement for BetterVision, 
Inc. to change over to Cable 
Entertainment of West Vir- 
ginia. 

7. Council noted that there 
are nine sewer taps remaining 
for use in the Town this year. 

s. Council granted Morgan 
France permission to connect 
the eight-inch water line which 
serves Oak Park with the eight- 
inch line built by Brownings, 
Inc., with the understanding 
that the valve is to be kept 
closed except for fire protec- 
tion. 

Prior to the meeting Council 
held a Revenue Sharing 
Proposed Use hearing. No Town 
citizens were present. 


Friendsville—June 1 
by Wendell Keaton, 
Municipal Administrator 

Combined with regular busi- 
ness matters, the following dis- 
cussions were held during the 
Friendsville Mayor and Town 
Council meetings: 

1. Three separate engineer- 
ing firms presented proposals 
for a potential sewage extension 
project along Bear Creek. 
Friendsville had recently been 
notified of its position on the 
State's Priority Last for EPA 
funding, contingent on the 
proper applications being sub- 
mitted by September 30 of this 
year. Engineering consider- 
ations will be for the STEP 1 
Feasibility Study and the Plan 
of Study, a prerequisite for 
STEP 1 submission. Selection of 
the engineering firm was tabled 
until the June 15 meeting. 

2. A representative of 
Guardiiin Apartments met with 
Council to discuss activities re- 
lated to the new housing 
development project scheduled 
for Friendsville. The complex, 
a 28-unit structure (14 one-bed- 
room apartments ant 14 three- 
bedroom apartments) is to be 
considered on property owned 
by Harry Guard in Friendsville. 
Mr. Finley, spokesman for 
Guardian Apartments, dis- 
cussed the necessary water and 
sewer hook-ups required for the 
apartment building. A variance 
to the existing zoning ordinance 
was also discussed. Owners of 
property contiguous to the new 
site will be notified in the near 
future, and a meeting will be ar- 
ranged with the Mayor and 
Council to provide those owners 
an opportunity to express their 
views on the project. 

3. An update of economic 
development efforts in the 
Town was provided by the 
Municipal Administrator. 
Various delays and numerous 
questions regarding funding of 
several projects have arisen 
since the start of the new 
federal administration.

Western Maryland's own 
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University Evaluates Efforts 


To Attract Minority Students 


COLLEGE PARK. Md. (UPI: 
University of Maryland 

President John S. Toll launched 
a campaign during the 1980-81 
school year to attract more 
minority students, but data 
obtained Tuesday from the 
university showed it may be 
difficult to determine the 
success of the effort. 

Jerry Thrasher, direchor of 
institutional research, said 
Tuesday he could not calculate 
exactly how many memberu of 
minority groups attended 
classes ut the university's five 
campuses because many stu- 
dents declined to identify 
themselves by race on their 
registration cards. 

There were 2,722. students 
placed in the “unknown” race 
category in the fall semester of 
1980, compared with 5,004 in 
that category in the fall of 1979, 
he said. 

A total of 6,794 students 
identified themselves as blacks 
in the fall of 1980, compared 
with 6.588 who said they were 
members of that race during 
the same semester in 1979. 
Other categories calculated 
for the fall semester of 1980 


uicluded 47,373 whites, 190 
American Indians: 1,915 
Asians; 960 Hispanics; and 


1.389 foreign students. 

The school traditicnaliv uses 
student statistics fram the fall 
semester of each year to 
develop data for the state and 
federal yorerment. 


Toll and other university 
officials held a_ series of 
meetings furing the past school 
year — including one at the 
president's home — in an 
attempt to create stronger 
bonds with Baltumore’s large 
black community. 

About 25 blacks prominent in 
Maryland's business and educa- 
tion fields were invited to the 
meetings, he said. 

Robert G. Smith, vice presi- 
dent for development, main- 
tained he was encouraged by 
the efforts. 

“It's clear to me there ought 
to be more of these kinds of 
contacts,” he said. ‘In hind- 
sight, it would have been nice if 
they had been established 
sooner... but they’ve already 
been helpful.” 

The gatherings were specifi- 
cally aimed at identifying and 
recruiting more minority stu- 
dents, and seeking advice from 
black communities on how to 
retain muority students who 
are already enrolled, school 
officials said. 

“We're doing much better 
now, but we want to work that 
up to recruit more blacks to 
professional schools,’ he said. 
“We want help in attracting 
them to the university. In fields 
like engineering, architecture 
and computer science — in 
those protessions where blacks 
are not represented — we're 
uterested in attractuig more 
black students.” 


Judge Rules On Retirement Policy; 


Rule [s Discriminatory 


BALTIMORE <‘(UPI) — A 
federal judge ruled Tuesday the 
city fire department's mandato- 
Ty retirement rule violates age 
discrimination laws. 


The city had said firefighters 
below the rank of leutenant 
hired before 1962 had to retire 
at age 60 and firefighters hired 
after 1962 had to retire at age 
55 unless they had attained the 
rank of lieutenant. 

One firefighter, Robert John- 
son, filed a suit in 1979 and five 
other department members 
became plaintiffs because they 
turned 60 before the cuse went 
to trial. 


U.S. District Judge Alexander 
Harvey II ruled in the 
plaintiffs’ favor and issued a 
permanent injunction prohibio- 
ing the department from 
forcing anyone to leave the 
force because of his age. 
Harvey also granted Johnson 
$1,000 in back pay for May 1 to 
June 11, 1979. 

Ed Heckrotte, president of 
the Baltimore Firefighters 
Union, Local 734 1 AFL-CIO:, 
said, “This decision 1s economi- 
cally a big victory for our 
people. 


“This means our men can 
stay in longer, make full pay 
longer and earn a pension that 
has some value when they want 
to retire.’’ 

Heckrotte noted that only 
about 12 men in the city’s 2,000 
member department will be 
affected by the ruling within 
the near future. 

But a fire chief cautioned the 
ruliny could have the opposite 
effect of forcing men out of the 
system before they want to 
retire. 

Chief Charles Smith said 
Harvey's ruling contained a 
provision allowing She depart- 
ment to require annual physi- 
cals for older firefighters. 

And the department currently 
has an annual performance 
evaluation submitted by compa- 
ny officers. 

“If at any time there is a 
noticable lack of productivity, 
that man 1s going to be 
watched,’ said Smuth. There 
aren't that many men who can 
perform at age 60 in the field. 
This is a very strenuous and 
demanding occupation and I 
have reservations about someo- 
ne’s performance beyond age 
60."* 


Hogan's Son, Aide. Denies That 


Father's Popularity Hlas Slipped 


UPPER MARLBORO, Md. 
(UPI: — The son of Prince 
George's County Executive 
Lawrence J. Hogan denied 
published reports Tuesday that 
his father's p9pularity has 
dropped sharply in recent 
months. 

“That is ridiculous,” said 
Lawrence Hogan Jr., 25, who Is 
also the top aide to his father. a 
Republican who is considering 
a run for the U.S. Senate next 
year. 

“The polls show there's no 
Republican in the entire state 
with higher name recognition,” 
the younger Hogan said. 
“Apparently somebody had an 
ax to grind and just wanted to 
make him look bad.” 

The Baltunore Sun Tuesday 
quoted unnamed GOP sources 
as saying the elder Hogan's 
popularity waned ducing the 
recent 5th District congression- 
al campaign. 

The Towser ronerted the 
sources told it polls taken by 
the National Conservative 
Political Action Commihtee 
showed Hogan's “‘favorability 
tating” dropped 14 point from 
start of the campaign in March 


until the 19 
election. 

The Sun article did not give 
the actual percentages, nor did 
it give an indication of who was 
surveyed in the poll. 

Hogan's son lost to Bowie 
Mayor Audrey Scott in the GOP 
primary. Scott in turn lost to 
Democrat Steny Hoyer in the 
special election for the seat 
formerly held by Rep.

Maryland Hospital Officials Testify 


On Rising Costs, Service Availability 


ANNAPOLIS + UPI) — Legis- 
lative leaders were told Tues- 
day something hospital patients 
across Maryland have known 
for years — that hospital costs 
are not only high but rising. 

But representatives from four 
health planning agencies and 
the state Departinent of Health 
and Mental Hygiene said 
Maryland has turged its atten- 
ition away from building more 
hospitals ands now concentrat 
ing on contauung costs at 
existing facilities. 

The health officials attributed 
much of the high hospital costs 
to an excess of hospital beds 
that are expensive to maintain 
if left unfilled, but are even 
more expensive if filled with 
patients who do not need to be 
hospitalized. 

“The state has reached a 
point where there are very few 
areas in Maryland where you 
could say ‘hospital patients) 
are underserved," the associate 
director of the Maryland Heatth 
Planning and Development 
Agency told members of the 
Legislative Policy Committee. 


father has also been en- 
couraged to run for governor in 
1982, but that he is leaning 
toward a run for the senate 
seat now held by Democrat 
Paul S. Sarbanes.

One result was that the ratio 
of hospital beds wi the last 10 
years went from 2.9 for every 
1,000 residents to 3.6. 

Another chart showed that 
hospital patients paid 788.8 
million for health care in 1976, 
a figure that nearly doubled to 
$161.5 million in 1980. 

The averaze payment for 
each hospital patient over the 
same period rose from $166.33 
to $269.89. 

Sen. John Bishop, R-Bal- 
timore County, said empty beds 
are expensive to maintain, but 
said “it is even worse to fill 
them with people who don't 
need to be treated.” 


He suyyested hospitals some- 
times intentionally fill beds 
with patients who should be 





discharged simply to raise 
enough money to cover othar 
costs. 


“The utilization of unused 
beds simply so funds will come 
into the hospitals is one of the 
most serious problems we have 
in this state,” Bishop said. “If 
they can keep a patient seven 
davs instead of five, there is a 
great temptation to do so." 

Hospital planners, however, 
said although they have the 
legal power to grant licenses to 
hospitals certifying the need for 
additional beds, they lack 
similar power to declare beds 
already approved as unneeded. 

Delegate Clayton Mitchell, D- 
Kent, chairman of the House 
Appropriations Subcommittee 
on Health and the Environ- 
ment, said subcommittee mem- 
bers believe the General 
Assembly should grant the 
health planners authority to 
“decertify"’ some beds author- 
ized for certain hospitals.

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Governor’s Task Force Will Draw 


New Legislative District Boundaries 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
gubernatorial task force estab- 
lished to devise a plan to 
reapportion Maryland's 47 
legislative districts tried to 
agree Tuesday on where to 
start the process, but agreed on 
little more than the broad 
guidelines under which it wil 
work. 

The five-member task force, 
headed by state Treasurer 
William S. James, acknowl- 
edged that drawing the lines for 
any redistricting plan must 
start in Western Maryland and 
move east, and on the lower 
Eastern Shore and move north. 


of political subdivisions, con- 
tiguity and compactness of 
districts, could all be consid- 
ered with varying weight when 
the new lines are drawn. 


Maryland, like all other 
states, must rsdraw bote its 
state and congressional district 
lines this year based on 
population figures supplied by 
the 1980 census. The task fgrce 
is to recommend a Genaral 
Assembly reapportionment plan 
to Gov. Harry Hughes, who 
must then introduce his own 
pian next January on the first 
day of the 1982 session. 





Beyond those relatively undis- 
puted starting points, however, 
the task force could agree on 
little else, except for a seven- 
page statement of legal consid- 
erations prepared by Deputy 
Attorney General George Nilson 
and Assistant Attorney General 
Robert Zarnoch. 

Among their conclusions were 
that factors such as population 
equality, race, incumbency, 
political fairness, natural or 
historical boundaries, integrity 


The governor's plan will then 
go into effect automatically 
unless the lepislature rejects it 
and replaces it with one of its 
own within 45 days. 

Whatever plan is ultimately 
approved will be in effect by 
the 1982 peneral election, when 
Maryland voters will pick a 
xovernor, lieutenant governor, 
attorney general and comptrol- 
ler, all 47 senators and 141 
delezates, eizpt members of the 
U.S. House of Representatives 


and one member of the U.S. 
Senate. 

Baltunore is certain to lose 
some of its legislative clout. A 
decline in the city’s population 
will almost certainly reduce the 
city's 11 state senators to nine, 
and cut its 33 delegates to 27. 
The Eastern Shore is likely to 
vet slightly more representa- 
tion, as are fast growing areas 
such as Howard County. 

Two dozen or more legis- 
lators, all keenly interested in 
how the reapportionment proc- 
ess will affect their personal 
political futures, jammed into 
the crowded hearing room to 
listen as the task force and 
state planners discussed sever- 
al different ideas on how the 
remapping process should 
bexin. 

George Liebmann, a lawyer 
and former gubernatorial aide 
still closely involved in the 
reapportionment planning, sug- 
vested starting by dividing the 
state's 47 districts along exist- 
inz county lines, but the task 
force found even that to be too 
controversial to adopt. 

When planning department 
officials explained alternative 
ways the remapping process 
could be started, legislators in 
different parts of the room 
snickered or groaned as one 
plan or another reduced or 
broadened their districts or 
combined them with a neigh- 
boring district. 

“Nobody likes to be cut up. 
but it don't hurt too bad,” 
deadpanned Senate President 
James Clark, D-Howard, a 
member of the task force. 

“If you win,” added James. 


Researcher Develops Game To Teach 


Low-Salt Eating Habits To Children 


BALTIMORE (UPI: — A 
game developed by a Johns 
Hopkins University researcher 
with the aid of her children has 
taught elementary school stu- 
dents the dangers of a high-salt 
diet and even spurred some to 
switch to a low-salt diet, the 
researcher said Tuesday. 

The vame “Hold the Salt” 
was introduced this schocl year 
to 75 sixth praders at the 
Elmer A. Henderson Elemen- 
tary School in East Baltimore. 
Pt has been so successful that 
its inventor has copyrighted it 
and is seeking a patent. 

“Salt shakers are coming off 
the kitchen table and fresh fruit 
is taking the place of canned 
foods,’ said Dr. Ruth B. 
McKay. the yame’s inventor 
and a postdoctoral fellow at the 
Hopkins School of Hzalth and 
Public Hyyiene. 

Besides playing the game, 
children at the school made 
imaginary trips to fast-food 
outlets and yrocery stores and 


took instructional materials 
home to their parents as part of 
a program promoting low-salt 
diets. 

The Baltimore city school 
system has already decided to 
incorporate elements mf the 
program in all vrades next 
year, Mrs. McKay said. And 
the East Baltimore Medical 
Plan plans to expand the 
program among its patients. 
School principal William N. 
Koutrelakos praised 
Mcewkay's 

program, saypng it even per- 
suaded him to stop eating high- 
salt foods. 

“My diastolic reading went 
down 15 points, and my systolic 
went down 12 points (over a 
three-month period)," he said. 
The diastolic and systolic 
readings are the two compo- 
nents of blood pressure rea- 
dings. 

The object of ‘Hold the Salt” 
is to get a marker around a 
game board while accumulating 


the lowest sodium count possi- 
ble. “Winners are those 
children who keep within a 
recommended sodium allow- 
ance of one teaspoon of salt per 
day. 

Mrs. McKay explained: ‘‘De- 
pending on the roll of thendie, 
children will land on either high 
or low sodium foods. If they 
land on high sodium foods, 
there are various things they 
can do within the rules of the 
ame to reduce their amount of 
sult. 

“They can make changes in 
foods, such as changing canned 
food for fresh food or they can, 
say, take a pickle off a 
hamburger." 

Besides being in the shaker, 
salt is contained in most 
processed foods, Mrs. McKay 

uid. As a result, many people 
consume up to 15 times the 
recommended level, she said. 

Excessive salt consumption 1s 
a major cause of stroke and 
heart and kidney disease.

Fuel Depot safe;

ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — Book- 
stores that sell obscene materi- 
als cannot avoid prosecution 
merely by displaying signs that 
say the materials can be used 
only for legal purposes, the 
Court of Special Appeals ruled. 

Judge Alan M. Wilner, who 
wrote the court’s opinion. said 
just because someone might 
buy sex magazines for permiss- 
ible purposes does not mean the 
sellers had those purposes in 
mind. 

State law permits the pur- 
chase of obscene materials for 
“scientific, educational or other 
Similar justification.” Two Bal- 


timore bookstores were convict- 
ed by Criminal Judge Albert 
Figinski of violating the ob- 
scenity laws despite displaying 
signs saying the materials 
could be purchased only for 
those purposes. 

But although the appeals 
court rejected the bookstores’ 
defense that the signs exempted 
them from prosecution, it also 
overturned the convictions. The 
court said Figninski never 
actually determined the materi- 
als involved were obscene. 


Landtill Will Close 


DUNDALK, Md. (UPI) — 
Operators of a  chemical- 
processing center will shut 


down the facility next month as 
part of an agreement reached 
with state officials, an aide to 
Gov. Harry Hughes said. 

John D. Griffin said Tuesday 
he will be in Dundalk Thursday 
night to sign the agreement, 
under which Browning-Ferris 


Industries will close the chemi- 
cal-processing center near its 
Norris Farm lanfill. The 
agreement, Griffin said, also 
allows Browning-F erris to oper- 
ute the landfill for three more 
years. 

Browning-Ferris spokesman 
Gregory Muldoon confirmed the 
basic elements of an agreement 
were in place, adding that 
“some language ts still bounc- 
ing back and forth.” 
Browning-Ferris has operated 
the landfill for the past 14 years 
and the chemical-processing 
center since January, 1979. 
Opponents of the chemical- 
processing center said they 
were concerned storage of 
hazardous and volatile sub- 
stances might lead to air and 
groundwater pollution. 

The ayreement calls for the 
chenucal-processing center to 
close “on or about July 24° 

Browning-Ferris may accept 
only non-hazardous waste at the 
landfill under the agreement.

fore Congress in February,”

from the tax have resulted in 
only one percent of the total 
Internal Revenue Service 
collections. 1 believe that this 
legislation will strengthen the 
stability of family-owned 
businesses and it should be in- 
cluded in any tax plan con- 
sidered by Congress,” Mrs.

The Act would affect several 
aspects of the estate and gift tax 
laws, including increasing the 
gift tax exclusion, valuating

Ticks and mites can be pests to you and your pet, says the 
Maryland Veterinary Medical Association 

The tick 1s a parasite that attaches itself to the flesh of 
animals and sucks their blood. The most common sites for tick 
infestation are the head, shoulder and neck. Dips, sprays and 
powders can be effective, but daily examination and grooming 
of your pet during the summer “tick season” may be 
necessary. Pick off and destroy any ticks that you see. 

Mites are ne serious than ticks because they cause mange, 
a skin disease. There are two principal types of mange in dogs, 
“scarcoptic’ or “scabies” and “demodectic” or “red’’ mange. 

Scabies is highly contagious and causes the dog to scratch in- 
cessantly because the mite that causes the skin condition 
burrows deep into the skin and produces severe irritation. 
Mange can spread over the entire body if not properly con- 


trolled 


There is less scratching but a considerabel loss of hair with 


demodectic mange. 


The treatment of both‘complaints is usually long and difficult. 
Follow your veterinarian's advice carefully for a most success- 


ful treatment.

Information supphed by in- 
dividuals participating in the 
survey is kept strictly con- 
fidential by law and the results 
are used only to compile 
statistical totals, arcording to 
Rickley.

MORE GROCERY 
SHOPPING TIPS 

I hope last week's hints were 
helpful to you at the grocery 
store. Here are more to help re- 
duce what you spend for food 

*To cut down on butter costs. 
serve it at room temperature so 
it will spread more easily. You 
could also mix softened butter 
with an equal amount of corn oil 
and store it in the refrigerator 
to harden a bit. It spreads well, 
costs less, and has fewer satur- 
ated fats 

*Put dned-out cheese ends in 
a bag m the freezer and use 
when you need cheese to grate 
on pasta, to sprinkle on salads. 
to melt over on.elets, or to add 
to casseroles and cream sauces. 

*Help keep bread fresh by en- 
closing a stalk of celery in the 
bay or keep it in the freezer and 
remove slices as you need 

them 

*To restore sogry crackers, 
heat them in a 225°F oven for 
five minutes. 

*Instead of instant rice, use 
regular rice and cook it like 
pasta. Bring lots of water toa 
boil, add salt and pour in the 
rice. Boil furiously, uncovered, 
and test for doneness after five 
minutes. Drain in a strainer. 

*Try to add inexpensive 
baked potatoes to meals. Serve 
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one instead of a second chop: 
it's cheaper, lower wn calories, 
and full of vitamins, especially 
when you eat the skin. 

*A potato plus a milk product 
equals a complete protein. Melt 
cheddar cheese on a split baked 
potato. With a crisp apple, it’s a 
good tunch. 

*To get more juice from 
oranges and lemons, put them 
in hot water or a warm oven 
before ycu squeeze them. Roll 
under your palm to break down 
the inner walls and to get 
maximum) juice. 

*Frozen concentrated orange 
juice is the best orange juice 
buy. 

*Keep coffee that no one 
drinks in the refrigerator to use 
for iced cotfee, to color gravies, 
and to flavor baked goods. 

*Recvele broken cookies by 
putting them in a blender. Use 
the crumbs to make crumb pie 
crusts or to spruikle on ice 
cream 

*Don't serve empty-calorie 
snacks to your children. Try 
serving reheated soup. leftover 
sandwiches cut in strips. raw 
vegetaties with dips, popcorn, 
cheese and crackers. Nuts and 
dried fruit are expensive, but

Homemade rolls are always a 
welcome addition to any meal. 
The followng recipe not only 
tastes good, but adds needed 
nutrients plus fiber. 

WHOLEGRAIN 
BATTER ROLLS 
2'2 to 3 cups all-purpose flour 
cup whole wheat flour 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
142 teaspoons salt 
1 cup nulk 
cup water 

2 tablespoons butter or 
margarine 

2 eggs 

1 cup oats (quick or old 

fashioned, uncooked} 

Poppy seed (optional) 

In a large bowl, combine 1 
cup. all-purpose _ flour, 
wholewheat flour, sugar, yeast 
and salt; mix well. Heat 
together milk, water and 
butter, stirring until butter is 
almost melted (115°F. to 
120°F.) Add milk mixture and 1 
egg to flour mixture Beat at 
low speed on electric mixer 
about 30 seconds or just until 
blended. Beat at high speed 3 
minutes, scraping bow! occus- 
ionally. With wooden spoon, 
stir in oats and enough remain- 
ing all-purpose flour to make a 
stiff batter. Cover dough; let 
rise in warin place about 43 
munutes or until double in size.

Heat oven to 0 F. Fill 18 
well greased medium-sized 
muffin cups ‘2 full. Beat 
remaining egg slightly. Lightly 
brush top of rolls with egy: 
sprinkle with poppy seed. Let 
rise, uncovered, in warm place 
about 15 munutes. Bake at 
400 F for 18 to 20 minutes or 
until golden brown. Remove 
rolls from muffin cups. Makes 
18 rolls.

Free assistsnce for local 
veterans and their families will 
be available when a Field 
Service Unit of the Disabled 
American Veterans (DAV) 
visits Oakland on Monday, 
June 22. This is the eihth 
consecutive year that one of 
these offic ~equipped vans has 
traveled to communities 
throughout the state, bringing 
free benefits counseling and 
claim filing assistance to 
veterans and their families. 

The DAV Field Service Unit 
will be located at the corrter 
of Liberty and Second streets 
and will be open from 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. 

A fully qualified and trained 
DAV veteran's benefits expert 
will staff the traveling service 
facility, according to the DAV. 
He can assist veterans and 
their families in filing claims 
for such federal and state 
benefits as disability com- 
pensation, pension, employ- 
ment and job training 
programs, educational bene- 
fits, hospitalization and 
medical care, Social Security, 
death claims, and more. 

During the past seven years, 
more than 300,000 veterans and 
dependents took advantage of 
this free service when it came 
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to their communities. As a 
result of these visits, DAV 
National Service Officers filed 
107,000 claims for disability 
compensation and pension 
benefits alone. Thousands of 
claims for other government 
benefits were also filed. 


Veterans need not be 
members of the DAV to take 
advantage of this free service. 

“Special emphasis is placed 
on Vietnam era veterans be- 
cause many of these men and 
women aren't using the bene- 
fits they've earned, some out 
of sheer distrust of the govern- 
ment that sent them to South- 
east Asia to fight an unpopular 
war,” said DAV National 
Commander Stan Pealer, him- 
self a Vietnam era veteran. 


“It's surprising how many 
people don't even know about 
benefits they're entitled to by 
law until they step into one of 
our mobile offices,’ said DAV 
Executive Director Denvel D. 
Adams. Explaining the need 
for the program, Adams ad- 
ded, “‘Many veterans, 
dependents and widows live 
some distance from VA 
facilities where DAV services 
are available. Our Fieid 
Service Unit program carries 
these services right to the 
doorsteps of these people.” 

Local DAV and DAV Aux- 
iliary members are cooperat- 
ing with the DAV’s National 
Headquarters to bring this 
service program to the area.

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Don Cook Shares watercolor 


Techniques With

About 20 Southern High 
School students received 15 
days of special trainuly in the 
area of watercolor painting, 
taught by Don Cook 31, Annap- 
olis, who came to Garrett 
County under the Artist in 
Residence Program offered 
through the Maryiand Arts 
Council. 

The training period ended 
last week and the works com- 
pleted by participating 
students have been on display 
at the Ruth Enlow Library in 
Oakland. Also displayed was a 
watercolor painting donated to 
Southern High School by Cook. 
The exhibit should be up 
through today. 

Cook spent several weeks 
with students selected for the 
program to take them through 
various stages of developing 
watercolor expertise and style. 
The students spent four day's 
outdoors sketching various 
scenes in Garrett County, which 
they later developed into 
finished paintings. 

Sophomores, juniors and 
seniors participated. selected 
by art instructurs according to 
their drawing ability. Two 
students from Northern High 
School, accompanied by their 
art teacher Maggie Pratt, 
attended the workshop for two 
days. Cook will offer the same 
program at Northern High 
School in the fall. 

The Southern students 
basically had no experierice 
with watercolor when they 
began the session, and they 
learned valuable techniques 
from the 12-year painter 

Born in Midland, Cook 
attended Bishop Walsh High 
School. He was interested in art 
at a very young age and was im- 
pressed with famous peinters 
Cook said he had always wanted 
to be a painter, “but felt it was 
an unrealistic goal.’ He said 
this feeling possibly grew out of 
the fact thai he “was not 
saturated with art in the area he 
grew up in.” 

Cook later attended the 
University of Maryland, where

he received a bachelor of arts 
degree in English literature. A 
long-time writer of poetry, 
some of which has been 
published, he had planned to at- 
tend graduate school and be- 
come a college professor. He 
pursued his interest in art, how- 
ever, by studying at Corcoran 
School of Art in Washington, 
D.C., with A. Brockie Steven- 
son, a popular painter in the 
Washington area. 

Approximately 12 years a- 
go Cvook began watercolor 
painting m a traditional style, 
sumilar to American water- 
colorists Andrew Wyatt or 
Edward Hopper. Four years 
ayo, he said, he began seriously 
thinking about painting as a 
career. His time in the 
Washington area exposed him 
to a number of professional 
painters, and gradually made 
his goal appear more realistic, 
he said. 

Throughout his schooling 
Cook had worked as a bartender 
and waiter, and he was em- 
ployed in the area of com- 
mercial art with agencies 
Annapolis. Cook said he was 
dissatisfied with that field, as 
he felt he was doing someone 
else's work. 

He went back to watercolor 
which is today his primary 
meriia. It was for him, in the be 
ginning, “a stepping stone and 
an extension of drawuig.* Then 
experunentation led him to 
solve problems in watercolor 
that are normally solved in 
other media." He diverted from 
the traditional small watercolor 
paintings and made his works 
large, using bright, brilliant 
colors. 

Cook explained that 19th 
century watercolor was used as 
a record for people who kept 
diaries, something like a photo- 
graph Watercolors were 
always a small image and that 
form was carried throughout 
hundreds of years. Fairly 
recently, he said, American 
artists initiated watercolor 
expansion, particularly in the 
area of size. 

Cook feels that “watercolor 
as a (large) painting can hold

and oils.” Water colors ‘‘can 
provide a brilliance of colors 
not found ip any other media,” 
he sard 

For the past year Cook has 
devoted all of his time to art, 
teaching four to five months 
and painting as a profession. 
This year his works were 
displayed at the Baltimore 
Museum of Art. He paints in 
Annapolis at a studio, and he 
has a gallery in Baltimore, 
selling his works to the public. 

Cook recently completed a 
series of watercolors using the 
Westvaco Luke mill as a focal 
point and concentrating on the 
various shapes of smoke rising 
from that valley. The mill is the 
subject of the painting donated 
to the school. 

Following his work in Garrett 
County, Cook will do a series of 
portraits from his home town of 
Midland, portraying a cross- 
section of the local citizenry. He 
plans to paint group and 


individual portraits, making 
them 22” x 30” and larger, and 
using bright colors. The 
said he is tired of seeing 
portraits from rural areas 
portrayed strictly with dark 
colors, a norm which ne vitends 
to alter with the series. He 
expects to complete the series 
by September, at which time 
the portraits will be displayed. 
Cook said he is exten iv 
interested in penple and how 
they live their lives and view 
themselves. He attempts to cap-

ture these traits in his painting, 
noting that “an artist wants 
desperately to leave some 
record.” Cook has developed a 
unique portrait style, 
concentrating on ‘portraits 
which tell you about the person 
and time in their life."" He said 
he sometimes works from 
photographs, but feels it is 
important to work from life. 

During his time at Southern 
High School, Cook offered 
students a “grab-bag of water- 
color techniques.’’ He taught 
them the basics of watercolor 
and how to blend colors, begin- 
ning with a wash, or a one-color 
“testing ground.’’ He 
encouraged each student to 
move in his or her own direction 
and to recognize special talents 
in various areas. He stated that 
he encouraged them to ‘see 
where they want to go’’ with 
their own individual style, or 
what they want to concentrate 
on most. 

Cook said he feels ‘‘you can't 
begin any painting with a pre- 
conceived image” of its com- 
pietion, and that the “best art is 
that with some accident.”” He 
taught his students to work with 
accidents and use them to their 
advantage, and he encouraged 
them to solve problems in their 
own way. 

Approximately 25 pieces by 
the students and Cook were 
disnlaved at the library.

Maryland State Comptroller 
Iouis L. Goldstein today ac- 
cepted checks totaling 
$44,515,484 from Baltimore Gas 
and Electric Company and the 
Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company of Mary- 
land as payment of the fran- 
chise tax on gross receipts of 
the two public utilities. This is

‘Where The Community Comes Together’ 
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For Handicapped Residents 


Ability As Opposed To Disability 


The following is the sixth and 
final part in a series of articles 
dealing with available services 
for handicapped people in Gar- 
rett County and individuals who 
work for their welfare.

Perhaps the most valuable 
asset Garrett County possesses 
In serving its handicapped 
population 1s cooperation be- 
tween all agencies . . . for- 
malities and paperwork are not 
always necessary when the 
talented and dedicated pro- 
fessionals here take the time to 
care about each individual and 
put in some overtime to meet 
his or her special needs. This 
county has something special 
— not something that can be 
seen or proven or put on paper 
— It has an incredibly closeknit 
network which springs to life 
with one comment, one phone 
call, and then swift, effective 
action to accomplish «hatever 
needs to be done 

Ail of the agencies mentioned 
in any portion of this series are 
involved in the cooperative 
effort to meet special needs, 
even when many are forced to 
work with hmited resources. 
The Garrett County Health 
Department, the Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital and 
the Department of Social 
Services are also a part of this 
unique network which reported- 
ly baffles kindred professionals 
and funding agencies down 
state 


Health Department 


The Child Health portion of 
the local Health Department, 
under the direction of Roxanne 
Reed, serves all children in 
Garrett County through 
orthopedic testing, ear, nose, 
throat and vision testing, and by 
providing special services. 
Screening for the Garrett 
County Board of Education ts 
obtained through Child Health. 
and its purpose is to ensure 
early identification of any 
health problems. The services 
of Tom Graybill, speech 
therapist, are also obtained 
through the Health Department 
and Child Health often brings in 
specialists from Baltimore to 
assist with orthopedic and other 
services needed. 

The Crippled Children’s 
Clinic, available to handi- 
capped and non-handicapped 
children, falls under Child 
Health and services that are 
applied through the Maryland 
State Crippled Children’s Fund. 
Following developmental test- 
ing many children are referred 
to local physicians for treat- 
ment and arrangements are 
made to fill special needs if 
necessary . 

The adult Health portion, 
under the direction of Sara 
Donley, offers the same adult 
health screening programs to 
all area residents, with services 
rendered on a sliding fee scale. 
Adult Health schedules 
particular days for groups from 
Garrett Crossroads. Inc. and 
the Appalachian Adult 
Activities Center to come to the 
Health Department. In 
addition, the staff there pro- 
vides education to handicapped 


young people in middle and high 
schools regarding hygiene and 
other health matters. Adult 
Health provides educational 
inforniation in group sessions or 
individual counseling upon re- 
quest. 

Home Health Services direct- 
ed by Norma Bolding. falls 
under Adult Health. Home 
Health serves patients usually 
for a short time while they are 
homebound, or as along as the 
department can show that its 
services are needed. For 
mentally and emotionally 
handicapped people Home 
Health nurses go into the home 
and give injections to some 
people who are not capable of 
taking their own medications. 
always working under orders 
from psychiatrists or 
physicians. The nurses monitor 
the effects of any drug ad- 
ministered and report any ad- 
verse reactions to the patient's 
doctor. 

Mrs. Bolding stated durmy a 
recent interview that the 
department works with four 
major types of physically 
handicapped people Many 
short-term patients have suffer- 
ed a traumatic illness or injury 
such as paralysis, fracture or 
stroke Some patients served 
have a degenerative disease, in 
which case the department 
works on the patient's abilities 
as opposed to disabilities, and 
attempts to prevent a more 
serious handicap. In addition, 
the department works with 
people having birth defects or 
diseases. such as polio. 

The main emphasis of Home 
Health is rehabilitation, helping 
the patient improve or prevent- 
ing further illness. For some 
patients part of that process in- 
valves regaining skills or alter- 
ing or adding to the home 
environment. Home Health is 
also involved with discharge 
planning, which includes 
returning the patient to normal 
activities or gainful em- 
ployment, and working to 
prevent further disabilities. 
Mrs. Bolding stated that some 
Home Health patients: are 
referred to nursing homes. 

The major goal of the depart- 
ment is to improve the patient’s 
state of wellness as lony as 
possible. through individual 
home visits and involving the 
family in taking care of the 
patient. The department 
currently serves 57 to 59 
patients. mostly audits, and 
some elderly handicapped 
people. 

The Mental Health. Mental 
Retardation and Addictions 
unit, under the direction of Scott 
Ward. offers psychological test- 
ing and consultation, counsel- 
ing, crisis stabilization, art 
therapy. resocialization, foster 
care placement, information 
and referrals to all county 
residents. 

Mental Health works closely 
with the Appalachian Adult 
Activities Center. where a 
weekly art therapy workshop is 
conducted by Jean Pollack, 
psychologist and Coordinator of 
Transitional Services. The 
workshop centers around paint- 
ing, drawing and other ex- 
pressive media done in a group. 
Ms. Pallack explained that art 
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therapy centers on expression, 
not art ability, and completed 
works and feelings are dis- 
cussed by the participants in a 
group ummiediately following 
the workshop. 

The department sponsors a 
Resocialization Club which 
meets every Monday and 
Wednesday evening from 7 to 9 
p.m. at the Appalachian Adult 
Activities Center. The program 
is geared toward helping 
emotionally and mentally dis- 
abled people to become active 
members of a community, and 
the group often goes out into the 
community during its sessions. 
Recreation, vocational train- 
ing. job opportuiuties, apart- 
ment living and daily living 
skills all lead toward helping 
the participants to become as 
independent as possible. 

Mental Health operates on a 
sliding fee scale and the depart- 
ment never turns anyone away, 
reyardless of income, Ward 
said. The Mental Health staff 
puts in a large amount of over- 
time in crisis intervention after 
regular work hours, or taking 
peuple shopping or to other 
community services to re- 
integrate them into the 
community. According to 
Ward. the entire stafff works to 
keep people out of hospitals and 
geared toward specific goals. 

Mental Health and the 
Activities Center recently wrote 
a prant together for Project 
Umbrella, a new program for 
serving handicapped people in 
Garrett County. The four major 
compenents of the proposed 
program will deal with an 
attempt to obtain a county co 
ordinator for handicapped 
services; to initlate a case 
Management position to assure 
that handicapped children and 
adults are put in touch with 
services; to continue with the 
Resocialization (Club. in 
existence since 1974; and to 
develop apartment living units 
for the handicapped under 
Project Home, a state yrant 
program. 

Prospective funding ayencies 
for Project Umbrella include 
the Mental Retardation Ad- 
ministration, Developmental 
Disabilities and the Mental 
Health Administration. Ward 
explained that the grant has 
been presented and the in- 
Itiators hope it will be funded 
by July 1, as additional needs for 
the handicapped services are 
arising from deinstitutionali- 
zation. Ward explained that 
approximately 25 Garrett 
Countians are still in Spring- 
field Hospital and the Finan 
Center, which offers services 
fur emotionally handicaped and 
mentally retarded people. 
alcohol and drug abusers and 
shelter care for adolescents. 
Ward added that many of these 
people are improperly placed in 
these institutions, simply be 
cause currect Garrett County 
services can not acconunodate 
them.

There is no direct financial 
incentive to qualify as a cer- 
tified tree farmer, Dr. Kundt 
points out. Instead, the 
program is intended as 
recognition for private owners, 
with 10 acres or more of wood- 
land, who manage their forest 
property in accordance with 
stipulated conservation and 
business management #uide- 
lines.

areas of occupational therapy 
and daily living skills. The 
department currently sees 
approximately 18 patients per 
day with problems ranging 
from small fractures to victims 
of stroke, post-operative 
patients and amputees. 
Emphasis is placed on exercise, 
in addition to treatment for 
reducing swelling and 
concentrating on specific areas 
of the body. 

Some patients are seen on a 
long-term basis, such as 
amputees, who receive treat- 
ment before and after surgery, 
as well as prosthetic training, 
and patients with multiple 
sclerosis, muscular dystrophy 
and Parkinson's disease. 
Futsler said the department 
likes to see patients on a short- 
term basis, which is the case 
with most, to treat them and see 
them inprove. 

A Cardiac Rehabilitation pro- 
gram was started recently, 
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emergency medical technicians 
and cardiac rescue technicians 
from the Southern Rescue 
Squad. Every procedure in the 
department must be preceded 
by a physician's order, Tribbey 
explained. Dr. Thomas G. John- 
son is the hospital's Cardiology 
Medical Director, and Dr. 
George B. Stoltzfus is the 
Pulmonary Medical Director. 
The Respiratory Therapy 
division of Cardio-Pulmonary 
frequently serves people with 
chronic pulmonary diseases or 
“pulmonary cripples,’’ who 
“are just as handicapped as an 
amputee,’ Tribbey explained. 
The three major classes of 
chronic pulmonary diseases in 
Garrett County are 
emphysema, chronic bronchitis 
and asthma. According to 
Tribbey the major causes of 
these disabilities are smoking, 
industrial or environmental 
pollution and occasionally 


cardiogram) is the most 
common procedure, performed 
on all uperative patients and all 
persons over the age of 25 who 
are adnutted to the hospital. 
The EKG is a tracing on paper 
of the electrical activities of a 
person's heart The test makes 
available a wealth of infor- 
mation on the status of the 
heart, Tribbey stated. 

The graded exercise stress 
test makes use of a treadmill 
which starts slow and progres- 
sively gets faster. Throughout 
the test, while the patient is 
walking or jogging, he is hooked 
up to an EKG machine which 
registers the percent grade the 
patient is walking up, how fast 
the patient is traveling, the time 
elapsed, heart rate and EKG 
material. The department's 
nurse periodically monitors the 
patient's blood pressure, and a 
physician 1s always present 
while the test is administered 


how the patient's recovery has 
progressed. The test is some- 
times done to recreate 
symptoms reported by the 
patient, by putting the heart 
under some strain. Some 
patients take the test to deter- 
mine the limitations of the 
heart. Their physicians can 
later recommend limitations of 
activity or energy output, 
according to the results of the 
stress test. 

If symptoms are not re- 
created through the stress test, 
the hospital offers a Holter 
Monitor, a diagnostic tool which 
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the patient wears during a 
24-hour period. During that 
time the monitor makes a 
record of the patient’s heart 
activities every two minutes, 
recorded on a cassette tape 
Tribbey stated that if the 
patient has an abnormal event 
in connection with the heart the 
monitor automatically records 
that also, and if the patient is 
experiencing pain he can pusha 
button and the monitor will kick 
on. The test is designed to deter- 
mine whether symptoms are 
affiliated with the heart.

persons is offered through a 
money grant under the name of 
General Public Assistance, of 
which beneficiaries must have 
some sort of physical disability . 
Shaffer explained that if some 
one can qualify for Social 
Security benefits, they often 
temporarily make use of an 
additional money grant offered 
through Social Services, 
entitled Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children. 

Accordidng to Shaffer, one 
service which is very useful to 
many area disabled persons 1s 
the Homemaker Service, which 
employs a Human Service Aid 
to go into homes une day a week 
to perform household tasks, 
laundry and shopping. He ex- 
plained that this is a paid ser- 
vice if the client’s income 1s 
above a certain level. In addi- 
tion, many regular Social 
Security services are delivered 
in the home to persons who are 
unable to come to the office. 
Disabled persons can call the 
office and a social worker will 
come to them, he said. 

In addition to money grants. 
services available at the 
department include Community 
Home Care Service for persons 
over 65 years of age. Family 
Counseling Service, Health Re- 
lated Services, Homemaker 
Services, Information and 
Referral, Protective Services 
for Adults and Children, and 
Transportation, perhaps the 
more useful services for dis- 
abled persons 

The department has 
organized various volunteer 
programs. It initiated the Vol- 
unteer Service Center, locatec 
on Route 219 toward Deep 
Creek, open every Thursday. 
The center processes second- 
hand items and makes them 
available at a verv low cost, 
Shaffer explained, however 
shoppers there must have 
authorization and a referral 
from Social Services. 

The department organized 
the volunteer program at Cup- 
pett-Weeks Nursing Home and 
recruited the original 75 vol- 
unteers, then turned the proy-

All of the services described in the six-part series entitled 
Ability As Opposed To Disability’ are available to the people 
of Garrett County and administered by concerned professionals 
Services for the handicapped are in danger of losing funds or 
disappearing altogether, through proposed government budget 
cuts this year. 

It 1s this writer's opinion, however, that the people cited as 
instrumental in working for the individual here will persevere 
throughout the difficult tunes ahead, and will continue to offer 
the maximum aid possible under the circumstances. 

The Interagency Committee on Mental Retardation in Gar- 
rett County determined four years ago that 558 handicapped 
people are living in this county. Many of these people have 
proven their worth to the community in the areas of employ- 
ment, scholastic achievement and special talents 

Interagency cooperation in the county has flourished during 
the past few years and new programs for the handicapped are 
now on the upswing. Just as the system for handicapped ser- 
vices 1s at its peak, federal proposals could cause a backslide 
here that would wipe out years of overtime planning and sys- 
tem organization. 

Despite the fear of losing services, the agencies noted in the 
series continue to care for the individual and to determine the 
most effective methud of fighting the government for support 
At its meeting Thursday the Garrett Organization for the 
Handicapped made plans to launch a letter-writing campaign to 
leyislators 1 an attempt to preserve the services that Garrett 
County’s professionals and volunteers have worked so hard to 
obtain.

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Mediator Enters 
Roads worker 


Contract Talks 


A federal mediator has been 
called in to help break an 
impasse in negotiations be- 
tween the Garrett County roads 
workers’ union, the Association 
of Federal, State, County and 
Municipal Employees :AF- 
SCME), and the county, the 
county commissioners an- 
nounced this week. 

The county and _ union 
representatives, who began 
negotiations March 5, are 
working against time to reach 
an agreement before the roads 
workers’ contract runs out 
June 30, 1981. 

But, the conunissioners note, 
the roads workers are not 
expected to strike, because of 
a state law prohibiting a 
strike. Nor will the com- 
missioners close down the 
roads department if an agree- 
ment ts not reached by the end 
of June.

Commissioners 
Award Animal 
Health Lab Bid 


The Garrett County Board of 
Commissioners awarded the 
construction bid for the Animal 
Health Lab to low bidder, Ron 
Marc, on Tuesday. 


The bid amount, approved at 
$151.000 was $6,000 more than 
funds allutted for the project 
which is to begin in the next 
few weeks. 

Jacob Gzesh, architect. Dr. 
Frank Custer, of the State 
Department of Agriculture, 
and Gary Mullich, building 
manager, spent two weeks 
between the bid opening and 
the bid award trying to whittle 
down costs of the building 
becuuse even the low bidder 
came in $10,000 above allo- 
cated funds. 

The commissioners spent 
$5,000 of revenue sharing funds 
this year fur design of the 
building and have an agree 
ment from the state to pay half 
of $150 000, the estimated total 
cost of the project. 

The group decided to at- 
tempt to receive more state 
funding for the project. 


In other action, the com- 
Missioners unanimously voted 
to retaim Paul Shockey, per- 
sonnel manager, to serve at 
the pleasure of the Board. 
Shockey assumed the county 
position in July 1980. 

The commissioners adopted 
a resolution concerning the 
borrowing of money. not to 
exceed $409,900, from the 
Maryland Industrial 
Development Financing 
Authority for the expansion of 
American H-V Test Systems, 
Accident. 

The resolution, adopted after 
a public hearing Tuesday 
morning, stipulates that the 
county is not a guarantor of 
the loan 

The expansion will double 
the firm's space, and is of a 
similar design to the existing 
facilities, except that ceiling 
clearance in the addition will 
be twice as high. The expan- 
sion is expected to result in the 
addition of about 30 employees. 
Construction is set to begin 
near the end of June. 

The Board met with Ed 
Hollada. Hollada’s Garage in 
West Salisbury, Pa., to hear 
his proposal to convert county 
vehicles to use of propane 
rather than gasoline 

Hollada stated one ad- 
vantage to his proposal was a 
reduced cost of operation with-

County School Board Approves 


Rerisions To FY 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education adopted an approx- 
imate $11,600,000 budget for 
fiscal year 1982 Thursday after 
slashing $798,611 from its pro- 
posed budget, and, thereby, 
putting the school system in 
what Board President Herbert 
Harinan described as a ‘miser- 
able condition.” 

The Buard cut its budget as a 
result of its unsuccessful 
attempt to obtain additional 
money from the county this 
year, requested because of 
funding reduction at the state 
and federal levels and because 
of increased costs. 

After Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
county superintendent of 
schouls, announced the cuts. 
one county citizen at the meet- 
ing remarked that few 
categories escuped the axe. 

Among budget items cut were 
up to $156,000 in personnel re- 
ductions. The Buard knocked 
out of the budget, which is 64 
percent personnel-related, 18 
positions including the super- 
visor of health, physical edu- 
cation and athletics, eight 
teaching positions, a new 
position for a speech therapist. 
custodial personnel and 
teachers’ aides. 

The Board noted most of the 
18 positions abandoned would 
not require firing any 
employees but would be left un- 
filled after normal attrition. 

Due to the workforce re- 
duction, the Board realized a 
savings of $10,539 in personnel 
benefits including retirement, 
social security, and health, 
aceident and life insurance. 

Two programs to be affected 
by the cuts will be gifted and 
talented and special education. 
Though not eliminated entirely, 
the gifted and talented program 
will lose over $4,000 for a 
summer camp, for workshop 
consultants and for supphes and 
materials. The special edu- 
cation program will lose over 
$99,000 for four teachers, a 
speech therapist, one aid (all in- 
cluded in the 18 personnel 
positions eliminated), summer 
camp, supplies and materials 
and mileage. 

In the overall instructional 
program, the Board cut approx- 
imately $169,500 for supplies 
and materials. $82,900 for new 
equipment, $31,600 for other 
expenses, and $20,400 for con- 
tracted services. 

From the operations and 
maintenance categories, be- 
sides personnel, the Board cut 
$173,059 for other expenses :in- 
cludes heat and electricity). 
$50,000 for contracted services. 
$28,500 for new equipment and 
go,,uu tur 
matertals 

One new category was added 
under maintenance: garbage 
removal for $3,000. Dr.

State To Approve 
Sludge Disposal 
At Brawal Site 


The light is about to turn 
green on a proposal by a Phil- 
adlphia-based land rec- 
lamation firm to reclaim an 
abandoned strip mine site, call- 
ed the Brawal Site, in Garrett 
County with Baltimore City 
sludge. 

Garrett County Health 
Department officials have 
announced an informal agree- 
ment between them and 
Modern Earthline Companies 
which will allow the state 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene to issue a per- 
mit to the company to apply 
sludge on an abandoned strip 
mine in a reclamation project 
near Grantsville. 

The project is a demon- 
stration project intended to 
show county residents the 
feasibility of using sludge to re- 
claim abandoned strip mines. 

Edgar Hartnan, director of 
Environmental Health, stated 
the agreement was reached 
based on several modifications 
in the company’s original pro- 
posal 

Changes in the proposal are to 
include a decrease in the 
amount of sludge to be applied 
per acre from 50 dry tons to 40 
ary tons tan amount whuch 
could be reduced more pending 
results of an analysis by Uni- 
versity of Maryland on the svils 
holding capacity of heavy 
metals) which would allow ag- 
ricultural use on the land: an in- 
crease in the amount of lime to 
be added to prevent the soil 
from becoming acidic; to 
abolish a set time for the end of 
monitoring of the project, to 
prohibit bulk storage of the 
sludge on the property. and to 
require a signed document of un- 
formed consent by the land- 
owner. 

Harman stated his depart- 
ment will send out a letter this 
week to the state to describe 
what conditions were establish- 
ed and which should be in- 
corporated in the permnit. He 
expects the state te issue the 
perinit near the end of this week 
or the beginning of next week. 

A permit from the state will 
not be enouyh for Modern 
Earthlines to proceed with their 
reclamation plans. It must also 
pass through the State Land 
Reclamation Committee. A 
public hearing will be held 
Thursday at 9 a.m. in the Con- 
ference Room, Hill Street Build- 
ing, Frostburg, by the Land 
Reclamation Conumuttee on the 
proposed amendment allowing 
sludge to be used for recla- 
muttion. 

Even with the approval of the 
health department, the land- 
owner and the land Recla- 
mation Committee, 
Commissioner Ernie Gregg 
contends that the project could 
be halted by the 
commissioners, who he says 
have the final word on the 
matter. 

The cotnmissioners, who 
have been waiting on the health 
department to determine it the 
project is actually safe, have 
made no decision on the pro-

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Commissioners Adopt Budget 
Based On $3.22 Tax Rate 


The Garrett County Board of 
Commissioners adopted its 
$11,537,706 budget for Fiscal 
Yeur 1982 Monday and an- 
nounced its intent to borrow 
$100,000 from two local banks to 
finish out this year. 

The commissioners held the 
public hearing, attended bv 
about ten county citizens, to 
raise the constant yield tax rate 
by five cents from $3.17 to $3.22 
per $100 assessable property 
and to approve an ad valorem 
tax totalling $.80 on each $100 
assessable property for 
Mountain Lake Park and Loch 
I.ynn town residents. 

The ad valorem tax cume 
under fire from Mt. Lake Park 
mayor Russell Alexander who 
challenged the legality of 
proceedings during a recently 
held public hearing on the tax. 

The tax 1s actually two 
separate taxes imposed on resi- 
dents in Garrett County 
Sanitary District No. 1, which 
includes most of Mt. Lake Park 
and Loch Lynn. A tax of $.16 per 
$100 assess2ble property will be 
charged for retirement of a loan 
for the sewerage system in the 
two towns and a $.64 tax per 
$100 assessable property for 
retirement of a loan. for 
reliabiliialion of Uie water 
system. 

Alexander told the com- 
niissioners he intended to inves- 
tigate the procedure for 
establishing the two taxes to see 
if there were any legal viola- 
tions. 

He noted the tax 1s adding to 
the tax burden of the residents 
of the two towns because they 
will have to pay a total of $5.12 
per $100 including state, town, 
county, and the ad valorem tax. 

The commissioners told the 
Hroup attending they beheved 
their budget was balanced and 
that they could collect the 
$483,000 in personal property 
taxes from surface mine 
operators recently under 
question. 

The question was raised two 
weeks ayo over whether the tax 
could be collected from surface 
nune companies since a bill 
passed in the 1981 Maryland 
General Assembly replaced the 
personal property tax with a 
coal tonnage tax on surface 
mines in Garrett and Allegany 
Counties. 

Commissioner Ernest Gregg 
noted the commissioners have 
made provisions to cut the 
budget should a court decide 
they could not collect the 
money. 

“Unfortunately,” said Gregg, 


“the most severe cuts were in 
areas where we have been try- 
ing to catch up.” 

The cuts, which would require 
amendments to the budget, 
were in areas such as deferred 
compensation insurance for 
county employees as well as 
accrued hability and employees 
hospitalization. The com- 
missioners said other sub- 
stantial cuts would be made 
from the gontingency fund, 
from the court ordered pay- 
ment, from the roads de- 
partment and heglth depart- 
ment. 

Gregg, who says the com- 
missioners expect to collect the 
personal property tax, said he 
expects the issue to go to court 
either as a suit filed by the coal 
companies or as a request for a 
declaratory judgment by Gar- 
rett and Allegany Counties. 

The $100,000 to be borrowed 
from two local banks will be 
used to pay all Fiscal Year 1981 
debts, the commissioners 
noted. It will be borrowed 
against $868,000 in uncollected 
taxes for this year. 

The commissioners have 
repaid $95,000 of the $300,000 
borrowed this past April and 
have repaid the total amount 
borrowed from tie two locai 
banks last year.

She 
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She’s Here To Stay... 


An issue receiving a great amount of attention 
lately is that of the working mother and how this 
situation affects her relationship with her husband 
and her children. In order to clarify something right 
away so as not to infuriate the mothers of the world 
(all of whom work), when we use the term “working 
mother”’ here, we are referring to a mother who 
works outside the home and receives a salary. 

This being a fairly new characteristic of 
American society, the wide range effects of 
increased numbers of working mothers remain to be 
seen. Numerous studies have been done and are 
being done, particularly on the children of working 
mothers, to find out what the consea'ences will be. 
However, the conclusions are stiu tt best only 
speculation. Most studies show that tr children of 
working mothers are developing stable, ..dependent 
personalities and, due to the day-care center 
environment, are more quickly able to develop 
healthy, sharing relationships with other children. 
Though the quantity of time spent between mothers 
and children is less, the quality of the time is often 
found to be much better. Some studies are not so 
optimistic, stating that the family as a unit is being 
threatened by a mother’s working. 

It is also a whole new ball game for working 
fathers, most of whom grew up in the fifties and 
sixties in non-working-mother homes. The 
adjustments are being handled well by some, not so 
well by others. Again, it is a new ‘‘science” and it 
will take time for all involved to adjust. 

Dozens of books are being written un the subject 
and there is far too little space here to expound on it 
further. However, regardless of whether or not the 
working mother syndrome is healthy ur unhealthy 
for the family, statistics released recently by the U. 
S. Labor Department reveal that both parents in 
many families are going to have to work in order to 
maintain a moderate standard of living. Figures 
show that a family of four in 1979 in the United States 
needed an income of $20,517 to maintain an 
intermediate standard of living. That figure jumped 
to $23,134 in 1980. Who knows what 1981 will bring? 

Goud or bad, the working mother is most likely 
here to stay.

Citizens And The Law

The averaye citizen with a healthy respect for the law tends to 
obey local ordinances and keep up-to-date on municipal policy. 

A quick glance at public local laws of Garrett County 
indicates the need for strict adherence, lest a hefty fine be levied. 
For instance, destroying the eggs or the nest of a bluebird, 
swallow, martu:, catbird, wren, or a sparrow will result in a $5.00 
fine, as well as a fine of $2.00 each for any bird trapped or 
destroyed in any manner. 

Feathered friends aren't the only ones protected through stiff 
penalties of tne law. Any person attempting to destroy a fish with 
dynamite is subject to a $100 fine, which will be divided equally 
between law enforcement and the school board. 

A fifty-cent annual tax on male dogs is mandatory, with a 
$1 00 charge for female canine. The dog of any owner who refuses 
to pay the fee will be destroyed 

Salaries of county government officials are mandated. and 
reflect sensible spending of tax dollars. County commissioners 
receive $3.50 a day for each session attended. and eight cents per 
nule one way only) for travel expense 

Jurors receive $2.50 per day for each session in circuit court. 
and if their residence 1s more than five miles from the county 
seat, a fee of 1242 cents per mile (one way only) will be added to 
the reunbursement. 

The state's attorney earns $15 per case, whether he wins or 
loses ui the court room. 

If a person chooses to be a miner in this vounty, the mine 
owner must guarantee at least a ten-hour day. Chances for 
advancement to the position uf mine inspector are dictated by age 
and sex. Only a man may become a miner or mine inspector, and 
not until the age of 35. 

If all these rules and regulations drive you to drink, you'll 
have to cross the border intu another county or state, as it's 
unlawful for any person, house, corporation. or company to sell 
spirits or alcoholic Liquor any place within the lumits of Garrett 
County. 

The laws of 1884 liad a defuute place at the time. and still do 
today. I take them to mean a drunken nuner or government 
official doesn’t stand a chance wa court of law if he attempts to 
blow up a fish or mangle a bird nest. Of course. if he brings his 
unlicensed dog along, perhaps the long arm of the law will 
concentrate on the animal. 

If my interpretation ts correct, perhaps that’s why most of the 
laws have now been changed or altered. But then, is newer 
necessarily better, after all’”

We would 
like to knuw what type of in- 
formation members of the 
public believe would be of 
value to them when they 
require hospital services. 

We have in mind preparing 
the guide in three parts: 

1 Listing hospitals’ names. 
locations, telephone numbers 
and available services. 

2. Charge Information, in- 
cluding approved charges for 
services such as emergency 
room visits and clinic visits 
and daily reom rates. 

3. Diagnosis and procedure 
information, including average 
lengths of stay and average 
charges for common diagnoses 
and procedures. 

These are samples of the 
information we expect to in- 
clude.

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Most dog owners feel they know how to keep their pets in 
good health. They arrange for the proper vaccinations, groom 
their pets regularly, and feed them a balanced dict. But they 
forget the basics of good dental care, including feeding dry 
foods, providing hard chew toys, and having the veterinarian 
check the pet’s mouth 

I recommend the hard nugget type of pet food because it 
scrapes the tooth surfaces clean as the animal eats. It is a good 
substitute for the rough-texured foods that animals find in the 
wild. Wolves, coyotes. und the like rarely develop dental 
problems because they chew on raw meat and gnaw on bones. 

Tou many domestic pets eat softened bite-sized pieces of 
processed food that contain considerable amounts of sugar and 
starch. The soft food particles combine with saliva through the 
action of bacteria to form tartar — a sticky substance which 
hardens and forms brownish rings around the base of the teeth. 
This accumulation of tartar irritates gw tissue, forcing the 
gum away from the base of the tooth. The gum swells and 
bleeds, and the tooth finally falls out. Tartar is also a common 
cause of bad breath in dogs. 

There are some dogs that refuse to eat dry foods. You can 
slow the buildup of tartar for these pets by giving them bones — 
particularly knuckle or shin bones — to chew on. Some syn- 
thetic bones or hard rubber toys are also good. Chicken or other 
soft bones, and soft rubber toys, are of little value. If your pet Is 
cooperative, you can use a moist cotton ball dipped in table salt 
to clean tooth surfaces close to the gum line. 

In advanced cases of tartar buildup, professional assistance is 
necessury. Your veterinarian can remove tartar including that 
below the gum line, as the first phase of treatment. Teeth that 
are tuo loose to be saved will be extracted. 

When you check your dog’s teeth for tartar, you'll notice that 
the teeth are different shapes and swes. The small teeth across 
the front of the mouth are incisors. and are used for cutting. 
The longer, pointed teeth on the sides of the mouth are the 
canines, and are also used for cutting off pteces of fuod. Farther 
back in the mouth are the premolars and the sumewhat larger 
molars for gripping and chewing. The typical healthy dog will 
have about 42 teeth: each will be firmly anchored in the jaw by 
surrounding gum tissue. 

Dogs will occasidnally crack or clup a tooth during a dog 
fight. or by chewing on rocks and other debris when they are 
bored If the dog shows no sign of pain or discomfort, the 
remains of the fractured tuoth can stay in place uidefinitely. 

However, if a bruken tooth interferes with the dog's vating habits 
Or causes it to drool saliva, then the pet does need professional 
alichlied 

Good dental care is also unportant if you plan to show a pure- 
bred dog. In some areas, particularly in Europe, show dogs 
with missing teeth may be considered flawed and be penalized 
And a dog whose teeth are stained with tartar certainly does 
not make the best impression on the judge in the ring

C&P Increases Installation Rates. 


{lous Customers 


Responding to a Federal 
Communications Coninussion 
ruling earler this year, the 
C&P Telephone Company of 
Maryland Monday filed tariffs 
with the Maryland Public Ser- 
vice Commission that would in- 
crease certain costs of tele- 
phone installations and at the 
same time would provide op- 
tions to allow customers to 
avoid most. if not all, of the in- 
creases, according to C&P. 

Monthly rates for existing 
service are unaffected by the 
tariffs. 

The proposed increases are 
necessary, C&P says, because 
of a March 1981 FCC order 
which emphasized that the cost 
of telephone installations should 
be borne by the customers 
requesting them. So that 
customers may avoid the full 
impact of these increases, the 
company’s proposal gives them 
the option of installing their own 
inside wire and associated 
outlets or of having someone 
other than C&P do the work. 
Customers who do their own 
installations must conform to 
standards provided by the tele- 
phone company. 

The decision to permit 
customers to install their own 
wiring is based on the avail- 
ability of technical standards to 
assure service quality that are 
similar to the standards 
developed several years ago 
that permitted customers to 
provide their own telephones 

Under the tariffs filed today, 
a residential customer who 
chooses to have C&P install new 
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telephone service would be 
charged $51.25 for installation, 
an $8.9) increase However, if 
the residential customer 
chooses to install his own inside 
wire, outlet and telephone, 
C&Ps installation charges 
would be reduced to $20 

Similarly, a new business 
customer who chooses to have 
C&P do the installation work 
would be charged $71.95 under 
the proposal, an increase of 
$10.20. C&Ps charges would be 
reduced to $31.95, however, if 
the business customer elects to 
install his inside wire, outlet 
and telephone. 

Customers choosing to pro 
vide their own extensions or to 
move or re-arrange existing 
inside wiring could do so at no 
charge from the telephone com- 
pany. 

Customers electing to provide 
their own wiring and outlets can 
buy the necessary material at 
electrical supply stores. In 
addition, to assist such 
customers, C&P proposes to sell 
certain items such as mounting 
plates and extension wiring at 
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its Bell Phone Center Stores. 

Building contractors also 
would have the option of pre 
wiring new homes themselves 
instead of having C&P do it. 
Contractors choosing to have 
C&P do the work would be billed 
directly for the installation 
costs, which would increase 
under the proposal. 

The changes were filed to 
become effective July 13, 1981.

Clark said among the things 
to be examined by the 
corrections team are Green- 
mount's security system, its 
monitoring of inmates on work- 
release programs and _ its 
general method or record 
keeping. 

All levels of Greenmount's 
operation are being scrutinized, 
Clark said. But he said at this 
point the investigation has not 
focused on particular adminis- 
trators or employees.

Fuel Aid Program 


FREDERICK, Md. (UPI) — 
A state-run fuel assistance 
program in Frederick County 
did not pay out as much money 
as it was allotted this winter, 
program coordinator Arley 
Graham said Tuesday. 

And that means the subsi- 
dized program will be able to 
help pay the fuel bills for more 
eligible familes befcre next 
winter's program _ starts, 
Graham said. 

The extra money is especially 
important because the program 
will probably be cut by about 25 
percent next year, Graham 
said. Eligible families receive 
cuts in fuel bills under the 
program based on income 
levels. 


Bus Fore Increase 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Bus 
fares in the city, Baltimore 
County and on limited runs in 
Anne Arundel County will 
increase from 50 cents to 60 
cents June 28, the Mass Transit 
Administration said Tuesday.

County social services offi- 
cials had blocked release of the 
records, saying they were 
legally bound to keep the 
records confidential unless or- 
dered to release them by a

“That subpoena constitutes 
what we feel to be a sufficient 
court order, so the records will 
he turned over to the state's 
attorney,’ said Assistant 
County Solicitor Frederick 
Sussman. 

Police said Ms. Robey's 
danvhter died at an Annapolis 
hospital last Wednesday as the 
result of a severe beating The 
womans boyfriend, Lawrence 
Hensley, 30, was also being 
held in the case, charged with 


child abuse. 

Police said Ms. Robey’s other 
dauyhter, mina Louise Cham- 
berlain, 2, was admitted to the 
same hosptal on the same day 
the younger daughter died. The 
2-year-old was also beaten, 
police said. 

An autopsy of the dead girl 
showed two skull fractures ad 
two broken ribs that had 
healed, a fresh skull fracture 
and wounds to the mouth where 
the girl's skin had _ been 
buttered into her teeth. 

Deputy State's Attorney 
Gerald Anders, the prosecutor 
who sought the subpoena, did 
not return a series of telephone 
calls to his office Tuesday. 

Anders had previously said, 
however, that the family was 
well known to social service 
officials and said interviews 
with social workers showed 
“clear evidence of serious 
abuse” of the 2-year-old. 

Sussman said the records 
cover ‘the last several years,” 
and that they will be reviewed 
by prosecutors “for whatever 
factural information they deem 
apprupriate.”” 

Suaeman said the county 
resisted previous attempts to 
obtain the records only because 
county officials wanted to 
remain in compliance with the

Johns Hopkins Research Vay Lead 


To Netwe Birth Control Vaccine 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Re 
search on the conception of sea 
urchins could eventually lead to 
a birth control vaccine for 
woman, a scientist said Tues- 
day. 

“Essentially what you would 
have is a sperm vaccine,” said 
Dr. Wilham J. Tennarz, a 
physiological chemist at the 
Johns Hopkins School of 
Medicine. “It would be a 
method of birth control with no 
mess and no need to remember 
to pop the pill.” 

The birth control method 
would consist of protein injec- 
tions that would spur women's 
bodies to manufacture ‘‘sperm 
antibodies."’ 
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Grafton Trees Healt, 
{nimals Die From 
Chemical Spray 


GRAFTON, W.Va. (UPI) — 
The West Virginia Agriculture 
Department will try to find out 
what caused leaves to shrivel, 
vegetables to wilt and birds to 
die recently in a Grafton 
neighborhood. 

Residents along Fanny Street 
say that about two weeks ago 
they heard a helicopter fly 
overhead and that within a few 
days the effects were evident. 

Margaret Harvey said that 
her husband Richard and 
neighbor Dale Harrison went to 
a nearby park and found a 
white film had coated the 
vegetation. 

Macil Barnhart said she, too, 
heard the helicopter fly close to 
the house tops. 

“I don't know if it was the 
helicopter or what it was that 
did it," she said. ‘‘But you see 
these maple trees — the leaves 
turned yellow, and most of 
them fell off. I've never heard 
tell of leaves falling off this far 
up in the summer, have you?” 

She also found a dead bird in 
her yard and another in the 
street in front of her house. 

Agriculture Department in- 
vestigator Debbie Fields said it 
won't be easy to determine 
what, if anything was sprayed 
in the area unless the heltcopt- 
er can be identified. None of 
the residents are able to 
provide identification numbers 
or markings. 

Heavy rains have also swept 
through the area since the 
spraying. 

Spokeamen for Monongahela 
Power Co. and Equitable Gas 
Co. said their compames hadn't 
been spraying in Taylor 
County, 


But he added. ‘This is a 
lively, fast-moving field right 
now. And I have the feeling 
we're coming close to a basic 
understanding of conception — 
and possibly of new ways to 
prevent it.” 

Sea urchins have been used 
in early research because they 
release eggs and sperm ‘‘exter- 
nally,” or into the water. That 
makes it easy for researchers 
to gather eggs and sperm and 
study how they bind together 
and later become involved in 
the elaborate process of concep- 
tion. 

Throuxh years of study, 
Lennarz and his assistants at 
Hopkins have learned that a 
single sperm molecule passes 
into the egg through a 
“receptor molecule.” Once that 
happens, other sperms are 
prevented from entering the 
egg through a variety of 
chemical processes. 

The single sperm that passes 
into the egg begins conception. 

The hope ts that antibodies 
manufactured by a woman 
could one day block the 
receptor molecule and thus 
prevent the sperm from enter- 
ing the eux. 

‘A bunch of people are 
pushing ahead, but I think 
there 1s more need for basic 
research,” Lennarz said. “We 
really need to find out whether 
this process would be reversible 
before we even think about 
using it on women.” 

Lennarz said his work on sea 
urchins, funded by a grant 
from the Natonal Institute for 
Child Health and Hunan 
Development, will likely contin- 
ue for several more years. 

“1 don't think we will answer 
all the questions we are trying 
to unswer in the next five 
years,’ he said. 

“The process in sea urchins 
is remarkably sunilar to that of 
maninials," Lennar) said. ‘But 
other mamunuals, like pigs, bear 
even more similarity (to 
(humans).”’ 

Many women and men 
continue to dishke or distrust 
contraceptive devices, Lennarz 
said, while women worry about 
possible side effects from the 
pill — such as circulatory or 
liver problems 

Lennarz said he thinks the 

‘spertn vaccine” would remain 
free of controversy provided 
each woman “make a final 
chuice on whether to take it or 
not. It would pose no bigger 
problem Wan laXuly Ue pu. 

Lennarz's writing on fertiliza- 
tion have been published in the 
Journal of Cell Biology and 
Developmental Biology. 
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Black State Troopers Will Provide 
Off-Duty Guard For NAACP 


United Press International 
Black state troopers upset by 
a series of cross burnings and 
other racially motivated inci- 
dents in Maryland Tuesday said 
they would provide off-duty 
protection to NAACP leaders. 

“The police just don’t have 
the manpower to provide the 
type of security that's needed,” 
said Trooper James Chapman 
of the Security Barrack in 
Baltimore County. ‘‘So, we are 
going to provide it in our off- 
hours."’ 

Police secently arrested a 
number of suspected Ku Klux 
Klansmen or sympathizers for 
cross burnings and = con- 
spiracies, including conspiracy 
to firebomb an NAACP leader's 
home. 

The action by the troopers is 
part of a larger response by the 
black community to burgeoning 
Klan activity, said Maryland 
NAACP President Nathaniel 
Smith. 

Some black residents are 
currently ‘‘talking about” get- 
ting handgun permits and 
banding together to protect 
themselves, Smith said. ‘But 
as far as I know, it’s just talk 
now,” he added. 

The program will not provide 
round-the-clock security, Chap 
man said. Rather, troopers will 
make periodic patrols of 
NAACP leaders residences and 
contact the leaders to assure 
them of their safety. 

“We will be making personal 
contact (with the NAACP 
leaders) every chance we get,” 
Chapman said. 

The regional NAACP chief, 
Dr. Emmett Burns, said about 
ten NAACP leaders from the 
Baltimore metropolitan area 
met June 1) with several black 
troopers and outlined plans for 
the new program. Since then, 
leaders of the Black Troopers 
Coalition have been lining up 
volunteers. 

“David Washington (vice 
president of the coalition) came 





to us last week and asked 
which ones of us would be 
willing to provide some type of 
security for NAACP members 
who have been threatened,” 
Chapman said, adding that 
“several” troopers have volun- 
teered. 

Black troopers plan to make 
final arrangements for the 
program at a Wednesday 
meeting in Ellicott City, Chap- 
man said. 

Baltimore County police are 
already providing protection for 
Baltimore County NAACP 
President James Pennington 
and Burns, confirmed police 
spokesman Jay Miller. 

Burns told UPI he asked for 
protection “several weeks ago, 
after I learned that Klansmen 
arrested here in the county 
planned to burn a cross on my 
lawn.” 

Pennington was unavailable 
for comment, but Miller said 
police began to protect him 
following the arrest of self- 
proclaimed KKK Imperial 
Wizard Richard Savina on 
charges of conspiring to fire- 
bomb his house. 

Earlier this month, authori- 
ties in Harford County arrested 
five suspected Klansmen and 
charged them with conspiring 
to burn a cross in front of the 
home of local NAACP President 
Joseph Bond. 

Last month, four men police 
suspected of being either Klan 
members or sympathizers were 
arrested in Baltimore County 
on charges of burning religious 
symbols at three Woodlawn 
sites. A fifth member of that 
group, Savina, was charged 
with conspiring to firebomb 
Pennington’s residence. 

So far this year, the state 
Human Relations Commission 
has received 114 reports of 
“‘hate-group activities” ranging 
from harassing telephone calls 
to para-military activities,” 
said Joanne Evans-Anderson, 
community relations director. 
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Marvland Residents Fight Heat 


Torrid temperatures com- 
bined with high humdity 
created steamy conditions 
across much of Maryland for 
the third straight day Tuesday, 
but the National Weather 
Service said scattered rainfall 
expected during the night might 
relieve the heat. 

Although authorities at some 
of the state's major hospitals 
said the sweltering weather had 
not created an influx of patients 
with heat-related illnesses, they 
were concerned the problem 
might occur unless tempera- 
tures dropped. 

“We haven't broken = any 
records yet, but we might 
break one today,” sald a 
spokesman for the National 
Weather service in Baltimore. 
He said temperatures in 
Mar\land’s largest city were 
expected to hit 99, only 1 
degree below the record. 
“We're looking for showers or 
thunderstorms across much of 
the stute tonight until the 
morning,” the NWS spokesman 
sai-. ‘Then when the front 
comes in, it will be slightly 
cooler."* 

The mercury hit the high 90s 
across much of the state 
Tuesday and was expected to 
reach the high 80s on Wednes- 
day, the NWS said. 

Jolin Crosby, a spokesman 
for the state Health Depart- 
ment, said people exposed to 
thehheat should drink plenty of 
hquids and avoid high salt 
concentrations in their diets to 
prevent dehydration. 
“Jogging and running should 
be postponed,” he said. “People 
should dress wearing loose- 
fitting, natural fibers and 
remember Wiel ugiicuured 
clothes reflect heat away from 
the body."’ 

Crosby said the symptoms of 
heat stroke, a potentially fatal 


illness, included irritability, 
confusion, emotional instability, 
muscle twitching and shivering, 
all followed by extremely high 
body temperatures. 

“If a person suspects he's 
suffering from heat stroke, he 
should be packed in ice or put 
in cold water immediately,” he 
said. 

For people who live in 
residences that have no air 
conditioning, Crosby suggested 
they cut off appliances and 
lights that generate heat and 
pull down window shades and 
blinds to keep out the sun. 
Susan Mancuso, 4 spoke - 
woman at Maryland General 
Hospital in Baltimore, said the 
scorching weather had yet to 
bring in any patients. 

“It usually takes a week or 
two of temperatures like this 
before we start getting heat- 
related illnesses,” she said. 

A spokeswoman at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore 
agreed. ‘If this keeps up and 
you call back in a few days, 
I'm sure I'd be able to give you 
a few statistics, * she said. 
David Pleat, assistant direc- 
tor of public relations at 
Peninsula General Hospital in 
Salisbury, said two people had 
been treated there for heat 
complications in the past week. 
And Jim Harvey, a spokes- 
man for Washington County 
Hospital in llayerstown, said 
“two joggers came mm with heat 
exhaustion on Sunday, but 
that's all.’’
